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Carroll Shelby 1923-2012 


Chequered flag finally drops for Mr Cobra, Le Mans-winner, 
Octane columnist and world’s oldest heart transplant recipient 


SHOULD THE OXFORD Dictionary need a concise 
definition of the words ‘larger than life’, a perfect 
two-word entry would be ‘Carroll Shelby’. This 
beguiling, charismatic character passed away on 
10 May in Dallas, Texas, aged 89. At the time he 
was the world’s oldest heart transplant recipient. 

Shelby was born in 1923 in Leesburg, Texas, 

a rural town with a population of around 120. 
His father was a mailman who instilled a love of 
automobiles in Carroll, and from those humble 
beginnings sprouted a multiple championship- 
winning career that spanned the better part of 
seven decades. 

Before he became a household name, Shelby’s 
creativity and grit were seen during World War 
Two when he was a flight instructor. He 
corresponded with his fiancée via airmail sent 
Shelby style: he said he put love letters in his 
boots, and would drop them on her farm as he 
flew over. After the war he worked in the Texas 
oilfields, raised chickens, and started a lumber 
and concrete transporting business. 

Thankfully for auto aficionados everywhere, 
none of those ventures proved successful. In 1952 
he tried his hand racing a friend’s MG TC that was 
fitted with a flathead Ford engine. A naturally 
gifted driver, he won at a local drag strip, then at 
two road races in Oklahoma. Similar success the 
following year in an Allard caught the attention of 
Aston Martin team manager John Wyer. 

By 1954 he was racing for Aston Martin, and 
quickly became a true star on the international 
scene. As Shelby’s friend Bernard Cahier observed 
in 1965: ‘[He was] the typical embodiment of the 
courageous, intelligent, colourful and 
individualistic type of American who... excites 
both admiration and envy.’ Those qualities and 
more culminated in 1959’s Le Mans victory and 
a world endurance championship for Aston. 

Carroll was twice named Sports Illustrated's 
Driver of the Year, but he had inherited his father’s 
bad heart so was forced to retire in December 
1960. ‘All the time | was driving,’ he told me, 

‘| was trying to determine [how] | could build my 
own car some day. So | moved to California 

[because] the hot rodders were there and Lance 
Reventlow had made a car [the Scarab] that was

competitive.’ Landing in Los Angeles with nothing 
other than his name, Shelby eked out a meagre 
living as a consulting editor for Sports Car 
Graphic, starting his high-performance driving 
school at Riverside Raceway, and becoming 

a Goodyear tyre distributor. 

In late 1961 he began arguably the greatest 
six-year run any individual or auto company has 
ever experienced by convincing Ford and AC that 
an Ace powered by Dearborn’s V8 was a winning 
combination. The result was the Cobra, his Shelby 
American organisation so small in those formative 
months that a handful of Cobras were assembled 
by European Cars, the company’s first distributor. 


In 1963, the Cobra’s first full year of production, 
Shelby won America’s SCCA and USRRC 
Championships, and did the same in 1964. Carroll 
set his eyes on the FIA World Championship, 
nearly knocking off Ferrari in 64, and succeeding 
in 1965 with the Cobra Daytona Coupes. 

That constant success did not go unnoticed by 
Ford, so they approached Carroll to turn their 
recently launched Mustang into a sports car. He 
called it ‘a secretary’s car’, but his team quickly 
made it into the multiple SCCA championship- 
winning GT350. They also unleashed the 427 
Cobra at the same time. 

Because his plate obviously wasn’t full enough, 
Ford then asked Shelby to transform its fast yet 


unreliable GT40 into a race-winner. Carroll and 
his men did just that in two months, and were 
victorious first time out at the Daytona 24 Hours. 

From 1965 to ’67, the only GT40s that won 
races (including twice at Le Mans) were Shelby 
American cars. Concurrently, Shelby-built 
Mustangs won the first two Trans Am Series 
titles, and a specially prepped 172mph GT500 (the 
original Super Snake) was the world’s fastest 
street-legal production car in "67. 

By the end of the year and with nothing left to 
accomplish, ‘I didn’t care any more about racing, 
and didn’t want to kill myself,’ Carroll recalled. 

‘| wanted to live life.’ So he slowly wound down 
automotive activities over the next two years, 
then spent the better part of the next 12 in Africa. 

But he wasn’t done. In the 1980s he teamed up 
with former Ford boss Lee lacocca at Chrysler to 
create the Dodge Omni GLH, GLHS, Shelby Lancer 
and several other small-displacement 
performance vehicles. They closed the decade 
with a bang by debuting the V10-powered Viper 
that was, in essence, a modern Cobra. 

In the 1990s Carroll restarted Shelby American 
in Las Vegas, building the Shelby Series | roadster 
and the Continuation Cobras. Then came renewed 
cooperation with Ford, resulting in 2004’s Shelby 
Cobra Concept and 2005’s GR-1 (both stillborn), 
and the 2005-2006 Ford GT. The new generation 
of Mustangs has seen continuous Shelby versions 
from 2006 to present, with many of the models 
built in Shelby American’s Las Vegas facility. 

| often saw Carroll there, actively working on 
current and future models, always putting forth 
new ideas. He was positively giddy when the 
current GT350 debuted, saying he wanted to test 
drive each car personally, an observation | found 
endearing, considering his eyesight... 

He also planned for the future, using a 
philosophy that brought him so much success: 

‘| think the secret to any company is having 
people you really have confidence in and turning it 
over and letting them do what they think ought to 
be done.’ With key personnel having spent more 
time working alongside Carroll than anyone did in 
the 1960s, Shelby’s legacy should remain alive, 
well and kicking for years to come.

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Ferrari pays tribute 


to Gilles Villeneuve

EXACTLY 30 YEARS after his tragic 
crash at Zolder racetrack, Ferrari 
organised a special event at its 
Fiorano test track to commemorate 
one of its best-loved drivers, Gilles 
Villeneuve. Gilles’ widow Joann, 
daughter Melanie and son Jacques 
(the 1997 F1 World Champion) were 
honorary guests, with Jacques invited 
to drive his father's car, the 1979 
Ferrari 312 T4. 

This is the very car, chassis no41, 
that Gilles drove in his Dijon duel with 
René Arnoux, on his infamous 
three-wheeled lap in the Netherlands, 
and for his Long Beach victory. Now 
fresh from a 300-hours Ferrari 
Classiche restoration, since December 
1979 the car has belonged to the 
Giacobazzi family, Gilles’ sponsors 
and friends during his racing days. 

Another important car in Gilles’ life, 
the 1981 Ferrari 126C no52, which he 
drove in the 1981 Monte Carlo Grand 
Prix, was also on display. Meanwhile 
a crowd gathered on the circuit fencing 
to witness the action. 

Poignantly, Gilles’ mechanics 
arrived at the track to find that they 
had all independently had the same 
idea of dressing in the old Agip yellow/ 


black overalls. As Jacques started to 
lap Fiorano, with the sound of the 
flat-12 reverberating around the 
circuit, the mechanics gathered close 
to Joann and Melanie, both of them 
trying to hide their tears and emotion. 

The family always followed Gilles 
around the world: the old pit crew still 
remember seven-year-old Jacques 
jumping in his father's F1 seat as soon 
as the car was in the garage, and the 
five-year-old Melanie with ear 
protectors bigger then her head. 

Delio Bianchi, one of the 
mechanics, remembered when, in 
Canada during heavy rain, he had to lift 
Gilles into the cockpit to prevent his

race boots from getting wet. 
Meanwhile, Brenda Nelson, Enzo 
Ferrari’s private secretary for many 
years, recalled when Gilles (with Jody 
Scheckter’s help) played tricks on her, 
such as stealing her typewriter ribbon 
or hiding her keys. 

Joann described how the fans loved 
all the family thanks to Gilles, and 
Jacques revealed how it felt ‘strange’ 
to discover that fans were supporting 
him — even against Ferrari drivers 
— because of his father. 

After his laps in the 312 Jacques 
said: ‘I’m very surprised how good the 
car is. | was expecting something 
much worse, but the car is very good, 
with an engine that is a pure dream, 
with fantastic torque and a very easy 
gearbox. It's very amusing to drive it, 
letting the rear slide a little...’ 

Afterwards, a special exhibition of 
Gilles Villeneuve memorabilia was 
officially opened in Modena, and will 
remain open until 10 June. It is full of 
mementoes from Gilles and his team 
mates, from helmets to speeding 
tickets, and cars to racing suits.

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Lotus Exige S out to impress

WITH THE ONGOING saga of Lotus 
Cars’ ownership issues and the 
endless news stories predicting the 
company’s imminent demise, it’s been 
rather too easy to forget about the 
cars. So it was something of a relief to 
not only arrive at Hethel to find the 
place still operating as usual, but to 
find a brand new Exige S fuelled and 
ready to be driven. 

Creating a car that’s more than the 
sum of its parts is something Lotus 
has excelled at since the Chapman 
era, and the Exige S is no different. 
Using a heavily revised Exige 
aluminium tub, the S gets a 70mm 
increase in wheelbase, wide-track 
suspension (complete with an 
anti-roll bar at the rear for the first 
time) and a new rear subframe, within 
which sits the 3.5-litre supercharged 
V6 engine from the Evora S. 

Inevitably, weight is increased 
compared with the shorter, narrower, 
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four-cylinder Exige, from 928kg to 
1176kg, but the more potent 345bhp, 
295lb ft engine not only ensures the 
power-to-weight ratio creeps up to 
294bhp-per-ton, but the torque-to- 
weight jumps by nearly 60lb-per-ton 
to deliver a significant increase in 
muscle. It sounds properly fruity, too. 
There’s a fascinating blend of

analogue purity and high-technology 
in this, the first new car of the Bahar 
era. There’s no power steering (though 
it is a little quicker), nor is there a 
fancy paddle-shift transmission 
option, but there is something called 
DPM, or Dynamic Performance 
Management. Operated by a rotary 
switch not dissimilar to Ferrari's 


mannetino, it offers four modes: 
Touring, Sport, Race and Off. 

Despite horrid weather conditions 
the Exige S is a pussycat in Touring 
mode, while Sport allows a bit of 
slip-and-slide. Race is the really clever 
one, because the car learns and 
continuously monitors the grip level of 
the road - and even adapts to whether 
the car is on standard Pirelli PZero 
Corsa or optional Trofeo rubber — so it 
can be driven absolutely on the limit of 
grip and traction. It takes faith to get 
the best from the system, but there’s 
no question it yields faster lap times. 
You can also disable DPM completely, 
which means you'll be busier behind 
the wheel and have more fun. Or 
possibly an accident, if your ambition 
and ability are misaligned. 

Though more expensive than any 
previous Exige, this is actually the 
best-value Lotus in years, for it offers 
genuine 911 GT3-chasing 
performance and presence for a little 
over £52,000. Put simply, nothing at 
this price looks as good nor stops, 
steers and goes as well as the Exige 
S. It's the best possible retort from 
Lotus and genuinely joyous news for 
fans of fast and feisty sports cars.

IT MAY NOT LOOK like everyone's vision of a Ferrari, but 
with 8000 cars sold since its launch (the vast majority of 
which were bought by customers new to the brand), there's 
no question the California has been a huge success for the 
Prancing Horse. 

Visually, the California remains unchanged in this 
mid-life update (as does its list price), but plenty has gone 
on beneath its aluminium skin. Power has increased, 
weight has decreased and the chassis has been tweaked. 
The new ‘Handling Speciale’ option also sharpens the 
dynamics for those who prefer a more sporting set-up. 

While other supercar manufacturers embrace carbon 
fibre in the construction of their cars, Ferrari remains totally 
committed to aluminium, both for the body and the chassis 
structure of all its series production models. Thanks to a 
redesigned chassis that uses an array of new alloys, some 
30kg has been shaved from the California’s kerbweight.

Engine modifications — including new piston crowns, a 
free-breathing four-into-one exhaust manifold and a 
remapped ECU - result in useful increases of 37bhp and 
14lb ft, which take the California’s peak outputs to 490bhp 
and 372lb ft. These gains don't yield significant standing- 
start performance advantages (Ferrari claims 0-62mph in 
3.8sec, down 0.1sec on the previous model), but they do 
translate into greater in-gear punch and tractability. As the 
California was always a very rapid car, this only makes it 
more formidable between the corners. 

The standard chassis set-up has been subtly updated, 
with revised programming of the control software for the 
new low-friction electronic dampers. Springs remain 
unchanged. The optional Handling Speciale pack (£4320 inc 
VAT) goes a step or two further, with quicker steering, 
stiffer front and rear spring rates and bespoke software for 
those new dampers, all of which reduce body roll and 
increase the rate of response. 

Given the California's role as the entry-level, everyday 
Ferrari, it’s no surprise to find it’s supple and approachable, 
especially in Comfort mode. The twin-clutch DSG 
transmission (there is no manual option) delivers easy, 
super-slick up and downshifts, whether you elect to run in 
Auto mode or flick the paddle-shifters yourself. Excellent 
electronic stability systems ensure your knuckles remain a 
healthy pink, even in tricky conditions. 

The Handling Speciale pack delivers a greater sense of 
urgency to the California's handling, thanks mainly to the 
quicker steering, but also the tighter body control. It’s more 
aggressive, in terms of the way it reacts to your inputs and 
the way it copes with less than smooth roads, but it 
remains eminently useable. With competition in this sector 
of the market hotting up - most notably with the revised 
Aston Martin V8 Vantage Roadster, all-new Mercedes SL63 
AMG and Bentley Continental GT Convertible, Ferrari's 
upgrades are timely and well executed.

China’s importance

these days, and that’s why last 
month’s Beijing Auto Show was 
stuffed full of new models, with the 
big news being Lamborghini's 
reveal of a brand-new, ultra-high- 
performance SUV Concept it named 
(rather clumsily) the Urus. 

Lamborghini has wanted to 
introduce a third model line for a 
while now to protect it against the 
fickle highs and lows of the sports 
car market. It was initially thought 
this would be a rakish four-door 
saloon (remember the Estoque?) 
but even Lamborghini can’t ignore 
today’s growing demand for top-end 
SUVs, so it has decided to help 
develop a new platform within the 
VW Group that will be shared 
between Lamborghini, Bentley 
(which showed its uber-SUV at 
Geneva in March) and Porsche's 
next-gen Cayenne, due in 2015. 

If that wasn’t enough SUV news 
for you, Beijing also saw Land Rover 
take the covers off its limited-edition 
Victoria Beckham Evoque. 
Thankfully, only 200 of these 
£80,000 special editions will be 
produced and most will go to 
Chinese customers, who seemingly 
have an insatiable appetite for 
high-flying Western brands. What's 
of more interest to us enthusiasts is 
that this ‘Beckham special’ was built 
by Jaguar Land Rover’s little known 
specialist division called ‘Engineered 
to Order’ (or ETO for short) and 
| understand we can expect to see 
a lot more specialist JLR vehicles 
emerge from this dedicated 
workshop in the near future. 

Lotus also made the headlines 
this month — but all for the wrong 
reasons. Rumours started to 
circulate that it was experiencing 
serious cashflow problems because 
new Proton owner, DRB-Hicom, was 
still considering whether it should 
continue with the five-year 
investment plan agreed with Lotus 
CEO Dany Bahar, back in 2010. 

| spoke with senior Lotus 
personnel and it seems the 
purse-strings have now been 
loosened slightly, so while the new 
Esprit programme is still paused, 
there is now enough funding coming 
through to continue developing the 
existing Lotus models (Evora, Exige 
and Elise), and we will see two 
brand new variants at the Goodwood 
Festival of Speed in June. 
Considering the overwhelmingly 
positive reception for the new Exige 
S (see left), this has to be great 
news for Lotus enthusiasts.

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SERENISSIMA RUN 


Rarefied atmosphere 


Think Louis Vuitton, think concours. Well, the cars were fit for 
the poshest lawn, only this time the competition was dynamic

“| THINK MANY of the drivers found the event 

a little tougher than they were expecting,’ opined 
Louis Vuitton CEO Yves Carcelle of the luxury goods 
firm's recently held Serenissima Run. 

Carcelle was referring to the fact that the 44 
competitors — driving veteran, vintage and classic 
cars with a claimed combined value of €200 million 
— had encountered plunging temperatures, pouring 
rain and even snow (albeit at the side of the road 
rather than on it) during the 875-mile regularity trial 
that started in Monaco’s Casino Square and finished 
five days later in the heart of Venice. 

The Serenissima was the seventh rally to be 
staged by Louis Vuitton since 1993, the year the 
house set about capitalising on its long-standing 
links with the automobile, which date back to the 
turn of the 20th century when it began supplying 
motorists with everything from spare tyre holders 
(with built-in hat boxes) to step-mounted tool 
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chests and even the necessary accessories to 
convert a 75-horsepower grand tourer into a fully 
equipped camping car. 

The first rally, the Vintage Equator Run, ran from 
Singapore to Kuala Lumpur, while subsequent 
events included the China Run of 1998 and the 
Boheme Run — from Budapest to Prague — in 2006. 
In between, Louis Vuitton has also staged its 
celebrated concours shows at venues including 
London, New York and Paris. 

In every case, the quality of the cars has been 
second to none, and the Serenissima Run was no 
exception. These are strictly invitation-only affairs, 
and the competitors for LV events are selected by 
old car doyen Christian Philippsen, who is best 
known for his work as a judge at blue-chip classic 
gatherings such as Pebble Beach, the Cavallino 
Classic, Amelia Island and Schloss Bensberg. 

Philippsen’s involvement helps to attract 


high-calibre owners such as America’s Martin 
Button and Bruce Meyer, Greek collector Peter 
Livanos, Mexico's Arturo Keller and the Hong 
Kong-based US billionaire William ‘Chip’ Connor - as 
a result of which, the Serenissima line-up included a 
brace of 250GTOs, a couple of Bugattis (Types 23 
and 35), a Blower Bentley, Connor’s DB4GT Zagato, 
a Talbot-Lago ‘teardrop’ coupé, and Keller’s unique 
and magnificent Mercedes-Benz 540K with 
streamlined Autobahnkurier coachwork. 

For the entry fee of €8000, the Serenissima 
participants got to enjoy overnight stays in superb 
hotels such as the Menthon-Saint Bernard Palace at 
Annecy, exceptional food all the way, and a route 
devised by French racer and triple Paris-Dakar 
winner René Metge, who mapped out a truly 
breathtaking drive that crossed the borders of 
France, Switzerland and Italy via such legendary 
roads as the Route Napoleon and via the Alpine 
foothills beside the great Italian lakes of Maggiore, 
Como and Garda. 

No-one, however, had anticipated that the passes 
around the Mont Blanc Massif would still be flanked 
by a blanket of snow, while the stiff climbs and 
rarefied, high-altitude air proved just a bit too much 
for some of the cars. Early retirees included a Ferrari 
250GT with a blown head gasket, and an 
appropriately named but famously unreliable 
Serenissima Jet Competizione, which expired with

a lunched gearbox. Other drop-outs included Oscar 
Davis, the elderly owner of a 1960 Ferrari 250GT, 
who simply became too exhausted to carry on, and 
John and Gwen McCaw, who had entered in the 
knowledge that they would abandon their 250GT 
Berlinetta two days in so they could fly back to the 
States to celebrate a family birthday. 

The six-day jaunt drew to a close in perfect 
conditions, however, with the cars approaching 
Venice in bright sunlight before being ferried across 
to the Piazza San Giorgio, where they were displayed 
- still pleasantly travel-stained — in advance of the 
awards ceremony, which saw Giuseppe Redaelli 
scoop first prize (a tyre blown from Murano glass), 
thanks to an impressive performance in his 1923 
Bugatti Type 23. 

Other awards went to Etienne Veen, winner of the 
‘Bentley Boys’ class in his 1927 Lagonda Rapide; 
George Howitt, ‘Golden Years of Coachbuilders’ 
class, 1938 Bentley four-and-a-quarter; Sir Michael 
Kadoori, ‘Riviera’ class, 1956 Bentley S1 Continental; 
and Chip Connor, ‘Track and Road’ class, 1961 Aston 
Martin DB4GT Zagato. 

The jury’s ‘special prize’, meanwhile, was rightly 
awarded to Bill Evans, who truly demonstrated the 
spirit of pioneer motoring by completing the run in 
his beautifully patinated and much admired Isotta 
Fraschini IM — despite it being just one year short of 
its 100th birthday.

CO HISTORIQUE 
Iconic street circuit reverberates to the 
howl and rumble of classic racing cars

THE EIGHTH biennial Grand Prix de 
Monaco Historique saw British drivers 
dominate the podium, with the 
Americans cleaning up in the 

1966-72 Formula 1 race. 

With practice on Friday and 
Saturday, the first race of the weekend 
on the Sunday (Pre-61 Grand Prix cars) 
saw Roger Wills win in the Cooper T51, 
with Gary Pearson in the BRM P25 
second and Barrie Baxter third in the 
BRM P48 out of a grid of 31 cars. 

The Pre-53 sports car race was next 
and Alex Buncombe in the Jaguar 
Heritage Racing Jaguar C-type was on 
pole. Patrick Blakeney-Edwards was 
second-line in a Fraser Nash Le Mans 
Replica Mk2, with Carlos Monteverde 
making a poor start from third in his 
Jaguar C-type. Buncombe remained in 
control with a superb display of driving 
but his task was made a lot easier 
when Blakeney-Edwards retired the 
Rep with a broken diff. No-one could 
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catch the fast Buncombe, who took 
the flag in the C-type -that’s the third 
time a C-type has won this race - 
followed by John Ure in another 
Frazer Nash Le Mans Replica and 


Carlos Monteverde, third in his C-type. 


The Pre-52 Grand Prix Cars race 


was absolutely riveting, with Julian 
Bronson on pole in the ex-Raymond 
Mays ERA Type D, with Paddins 
Dowling next to him in the ERA Type 
B. Bronson made a great start but 


Dowling was right up his hooter all the 


way. The two of them circulated the 
tight 3.3km circuit in wheel-to-wheel 
action. The experienced Bronson had 
to fight hard to keep Dowling at bay, 
but he managed it and they finished 
a close one-two with third-placed 
man Michael Gans in an ERA Type B 
just seconds behind them. 

Shortly before lunch Jackie Ickx 
demonstrated the Auto Union Type C, 
then the Pre-66 Rear Engined F1 cars 
were out, with quite a few spinning 


and sliding into the Armco. The race 
was won by Andy Middlehurst in a 
Lotus 25, second was Sidney Hoole in 
a Cooper T6é4, and Paul Drayson was 
third in a Lotus 24. 

The Pre-73 F1 race began badly, 
with Andrew Smith ‘creep starting’ in 
his March 701 before the start lights 
went off. This caused Joaquin Folch in 
the McLaren M19C to jump over the 
back of Simon Hadfield’s March and 
both were out. 

Favourite Duncan Dayton started 
stone last in the Brabham BT33 but 
was soon coming through the field 
aided by a Safety Car. This explosively 
exciting race saw Dayton win from the 
back, with fellow American Michael 
Fitzgerald in the March 711 second and 
Brit Andrew Smith third. 

The Pre-85 F3 race was won by Ben 
Barker in the Lola T670, with Matteo 
Marzotto second in the Ralt RT3 and 
Paolo Barilla third in the Martini Mk34. 
And it was earplugs all around for the 
F1 3-litre cars (1973-78), with Michael 
Lyons winning in the Hesketh 308E, 
Bobby Verdon-Roe second in the 
McLaren M26 and Mauro Pane third 
in the Lola T370.

MORE THAN 10,000 car fans drooled 
over 230 mouth-watering entries in 
the vast greenhouse of Paris’s Grand 
Palais at the start of the Tour Auto. All 
the usual suspects included AC Cobra, 
Aston Martin DB4, Alpine A110, 
Citroén SM, Ford Mustang, Ford GT40, 
and Porsches of all persuasion. There 
were no fewer than three Ferrari 
250GTOs: Brandon Wang's (4219GT), 
Chip Connor's (4293GT) and the 
ex-Ecurie Francorchamps 4153GT of 
Daniela Ellerbrock that won the 1964 
Tour de France. 

The Tour entry was split between 
those contesting Competition VHC 
(where fastest wins), Regularity 
(where precision timing wins), and 
Index of Performance, a formula set 
according to engine capacity. 

The competitors filed out for 
Chateau de Vaux-Le-Vicomte and the 
official start of the route to Nice. The 
first timed stage at la Puysaie 
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negotiated villages, and VHC was won 
by the Gaby von Oppenheim/Marc de 
Siebenthal 911 ahead of the Mark and 
John Freeman Cobra. The afternoon's 
action at Dijon-Prenois circuit included 
fierce battles in the three Competition 
categories, with Grid 3 the province of 
Alfa Romeo Giulia Sprints, Grid 4 a 
Cobra benefit until it was red-flagged, 
while Paul Knapfield’s Ligier JS2 left 
Porsches and Alpines for dust in Grid 
5. The Porsche 356 Pre-A coupé of 
Lee Maxted-Page and Yves Junne led 
the Index of Performance. 

Rain on day two gave way to 
sunshine at Beaune’s Bresse circuit, 
where the Hermann von Wildenburg/ 
Bernd Hahne Alfa GTA took Grid 3, and 
the GT40 of Chris Stahl and Uwe 
Niermann took Grid 4 ahead of its two 
main rivals, the Cobras of Shaun Lynn/ 
Kevin Kivlochan and Jean-Marc 
Merlin/Paul Rossignol. Knapfield’'s 
Ligier JS2 dominated Grid 5 ahead of

the Porsche 910 of Francois Perrodo/ 
Yann Legraet and the Alpine A110s of 
Alain Serpaggi and Jean Ragnotti. 

Two hilly road stages followed, the 
first in rain and on loose gravel, the 
second a high-speed nocturnal run up 
Mont Revard to well above the snow 
line, winding down to Aix-Les-Bains. 

Eight laps of Clermont Ferrand’s 
Charade circuit bookmarked day 
three, before the Tour’s penultimate 
leg and another non-stop 12 hours 
between Clermont Ferrand and 
Nimes. With snow on Mont Gerbier, 
the highlight was the fast drive on 
original Monte Carlo roads. 

The final day saw competition on 
the fast and technical Paul Ricard 
circuit, with the pros critical of random 
driving by more casual participants. 

At the finish, the Lynn/Kivlochan 
Cobra was overall winner — Lynn's 
second Tour triumph, after winning in 
2009 with his GT40 . Commenting on 
his third Index of Performance win in 
arow, a delighted Lee Maxted-Page 
said: ‘It’s been fantastic, having the 
discipline to be fast and smooth in 
all weathers.’

IT TAKES A SPECIAL type of person to spend a decade working towards 
realising a dream. For ten long years Rod Millen — Pikes Peak maestro and 
all-round Kiwi legend - worked his 140-acre ranch in Hahei on the spectacular 
coast of New Zealand’s North Island, carving a mile-long driveway that would 
double as a hillclimb course into the rolling grassland. 

Construction work ended last year, and to celebrate both that and his 60th 
birthday, Millen invited his motor sport buddies from around the world to bring 
their cars for a bit of fun. This year, not only did he invite more competitors, but 
he opened the gates to the public for the first official Leadfoot Festival. 

New Zealand has a rich motor sport heritage and an active community of 
racers and enthusiasts — a fact reflected in the quality and diversity of the cars 
and motorcycles present. Though following a similar format to the Goodwood 
Festival of Speed, the (much smaller) Leadfoot has a more relaxed atmosphere. 

That's not to say the driving isn’t taken seriously. Quite the opposite, in fact. 
Millen himself took to the hill in his incredible Pikes Peak Celica (setting the 
fastest time of the weekend), while other competitors drove everything from an 
Audi Quattro S1 and Mitsubishi Evo 8 to an ex-Denny Hulme McLaren Grand Prix 
car, Ferrari F40, assorted Manx Norton motorcycles, a selection of V8 muscle 
cars and a classic American dragster Rat Trap, which ended up in Millen’s pond. 

Though the comparison to Goodwood's Festival of Speed is inevitable, Millen 
has always said he never intended for Leadfoot to attempt to match Lord 
March's event for size or spectacle. Still, those who remember the charm and 
informality of Goodwood's formative years would appreciate Leadfoot's relaxed 
vibe. It may have taken Millen a decade to bring his dream to fruition, but there’s 
no question he has created a must-see event. Here’s to next year.

To Scotland, the hard way 


More than 100 vintage cars endure a Sruelling rally off

THE OLD RAF airfield of Duxford, 
near Cambridge, is home to a 
magnificent collection of old aircraft. 
In a previous life, Flying Scotsman 
organiser Philip Young came to know 
the place well as a film extra - leading 
to memories aplenty when he 
returned last month with a record 110 
pre-war cars for the fourth edition of 
the Flying Scotsman Rally. 

It was a rally full of surprises: a 
driver who has never before driven 
aroad rally with timed-to-the-second 
regularity tests romped off the start 
line to grab the lead. But Gareth 
Burnett, in a 1934 Talbot 105 Alpine 
with Jeremy Haylock manning clocks 
and route-notes, was still heading the 
field at the end of the first day's run, 
which took a sweep into East Anglia 
for lunch prepared by the Royal chefs 
of Sandringham, where rally and 
race ace Jack Sears was on hand 
to greet the crews. 

Snapping at the Talbot's heels was 
the shabby Frazer Nash of Robert 
Ellis, putting in a most determined 
effort with Cath Woodman. Almost as 
if she were sailing a dinghy, Cath was 
leaning out on left corners to stop the 
rear inside wheel lifting up too much, 
and leant out even more when her 
driver wanted to snatch second gear... 
with no differential in the rear axle, the 
cornering style of the Nash crew was 
unlike any other, a sort of hop-skip- 
and-jump requiring lightning reactions 
of just the right degree of opposite 
lock, and it looked as if it the 
technique was going to work for a 
remarkable giant-killing result. 

Alas, it was not to be. The Fraser 
Nash navigator took a tumble on the 
last day, falling out of the pram big 
time on the final run into St Andrew's, 
where a lavish reception awaited at 
the Old Course Hotel's Hall of 
Champions. Cath was carted off to 
hospital by the rally medical team with 
a broken shoulder. 

That final day in the Scottish 
Borders also saw the rally results 
given a thorough shake-up by a flock 
of sheep: a farmer had decided to herd 
his flock down a narrow track to reach 
the field on the other side just as the 
rally was driving through his valley on 
the final regularity. Clerk of the course 
Kim Bannister kept the test running, 
but cancelled the middle section with

the woolly chicane. This pleased 
some, but displeased others who 
were early enough not to be held up. 

So the Talbot crew's otherwise 
remarkable run relegated them to 
second overall, while projecting 
former McLaren team boss Alastair 
Caldwell and Catriona Rings to first 
spot, in their futuristic-looking (it’s 
difficult to believe this 1950s-looking 
shape actually belongs to a pre-war 
car) Alfa Romeo 6C. 

Paul Carter and John Bayliss, who 
had a torrid time nursing a broken 
Volvo across Africa earlier this year, 
jumped up to third spot in their 
ex-Peking-Paris Bentley, and last 
year’s winners, Andrew and Jonathan 
Davies in their green Riley 12/4, ended 
up in fourth spot, good going for a car 
with only a 1500cc engine. 

John Abel and Mike Hope were 
going well in their Lagonda at one 
point, and settled for a fifth-place 
finish, with the two ladies Sue 
Shoosmith and Trina Harley in sixth, 
just pipping Jayne Wignall’s Sunbeam. 

The shipping magnate and noted 
collector Peter Livanos finished in the 
top ten again with the glorious- 
sounding Zagato-bodied ex-Le Mans 
Alfa 8C, coming home ninth.

THE 24 HOURS of 
Le Mans is the world’s 
oldest - and arguably 
best-known — endurance 
race. This year it runs 
for the 80th time and 
is approaching its 
90th birthday, and 

it continues to attract huge crowds. Explaining 
the appeal of Le Mans to anyone who has not 
been there is always going to be difficult, but 
imagine a five-day racing car-fuelled party, 

and you're part of the way there. 

For 2012, the race looks as though it’s going 
to result in another dominant win for the Audi 
steamroller, but Toyota will be trying hard to 
make an impression with its new hybrid racer. 
Yet there's so much more to Le Mans than that 
— there's the build-up in the town, the camping, 
the drive there (if you’re coming in from the 
UK or rest of Europe), and the socialising. 

Here’s Octane’s guide to Le Mans. Time is 
getting tight but, if you’re considering going, 
hopefully we'll help you decide to take the plunge.

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To truly enjoy Le Mans, you'll 
have to take some time off 
work. We would advise you 
to make your way to your 
accommodation on Tuesday, 
get settled in, and arrive at the 
track on Wednesday to enjoy 
the first qualifying session. 
Thursday is a perfect 
chance to visit the museum 
of the organiser, ACO, close 
to the main entry point in the 


grandstand, and also take in 
final qualifying. The real action 
happens on Friday. It’s a ‘rest 
day’ for the teams and drivers, 
and the ACO opens the pit lane 
from 10am-8pm, so spectators 
can see the garaged cars. 
Don’t forget the drivers’ 
parade, which takes place at 
6-8pm in Le Mans town 
centre. Find a bar early on and 
soak up the atmosphere as 
100,000 fans line the streets 
to see the cars. And earlier in 
the day, don’t miss the Classic 
British Welcome in the small 
hamlet of Saint Saturnin, north 
of Le Mans — come lunchtime 
the place fills up with a fine 
selection of spectators’ 


classics. This year’s guest of 
honour is Derek Bell; see 
www.classicbw.org. 

For the race itself, you’re 
best making your way to 
the track first thing Saturday 
morning. Try to secure the 
best places on the general 
entry grandstand on the 
start-finish straight, as early 
as you can. General entry is 
€69 from www.lemans.org/en/ 
tickets and that gets you in 
and out for the whole weekend. 

Grandstand tickets in the 
paddock area cost €60-90, and 
guarantee a good spot at the 
start and end of the race. 
Finally, take a radio to enjoy 
Radio Le Mans’ live coverage. 


Bed yourself in at the start-finish straight at least an hour 
before the start — and once the race is underway, walk to 
as many viewing points as you can. See drivers dicing at 
Tertre Rouge, or cars on the limit in the Porsche Curves. 
Unforgettable spectating opportunities after dark 
include watching the pit crews at 2am; seeing the glowing brake discs 
as the racers plunge through the Esses; Arnage; a midnight ride on the 
big wheel... If you have transport, drive to Indianapolis, or head for the 
woods around Mulsanne. For eating, try the Café Tertre Rouge — on the 
outside of the circuit at the start of the Mulsanne straight — and the 
Auberge des Hunaudieres — a trackside family-owned restaurant 
located on the Mulsanne straight. Bear in mind, though, that during the 
race this isn’t the easiest place to get to, and you'll need to book ahead. 


WHERE TO STAY 


Most of the 235,000 spectators 
choose to camp at the circuit. You'll 
need at least one camping permit per 
vehicle. This will usually entitle you to 
a 7x5m plot for your car and tent. Of 
the many sites, we recommend Tertre 
Rouge and Mulsanne, if you don't mind 
the trip back to the circuit ‘village’. 

There are also many off-site options; 
Travel Destinations uses the grounds 
of the Chateau D’Eporce, with on-site 
catering, large tents and easy transfers 

(www.traveldestinations.co.uk). 

Hotels, gites and B&Bs are at a 
premium during race week, with the 
best ones often booked up a year in 
advance. See www.gitesdefrance.com 
for cottage rentals and 
www.chambresdhotes.org for B&Bs. 


TIMES AND PRICES 


HOW TO GET THERE 


We'd expect that if you're within 
driving distance, you'll be taking your 
classic. Factor in a drive of 4% hours 
from Calais by Autoroute (and €30 in 
tolls). But staying off the three-laners 
adds to the fun, as does travelling in 

convoy with other classics - and 

getting lost in Rouen on the way to 
finding the N138 towards Le Mans. 

For those coming by train, Le Mans 

is well served by the TGV network, 
and is within an hour of Paris, 3/2 
hours from Brussels and 4/2 from 
London. Full timetables and ticketing 
information can be found at 
www.voyages.sncf.com. The nearest 
international airport is Paris Charles 
de Gaulle, and both road and rail links 
to Le Mans from there are good.

SOUTH AMERICA has a long and 
enduring affair with the car, and with 
sporting heroes like Felipe Massa 
following in the footsteps of such 
greats as Ayrton Senna and Emerson 
Fittipaldi, there’s a keen interest in 


racing. The calendar is packed — not 
surprising, since the Brazilian scene 


traces its roots back to the early 1900s. 
The static shows with the 
biggest followings are the popular 
Classic and Special Car Show 
(www.oldcarscampolargo.com.br) which 
takes place in Campo Largo (Parana), 
and combines a packed city centre 
full of cars with music and dancing. 
April's Classic Car Meet

The 
2012 Classic Car Meet, which runs 
over the long weekend of 22-24 June 
in Florianopolis, Santa Catarina 
(www.veterancarfloripa.com.br), 
and the Classic Car International 
Salon (22-25 November, 
www.salaodeantigos.com.br), held in 
Sao Paolo’s Anhembi Event Center, are 
both snapping at its heels to become 
the country’s favourite classic event.

DON’T OFTEN get to chat cars on The Tonight 

Show. But a while back | had a grandmother, in fact 

a great-grandmother, who has clocked up 576,000 

miles in her 1964 Mercury Comet. She has had it 

from new and always run it as her daily driver. It's 

had half-a-dozen sets of shock absorbers and even 
more exhaust mufflers. She has really looked after it. 

Sadly she cannot drive anymore as her eyesight is too bad. 
She is 93. She got the car half a lifetime ago. But all she has done 
to keep it running well is look after it. 

| worked at a Ford dealership when | was growing up and 
rust was an issue with most cars of the period. My boss would 
sell customers rust protection for $119 and then ask us to spray 
what they said was under-body rust protection. In fact it was 
just black paint. It’s amazing so 
many have survived. 

Most people think 576,000 
miles is pretty amazing. Of course 
it is, but really anyone can get a car 
to last a long time with some care. 
There's a sense with many people 
today that a car is worn out at 
60,000 or 70,000 miles. That’s 
crazy. A car is just bedding in at 
that mileage. A friend of mine 
bought a BMW 7-series with 
45,000 miles on the clock for next 
to nothing. It was like it had been 
thrown away. Discarded. 

| have a 6.3-litre Mercedes with 324,000 miles on the clock. 
What's that, 12 times round the world? | bought it with 308,000 
miles and it cost me $5000. There are refrigerators that cost 
more than that. 

| remember a NY Checker cab. The ones in the TV show Taxi 
with the Chevy V8. One cab driver had run up 508,000 miles or 
thereabouts. All he did was change its oil once a week. But, hey, 
it was his bread and butter. He looked after it. But maybe once 
a week was a bit overkill. 

America is covered with pit-stop lube places. Normally near 
shopping malls, and you can get your oil changed as fast as you 
can get a drive-through burger. They run hilarious ads saying 
you must change your oil every 3000 miles and show the 
odometer reaching 2999 and as it turns 3000 the crankshaft 
breaks. What rubbish. 

Of course it’s good to change your oil regularly but | have 
friends who lease, not buy, their cars and don’t even open the 
hood for the three years they have the car. That's not smart

either but modern cars and oils have much much longer change 
periods than they used to. 

My McLaren MP4-12C has 10,000-mile service intervals and it 
is a 200mph supercar. It has a sealed gearbox too, which shows 
the way cars are going in terms of maintenance. Or not. Will we 
ever have a car that needs no oil change from the first day off the 
forecourt to the day it ends up on the scrapheap? Maybe. 

Supercars often end up being underused. Owners get paranoid 
putting miles on a car and reducing its value, so the cars sit for 
months without moving. | try to drive my cars as much as possible 
but even a few weeks without exercise and the fuel can start 
going bad and hoses start cracking. Tyres flat-spot too. 

There is a court case here where a guy took his Ferrari Enzo in 
for a service. It had reportedly done about 900 miles. As part of 
the service the car was taken for a 
50-mile road test. A proper test, 
not a joyride. So the car now has 
a thousand-and-something miles 
on the clock according to the 
owner — who is now suing because 
he claims the car has been 
devalued by having more than 
1000 miles on the clock. It’s 
actually going to court. 

Cars are made to be driven. 
Here in California there are lots of 
old cars in use on the road every 
day. | see a’65 Buick every day | go 
to work. We are lucky because of the weather but it’s not only 
great to keep the cars going, it’s green too. Using the same car for 
so long cuts down on the pollution from building new cars. 

It's not the old lady from Florida in her Mercury who holds the 
record for miles on a car. Nowhere near. Not even with enough 
miles to have taken her to the moon. And back. 

A Volvo driver holds the record. Has done since 1998, with one 
of those great P1800s. A 1966 apparently. | heard he had two 
million miles on the clock but | read now that he might be on his 
way to three million. Where do you drive to clock up three million 
miles? That's coast-to-coast across the States a thousand times. 
And at five days a time, that’s almost 14 years of driving. Fourteen 
years in a car 45 years old. Maybe it’s not so hard.

NZO FERRARI REMAINS an indelible figure 

in motor sport history and, as such, it was a 

huge honour to drive for him. That said, racing 

the red cars didn't necessarily equate to a 

smooth ride. As you will read elsewhere in this 

issue, the 250LM famously claimed Ferrari's 
final win at Le Mans in 1965. Of course, when | made my debut in 
the 24 Hours back in 1970, the works team was still very much in 
the hunt, although | must admit that by then | had mixed feelings 
about driving for the Scuderia. 

Much of this centred on how we had parted company the 
previous year but it was also because my hand was forced when 
it came to making a one-off return with the 512M. | originally 
joined the Scuderia in mid-1968, having gone quite well in 
Formula 2 with my own Brabham 
during the first half of the season. 
| finished third at the Nirburgring 
behind Chris Irwin and Kurt Ahrens 
and, soon after, | received a call 
from Shell’s representative Keith 
Ballisat, saying that a test for the 
Scuderia was in the offing. Ferrari 
was running an F2 programme 
with the Dino 166 and the idea was 
that | would test the car brought 
over to the UK for Jacky Ickx to 
drive at the Whit Monday meeting 
at Crystal Palace. Unfortunately, 
Jacky crashed it, so | would test the car at Monza instead. 

When | got to the circuit, there were perhaps a dozen drivers on 
hand waiting to have a go. | was quicker than all of them and a day 
later | was shown around the factory in Maranello — it was like the 
Marie Celeste. | was informed by one of Enzo’s secretaries - a 
man, as Ferrari didn’t like having women in the race shop — that 
this was because it was one of Italy's national holidays. It later 
transpired that the workers were on strike. 

During my second ‘lap’ of the factory, this elegant, silver- 
haired man walked towards us through a row of cars. | will never 
forget it. He wore dark glasses in a way that only Italians can, and 
had a white raincoat draped over his shoulders. Walking alongside 
him was a guy who couldn’t have been more than five feet tall, the 
secretary pointing out that // Commendatore was the one on the 
left, as if | hadn't figured that out for myself. We then had lunch at 
the Cavallino restaurant, just over the road from the factory 
gates. Here | was, barely four years into my career, breaking 
bread with Enzo Ferrari! As was his way, much of the conversation 
was about other drivers, Jochen Rindt in particular.

| must have made some sort of impression as | was invited 
back for another test with a view to driving in the Monza Lottery 
at the end of June. | got the drive and started the race from pole, 
but the car swapped ends exiting the Parabolica which triggered 
an almighty shunt, the net result being three bent Dinos. | had 
been offered a contract before the race but had decided to wait 
until I'd had time to think things through. Now | was kicking 
myself. However, a few days later | received a telegram inviting 
me to return to Maranello to sign to race in F2. What's more, there 
would be a $1000 bonus as Mr Ferrari had been impressed with 
my efforts at securing the pole spot at Monza! 

As it turned out, my time with Ferrari wasn't as successful as | 
had hoped. The Dino wasn’t a winning proposition. | also did the 
Tasman series and had the briefest of spells with the Grand Prix 
team, but Ferrari was in disarray 
and in September '69 | was 
released from my contract. | must 
admit that | had little prior interest 
in the Le Mans 24 Hours until | 
raced there in '70. | was due to 
drive Jacques Swaters’ 512M in 
which | had finished fourth in the 
Spa 1000km earlier in the season. 
Then Jacques phoned to say that 
Ferrari wanted me in a works car 
for the 24 Hours. My response 
went along the lines of ‘stuff that’, 
as | had been turfed out rather 
abruptly the previous year. However, Jacques was being leaned 
on; obtaining spares might become an issue should | not drive for 
the Scuderia, so | did as | was told. Fellow Le Mans virgin Ronnie 
Peterson and | were left to our own devices, with no briefing to 
speak of. Not that it mattered, as a piston blew in the third hour. 

It would be my final outing for Ferrari. | met up with the team’s 
legendary engineer Mauro Forghieri at Amelia Island recently and 
he said that it had been my bad luck to join at the wrong time. Had 
| been there a year or two later it could have been very different. 
At the very least | can say that | broke my duck in Formula 1 and 
at Le Mans with the most famous team in motor sport, which 
puts me in elite company. The wins may have proved elusive but 
the memories are priceless.

One, that the 
enjoyment to be had from any car’s performance has nothing to 
do with speed, the calculus of acceleration or the generation of 
eye-popping centrifugal force, but has everything to do with the 
relationship between input and response. Aesthetes, you see, are 
sensitive to balance and proportion (as well as colour). 

The little Fiat is remarkably slow and the brakes feel unwilling 
to meet even the lowest expectations of retardation. But the 
steering is direct and true, weight 
distribution interesting, while the 
limited power means you can drive 
near the car's limits (perhaps 
beyond your own) continuously. 
Technically speaking, you cannot 
wipe the smile off your face. 

Two, that certain cars and 
places have an almost mystical 
bond. In his wonderfully sardonic 
novel Up in the Air (made into a 
wonderfully sardonic movie by 
George Clooney), Walter Kirn says 
there is ‘no pleasure more reliable 
than consuming a great American brand against the backdrop 
featured in the advertising’. And as proof he cites a Ford F-150 on 
a dirt road, or a Coke on the beach in Malibu. 

It is the same with the Cinquecento in Sicily. This car would be 
preposterous on Park Avenue and scary on the M25, but on the 
1380ft descent from Forza d'Agro (Coppola's Godfather village) to 
the sea, you feel connected: all the muddle and confusion and 
conflict of the world disappears and everything appears correct 
and aligned. Forget about the tentative orange plastic netting 
replacing barriers lost to landslides at the blindest of corners; 
‘You're in the right place, you're running with the right forces, and 
if the wind should howl tomorrow, let it’, as Kirn puts it. 

This got me started on other cars and their special relationship 
to places. On Park Avenue you would only want to be in the back 
seat of a Ford Crown Victoria or a Chevrolet Caprice yellow cab - 
but you would not want to be in one anywhere else. Still, 
Manhattan itself will be diminished with their passing: if there are 
gods in New York, they caused the Crown Vic and the Chevy to 
exist. These gods will not be pleased by the Nissan replacement.

On the Upper Corniche, high above the Cote d’Azur, | only ever 
think of a 1953 metallic blue Sunbeam (Talbot) Alpine MkI, with 
cream upholstery. This was the car in which the tempestuous 
Grace Kelly scared the urbane Cary Grant in Hitchcock's To Catch 
a Thief. There is meaning here: Grace Kelly was the beautiful 
daughter of an Irish family whose genes were remodelled by 
Philadelphia money. And the Alpine went through a similar 
transformation: a dull Sunbeam 90 saloon turned into a dashing 
roadster by Hartwell's of Bournemouth with assistance from that 
master of schlock in a cloud of eau-de-cologne, Raymond Loewy. 
Kelly and the car were each highly contrived American designs. 

The Beach Boys’ 1955 Thunderbird? Venice Beach, CA 90291. 
A’63 Mini-Cooper? King’s Road, obviously. A '64 Mustang? This 
car belongs only in Le Touquet, where it starred in Claude 
Lelouch’s maudlin but beautiful A 
Man and a Woman. The dirty V8 
and Detroit kitsch become fetching 
and wistful in the elegant northern 
French campagne. 

But consider Hollywood's most 
haunting use of a car as symbol of 
yearning: Dustin Hoffman in the 
bright red 1966 Alfa Romeo 
Duetto, rushing to disturb the ill- 
starred wedding that is the climax 
of The Graduate, crossing the Bay 
Bridge. This is the triple distillation 
of the automobile as a romantic 
accessory, and a journey | long to replicate. The Duetto never was 
a very good car and | have no interest in driving one anywhere at 
any other time, but in San Francisco crossing that bridge with the 
roof down it would be near enough a religious experience. 

There is a sombre and incongruous side to this ineffable car- 
and-place relationship. The magnificent Facel Vega HK500 will 
not be remembered on the Champs-Elysées, but by the tree near 
the bleak village of Villeblevin, south of Paris, which Pierre 
Gallimard’s example hit in 1960, killing his famous passenger, 
Albert Camus. Twenty-seven years after the Alpine, Grace Kelly 
died on the same Corniche when her Rover Pé left the road. 

There really is no doubt that cars have added meaning to 
romance... and to tragedy.

THE RACER 


T'S GREAT: that brilliant invention, YouTube, appears 

to be boosting the sale of books on motor racing. The 

traditional book trade is undoubtedly facing tough times 

with the electronic revolution but there are unexpected 

benefits. At the click of a mouse, tantalising glimpses of 

old cine film are now bringing every era of motor racing 
to life. Try showing ‘Targa Florio 1972 Vic Elford in Free Practice’ 
to any young enthusiast and I'll bet it will fire then up. The same 
goes for the fuzzy old black-and-white highlights of Fangio's 
victory in the 1957 German Grand Prix, and much more. 

The choice, impossible before YouTube, is almost infinite now. 
The unexpected consequence of this amazing change is that once 
people have seen these things they want to know more. Many go 
onto Amazon and order a book about it. 

It's easy to get a bit carried away 
in the excitement. Last month a 
friend of mine sent me a link to a 
terrific film of the 1937 Grand Prix 
season. He encouraged me to 
watch it by adding this email note: 
‘Watch this - seven and a bit 
minutes of sheer heaven, when 
men were real men, not just divas, 
and the cars were giants, literally, 
faster than today's F1 cars, on 
skinny tyres and NO downforce 
(or seatbelts)!’ 

Ican see wise old heads nodding 
in agreement but think about it - much of that is just plain wrong. 
For a start, what the hell was von Brauchitsch, | asked my friend, 
if not a dodgy, snobbish, utter pain-in-the-neck of a diva? 

And then there was Luigi Fagioli... the biggest picture on my 
office wall is a framed black-and-white photograph | was given, 
showing a group of drivers on the grid before the start of the 1935 
Monaco Grand Prix. It’s a wonderfully sharp image of Caracciola 
chatting to Nuvolari, surrounded by all the rest. Centre stage, 
ignoring everybody else and looking incredibly like Mussolini with 
legs apart and knuckles arrogantly on hips, is the winner of that 
GP for Mercedes-Benz, the inimitable Luigi Fagioli. 

On reflection, ‘inimitable’ is probably the wrong word. Fagioli 
just had to be the model for one of Peter Ustinov’s characters in 
his hilarious 1950s production The Grand Prix of Gibraltar. 
Fagioli was such a prima donna that he abandoned his perfectly 
sound car out on the circuit during the 1934 Eifel GP at the 
Nurburgring and stomped away in disgust. He was outraged by 
team orders from the Mercedes-Benz racing manager, Neubauer, 
to finish second behind von Brauchitsch.

The 1930s Silver Arrows era of Grand Prix racing was indeed a 
golden age. We all form our own ideas on the greatest days in 
motor racing and it’s largely a matter of when we were born. For 
what it’s worth, | have a tremendous nostalgia for the Grand Prix 
scene in the mid-1960s, when the cars were mid-engined but 
aerofoils had yet to arrive. | saw Jim Clark taking pole for the 
1967 German Grand Prix by the massive margin of 9.4 seconds 
and, believe me, his progress through Hatzenbach on that lap 
was an inspiring sight to a young 20-year-old. 

Many born before my time reckon that things were never the 
same after all the front-engined GP cars were relegated to 
history. Those much younger hark back to their own early days, 
when they followed the fortunes of Prost, Senna, Mansell... 

There is nobody alive today who can remember the first 
glorious decade of motor racing 
but we should heed the unintended 
warning from one of the drivers, 
Charles Jarrott. Writing in 1906, he 
stated with regret that it was all 
over because city-to-city racing on 
open roads had come to an end. In 
his opinion, the sport had been 
ruined by the arrival of professional 
drivers and the use of circuits, 
some of which were only 45 miles 
long and could be learnt. What 
had the world come to, for 
heaven's sake? 

That shows what nonsense all such debates really boil down 
to. Right now we are living in a golden age of endurance racing, 
especially at Le Mans, and it’s also a golden age of Fl Grand Prix 
racing — anyone who can't see that is missing all the fun. As for 
‘divas’ in the sport today, | don’t see them but, in my little 
moments of wicked fantasy, | sometimes wonder how Luigi 
Fagioli would get on with the management were he racing 
in F1 for Mercedes-Benz today. 

This is my plan: show a 20-year-old fan that YouTube clip of 
Vic Elford at the 1972 Targa Florio. Second, | shall order another 
copy of the Grand Prix of Gibraltar audio CD and let them play 
it through their headphones. Who knows? Maybe they'll end 
up buying real books.

THE DRIVER 


NOTHER ANNUAL SOJOURN to Cape 
Town, which is a lovely, mellow place with 
great restaurants, vineyards, chilled people 
and breathtaking scenery. Importantly for 
people like us, it has an unspoilt racing circuit 
just beyond the city limits. 

Less famous than the ex-F1 circuit of Kyalami up on the 
Highveld, north of Johannesburg - with its notorious Kyalami 
Ranch hotel, where the F1 drivers of the past used to enjoy the 
delights of the beautiful local girls in their skimpy bikinis around 
the pool while feasting on rare venison prepared on the braai 
(barbeque) - the sleepy Cape Town circuit remains a proper 
1960s track that has not been messed up with sharp corners to 
suit modern racing. 

For years David Piper - who 
won the 9 Hours in South Africa in 
'62, '63 and '64, as well as the 
Springbok Series driving with 
Richard Attwood in ’65, ’66 and’69 
— has been enjoying historic motor 
racing at Killarney, which really 
suits classic racing cars. Racers 
such as Graham Bryant, Nigel 
Hulme and Bill Wykeham relish 
punting their Cobras and Lola T70s 
down the long Malmesbury 
Straight at 170mph as much as 
they enjoy eating fresh oysters on 
the seafront afterwards. 

As I’m the international editor of Octane, these African 
expeditions cannot be conducted without me bagging something 
wild and dangerous to bring back to HQ. No time to just go down 
south and lie on the beach, you understand. So | returned with a 
couple of examples of a rare and voracious African animal for the 
pot: the Capri Perana V8. 

Undoubtedly one of the most successful racing cars to come 
out of Africa, the Perana is part of South African racing folklore. 
Speaking to Basil Green, who created, engineered and developed 
the Perana, is fascinating. Basil is a quiet and understated 
engineer who turned the unsophisticated Ford Capri into an all- 
conquering, championship-winning thoroughbred, as you will 
read, starting on page 104. 

We got to test the two Capri Peranas on Killarney circuit at 
dusk. The owners are both members of the Western Province 
Motor Club, which owns Killarney Race Track, but the ease of 
access and total lack of hassle by jobsworths wearing day-glo 
jackets was mightily refreshing. Treated like grown-ups, we

notified someone we would be on the circuit. The cars were 
trailered in, the track gates were closed and we did what we had 
to do. At high speed. To my knowledge, this does not happen 
anywhere in the Northern Hemisphere anymore. 

Having enjoyed the 300bhp V8 engines at Killarney, | then 
drove the 1937 Derby Bentley and 1982 Porsche 911SC that 
reside in the Coucher garage in the vineyards of Constantia. My 
father has owned the Bentley for almost as long as | have existed 
(see Octane Cars, page 163). He has rebuilt it twice and we have 
done numerous rallies in the old thing over the decades. | have 
always teased him about the rather bright paintwork, referring to 
the Derby as the ‘Bollywood Bentley’. But the paintwork has 
mellowed and it now looks totally at home below the big blue 
African sky and between the Indian and Atlantic oceans that 
smash up against each other 
around the Cape of Good Hope. 

No doubt you have read about 
the 911, the very original SC that 
father has owned for decades. The 
last of the purely mechanical 911s, 
it has a brake servo and fuel- 
injection but is otherwise a non- 
electronic classic car whose time 
has come. Beautifully but simply 
engineered and very analogue to 
drive, these are the last true 
classic cars and can be found for 
relatively little money. 

But what | have always overlooked is the classic-car ‘sleeper’ 
in the Coucher garage. For years my mother, now a lady of a 
certain age, has enjoyed blatting around the village in her VW 
Golf. My father bought it from a nun who resided in the monastery 
in High Constantia. The car is a Citigolf, a derivative of the original 
light and simple Golf Mk1 that ran from 1974-83 in Germany but 
continued in production in South Africa all the way until 2009. 

Mother's is a bit different and she will not countenance 
replacing it with something new and automatic. It rides on GTI 
alloys, has black-and-white houndstooth check bucket seats, 
and sports the 112bhp, 1781cc GTI engine. Weighing just 830kg 
with a tightly stacked five-speed gearbox, it’s a hooligan’s motor 
and mother continues to drive it like she stole it!

BACK IN 
FASHION 


Suddenly, it seems the world has remembered just how 
desirable the Big Healey is as a classic buy. 
Here’s why everybody wants one

OME CARS JUST make you 

feel more alive. Big Healeys are 

definitely in that category: you 
have to engage with them in a physical way that’s quite 
alien to the owners of today’s sports cars, but they 
reward with a visceral thrill that’s the very essence of 
driving. Less ‘obvious’ than an MG, more glamorous 
than a Triumph, the Healey is the epitome of British ‘50s 
and ’60s style. It doesn’t hurt, either, that the fairer sex 
loves them — if ever there was a car to make a girl look 
good in a head scarf, it’s a Big Healey. 

No surprise, then, that the world and his dog are 
after Big Healeys at the moment and prices have 
strengthened, in line with the general market. But the 
supply is still good and there are always cars available 
for sale. Surprisingly, the Healey was still selling well 
right towards the end of production; in 1966, its 
penultimate year, as many Big Healeys left the 
showrooms as during any previous year. 

All Big Healeys are quick, but some are quicker than 
others, notably the four-cylinder 100s and the late six- 
cylinder 3000s. The character of the car changed 
significantly over the years as it was made increasingly 
more luxurious and the looks changed too; whether you 
prefer the lozenge-shaped grille of the ‘fours’ or the oval 
of the ‘sixes’ is a matter of personal taste, and most 
enthusiasts will veer strongly towards one or the other. If 
you dislike the shape of the earlier grille, then you're not 
alone — Donald Healey had serious doubts about it when 
the prototype was finished! 

What remained consistent was the Healey’s gorgeous 
profile, and it’s not too fanciful to see in this car, 
conceived just a few years after the end of World War 
Two, echoes of some of the RAF’s most beautiful fighter 
planes, such as the Spitfire and Mosquito. It has a shape 
that will never date. 

The Big Healey went through several evolutions 
during its 15-year production cycle — turn to page 76 to 
see all of them — but all you really need to remember is 
that the sequence goes 100 (2.6-litre four-cylinder), 100- 
Six (2.6-litre six-cylinder), and then 3000 (2.9-litre six- 
cylinder, MksI-III). We gathered together and drove 
three key models: a 100 from 1955, Pat Moss’s 1960 
Liége-Rome-Liége Rally-winning 3000 MkI ‘works’ car, 
and a last-of-line 3000 MkIII. They are more different 
than you might suppose. 
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BIG HEALEYS 


1955 AUSTIN-HEALEY 100M 


THE B4100 between Warwick - the spiritual home of 
Healey and now of specialist JME Healeys, which has 
sourced our feature cars — and Banbury is prime Big Healey 
territory. Running parallel with the M40 motorway, it’s 
lightly trafficked and a pleasing mixture of long straights 
and fast, sweeping corners. It won’t have changed much 
since this metallic green Austin-Healey 100M was built in 
1955, and the freshly restored car is revelling in it. 

A dawdling delivery truck hoves into view. He’s seen 
you in the mirror and pulls tight to the left. Check your 
sightline and flick out the overdrive (standard fitting on all 
100s). The needle on the silver-gold rev counter jumps 
slightly, the blare of the 2.6-litre engine increases and you 
spear past the truck, raising your hand in salute to the 
driver for his thoughtfulness. Make no mistake: the 100 is 
still a quick car, especially in this ‘M’ spec, a kind of halfway 
house between the standard 100 and the ultra-rare 1008S. 

That was the great appeal of the original Big Healey, 
launched at the same 1952 London Motor Show as its soon- 
to-be competitor, the Triumph TR2 (née 20TS). At £750 
plus tax when it hit the showrooms, the Healey was more 
expensive than the Triumph — £555 — but a lot cheaper than 
a Jaguar XK120 (£1130). And its performance wasn’t that 
much inferior to the Jag’s, taking one second longer to 


cover the 0-60mph dash and topping out at 107mph. 

It was also a beautiful car, particularly by the standards 
of the time. Donald Healey may have been worried about 
the distinctive shape of the grille — such that he had the 
1952 show car positioned nose-up to a pillar to obscure 
views of it - but the Gerry Coker-penned shape was 
timeless. The prototype arrived at the motor show badged 
as a Healey but, while the show was running, a deal was 
struck with Austin to produce the car, and Coker hastily 
drew up and had made a new badge reading ‘Austin- 
Healey’. It was on the prototype by the end of the show. 

Beyond prototypes, experimental and some competition 
cars, Healey didn’t build the 100 itself. Austin put the cars 
together, using its own A90-spec twin-carb engines and 
running gear, and body panels that were produced by its 
sub-contractor Jensen, just up the road in West Bromwich. 
One peculiarity was that the A90 four-speed gearbox had 
ratios that were rather on the low side for a fast sports car, 
so first gear was blanked off in the 100, turning it into a 
three-speed. In compensation, a Laycock overdrive was 
fitted as standard that operated on second and top gears, so 
in effect the 100 had a five-speed gearbox. 

The new car was a hit right from the start, especially in 
the vital target market of America, where most of them

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would be sold. It’s estimated that 90% of all "Healey 100s 
were exported, and that maybe only 1000 examples were 
actually sold new in the UK. The situation has changed 
considerably since then, as Chris Everard — who now runs 
his late father Jon’s company JME Healeys - explains: 
‘The UK is without doubt now the biggest market for 
Big Healeys, followed by mainland Europe, he says. 
‘They're not as sought-after in the States and a steady 
stream of them is still returning to the UK, where demand 
has really taken off. There’s also a good supply of parts 
available from the USA. The very few exceptions include 
window winder mechanisms and door locks — you can pay 
up to £200 a side for the latter. But you can still find them.’ 
The car in our pictures is a 1955 BN2, the second- 
generation version of the original 100, whose main 
difference was a new and stronger four-speed gearbox, still 
with overdrive. This BN2 has been converted to ‘M’ spec 
during its restoration, an option that was available from 
1954 in tribute to the Le Mans cars that ran in 1953. At first 
available as a dealer-fit kit, the full ‘M’ package included 
tuning parts for the engine — high-lift cam, high-comp 
pistons, bigger SU carbs on special inlet manifolds — and 
suspension upgrades, plus the all-important louvred 
bonnet and leather strap. It’s rumoured that some owners 
specified nothing more than these last two items... From 
1955 the 100M was offered as a production model and it’s 
now one of the most desirable ‘Healeys, our feature car 
being valued for insurance purposes at about £65,000. 
This just-restored car looks absolutely stunning — the 
metallic green shade and lack of bumpers may not be 
period-correct, but they suit the car —- and you have to 


wonder whether ’Healeys were ever this good when they 
came out of Longbridge. The answer is, no, they weren't... 

‘We've seen cars that have remained untouched since 
new and the panel fit is laughable, says Chris Everard. ‘My 
granddad was shop foreman at Healey and told stories of 
panels being stamped out three at a time in the press, 
which meant the top one was a different shape to the one at 
the bottom, and it takes a lot of time to adjust front and rear 
wings so that the gaps are even at either end of the doors. 
The workers at Longbridge just didn’t have that luxury.’ 

Leaving aside potentially iffy build quality, there wasn’t 
much to complain about with the showroom-stock 100. 
Overdrive, a tonneau cover, wire wheels and even a heater 
unit came as standard, which was quite unusual for a 
mass-market British sports car in the early ‘50s. OK, so the 
weather equipment was the usual pre-war formula of 
sidescreens and a separate tent-like arrangement involving 
fiddly hood sticks, but we were a hardy lot in the 1950s 
and no-one would have looked askance at that. 

Not once they were on the open road on a fine spring 
day, anyhow. The 100 accelerates crisply with characteristic 
gear whine, the gearlever — positioned way over on the left 
of the transmission tunnel - moving from slot to slot 
precisely if not slickly; and the steering, which is heavy at 
low speed, feels beautifully delicate and accurate when 
you're barrelling along. Only the stiffness of the rear 
suspension — which is likely to be due to the vagaries of 
modern leaf spring manufacture; it seems to be a dying art 
— detracts from the experience. 

But brimming the tank will help tie the back end down, 


and what better excuse do you need to go for along drive? >

DON'T BE AFRAID. That’s the best approach to take when 
getting behind the wheel of a full-house, balls-out 3000 
works rally car. Even one that’s valued at the thick end of 
half-a-million quid. 

The reason this car is so special is that it was driven by Pat 
Moss to first overall on the 1960 Liége-Rome-Liége rally, 
navigated by Ann Wisdom. That involved 96 hours of near- 
continuous driving over the worst roads in Europe, in some 
of the most taxing weather conditions, much of it with a 
slipping clutch that there was no time to stop and repair. It’s 
still regarded as the greatest drive by an all-female crew in 
the history of rallying. 

Now restored to period-perfect 1960 condition, URX 727 
provides one of the most evocative experiences it’s possible 
to have in a classic car. You sit low, peering out through that 
wraparound screen across a bonnet that’s punctuated by a 
priapic air scoop. The dashboard is much like a standard 
3000's but across to your left is a pair of Heuer stopwatches; 
not just any old stopwatches, but Pat Moss’s very own pair. 

Press the starter button and the response is instant, a sexy 
straight-six rasp. Straightaway you notice that the pedals are 
set just right for heel-and-toeing, unlike the 100M’s, although 
the gearchange is no slicker and moving into first or third 
brings your knuckles perilously close to the bottom of the 
dashboard. But such niggles are soon forgotten when you let 
up the clutch and forge off down the road; instantly, you are 
Don Morley or Rauno Aaltonen or Timo Makinen on a 1960s 
international rally, and the Oxfordshire countryside has 

mysteriously turned into a Yugoslavian valley or Alpine 
——_ eee pass. A works ‘Healey is the ultimate fantasy fulfiller. 
WAR What's really surprising is how well balanced the 3000 
a feels in the twisty bits; you'd expect it to be a heavy old 
understeering thing, but it turns in a lot more willingly than 
you'd have believed. It’s noisy and claustrophobic under 
that close-fitting hardtop, however, and after just a few 
minutes on a mild spring day the heat from the engine and 
drivetrain is starting to permeate the cabin. ‘Relaxing’ is not 
a word you'd use to describe a drive in a works ‘Healey. 
Healeys had been successful competition cars long before 
the advent of the first 3000 model but they only started to 
make their mark in rallying once BMC’s competition 
department at Abingdon took over prepping of the cars 
from 1958. By then, assembly of all Big Healeys had been 
transferred from Austin’s Longbridge work to Abingdon, so 
it made sense to build the rally cars here, too. The Healey 
works in Warwick, meanwhile, concentrated on cars 
intended for endurance racing and record-breaking. 
It was on the race circuits rather than the rally stages that 
Healeys won their competition spurs. In 1953, two 
lightly modified 100s finished 12th and 14th overall in the Le 
Mans 24 Hours, and in 1954 a special disc-brake-converted 
100 came third in the Sebring 12 Hours. This car, driven by 
Lance Macklin and George Huntoon, would inspire the low- 
production 1005, the most valuable of all factory 100s; only 
50 were built and they could do nearly 125mph. On the 
record-breaking front, a prototype 100S set averages of 
132mph over six and 12 hours respectively at Bonneville, 
while Donald Healey himself took a special supercharged 
and streamlined version to 192mph... 
But in rallying, it wasn’t until the disc-braked 3000 
Left appeared in 1959 that the Big Healeys started to have a real

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A works 3000 in bright red warpaint, with white 
hardtop, is without doubt the defining image of a Big 
Healey and it’s one of the most popular ‘looks’ with 
would-be rallyists today. The sky’s the limit when it 
comes to developing a 3000 for competition; power 
outputs of the works rally cars ranged from 160bhp at the 
beginning to 210bhp by the time new regulations ended 
their careers from 1965, but the late Jon Everard’s historic 
rally 3000 was probably developing nearly 300bhp, thinks 
his son Chris. 

‘A full-house engine - steel crank and rods, aluminium 
big-valve head, hotter cam, high-lift rockers, competition 
manifolds, triple Webers — won’t leave you much change 
out of £20,000,’ he says. ‘But the car wouldn’t then be 
something you could go down to the pub in. For road use, 
triple SUs are much better, They are more progressive in 
action and drink a lot less fuel!’ 

Paying attention to the front suspension and steering 
will pay dividends whether you use a ‘Healey on road or 
track. Polyurethane suspension bushes, available in 
various stiffnesses, will sharpen the steering noticeably, 
as will a higher-ratio steering box that reduces the 
number of turns lock-to-lock from three-and-a-quarter 
to two-and-a-half. Disc brake conversions are an 
excellent idea for the 100 BN2, using remanufactured 
100S brakes; the earlier BN1 has a different hub design 


and the most cost-effective option here would be to fit a 
complete set of suspension uprights from a later car. 

As with the six-cylinder cars, you can upgrade a four- 
cylinder Healey engine with steel crankshaft and rods, 
and fit an aluminium cylinder head, in addition to the 
Le Mans-spec mods (carbs, cam etc) that Healey itself 
offered in the 1950s. Cooling can also be improved 
significantly by adding a plastic fan and better shrouding. 

Owners who are not too worried about originality — 
which will obviously be a consideration when taking part 
in historic racing or rallying - can now buy five-speed 
gearbox conversions for Healeys (see Gear, page 156). 
The advantages are an improved shift quality and the 
total elimination of any potential overdrive maladies; the 
drawback is the aforementioned loss of originality — 
which to some buyers will be important. 

While on the subject of buying cars, now is a good time 
to mention that Big Healeys do rust — badly. The front 
and rear shrouds — the horizontal panels inboard of the 
wings — are aluminium, but everything else (except on 
the 100S and late rally cars) is steel. ‘Chassis tend to rust 
from the inside out,’ says Chris, ‘and the outriggers and 
sills always corrode; we replace the latter as a matter of 
course. Watch out for rust in the front and rear 
crossmembers, too — and for damage caused by careless 
jacking, or accidental knocks.’

THE WORKS DRIVER 


Paddy Hopkirk 


...on rallying Big Healeys for BMC 
in the 1960s 


IRISH RALLY legend Paddy Hopkirk — 
pictured, below, about to jump into a 3000 for 
the 1963 Sebring 12 Hours — is happy to admit 
that he came to the BMC team to get his hands 
on the proven winner: ‘I’d been driving for 
Rootes and all their cars blew up on the 
Acropolis Rally and Pat Moss said I should try 
her ‘Healey. I only drove it around the block 
but I couldn’t believe the power. 

‘People were a bit frightened of them — 
I was! Especially downhill on the loose, they 
were scary, and could get away from you. 
Downhill they’d understeer, as there was a lot 
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of weight in the nose. The Scandinavian boys 
could cope with it better with left-foot braking 
and stop them going off. I could do it, to 
demonstrate, but it didn’t come naturally to 
me, and it was hard on the cars. But uphill, you 
could hang the tail out on the power if you 
were a sideways man. When we got the three 
triple Webers that was a big jump forward. 

I don’t know how much power we had... 
maybe 180bhp, when the Minis had 90. 

‘Apart from the power, they were very 
strong and reliable — solid, a bit of a tractor, and 
quite light, especially with all the aluminium 
panels. The steering wasn’t heavy, and the 
brakes were good. They did get hot inside and 
I remember on one of the Liége rallies, in 
Yugoslavia, on terribly rough roads, when the 
rear spring mounting came up through my seat 
and the mechanics said they couldn’ t fix it, 

I was quite relieved. We looked like lime 
delivery men, there was so much dust about. 

‘I think the best moment with a ‘Healey was 
winning the Austrian Alpine rally, the 
Alpenfahrt, with one; then I went back the 
following year in a Mini and won it again. 

‘The worst? Setting FTD on the first hillclimb 
on the Coupe des Alpes, and then going off 
going down the other side. I didn’t need to be 
going quickly as the section had finished, but 
hit some gravel and went over the edge. 

‘But up a steep hill there was nothing to 
touch them...’ 


THE ‘COMPS’ MANAGER 


Stuart Turner 


...on running Big Healeys for the 
Abingdon Competitions Department 


STUART TURNER arrived at the legendary 
Abingdon Competitions Department as 
manager in October 1961 — a daunting task 
for the 27-year-old former sports editor of 
Motoring News, though he was already an 
accomplished navigator who knew the rally 
ropes. It was prime time for the 3000, as the 
Mini had only been launched a month before 
and had yet to become a serious rally weapon. 

‘Tarrived with a soft spot for the 3000 
because I’d done one or two rallies in one. My 
most lasting memory was of being one of a 
convoy of three 3000s hurtling back from an 
Alpine. We were stopped by a motorcycle cop 
in full drag — leather gear and angry 
sunglasses. Luckily John Gott was leading our 
trio and must have had something in his 
passport identifying him as a Chief Constable 
because the cop took one look and said: 
“200kph? That is not for cars, that is for 
aeroplanes. Allez!” So we did. 

‘The 3000 was very much a mainstay for the 
BMC team, even though it was regarded by 
some drivers with slightly fearful respect. 
Donald Healey almost always attended our 
annual Competitions Committee meeting at 
Longbridge to ensure he had a budget for 
North American activities such as Sebring as 
well as European events like the Targa. 

‘Of the marque’s many successes, two stand 
out for me. First, Timo Makinen’s drive to a 
class win in a 3000 on the ’63 Monte Carlo 
Rally. There could hardly have been a more 
unsuitable car for the conditions, and 
Christabel Carlisle, who sat alongside him 
telling him to go faster...downhill, on snow 
and ice, at night, with sheer drops... really 
should have had some award for bravery. 
Timo’s electrifying performance in the 3000 
in the mud of the Autobog at Brands that 
Raymond Baxter thought up when an RAC 
Rally had to be cancelled was undoubtedly a 
kick-starter for what became rallycross. 

‘The 3000 win, of course, has to be that of Pat 
Moss and Ann Wisdom on the Liége. Ninety- 
six hours — four days and nights — with just one 
hour’s official break during the whole event, 
mostly on rough, dusty roads. Think about that 
and I’m sure you'll agree that that drive was as 
iconic in motor sport terms as Pat’s brother 
Stirling’s win on the Mille Miglia.’ 


THE FACTORY EMPLOYEE 


Paul Hunt 


...on being an apprentice at 
Healey’s Warwick works 


PAUL HUNT has spent a lifetime in the 
Midlands motor industry, and in the 1960s he 
was an apprentice at the Healey works. 

‘There was a real family atmosphere,’ he 
recalls. ‘The Healeys themselves were always 
around — Brian was involved with sales, and 
while Donald mostly lived in Cornwall he 
would appear from time to time - and they 
were approachable people. At lunchtimes we 
would go to the Millwright Arms, across the 
road from the factory, and with all the Healeys 
in the pub car park it was like a club outing. 

‘Ijoined Healey’s in 1963, while I was still 
a teenager. Initially I worked in the service 
department, maintaining and repairing cars; 
most of the rally cars were looked after at 
Abingdon but we had John Gott’s 3000 in once 
and I took it for a test drive along the Emscote 
Road when I was still only 19 or 20. 
Unfortunately I happened to pass Geoff Healey 
driving the other way and when I got back he 
gave me the shellacking of a lifetime! 

‘It was a friendly place to work and quite a 
bit of practical joking went on. For example, 
after I’d rebuilt and refitted a gearbox, one of 
the older mechanics left a spare synchro ring 
on the workbench, just to get me worried; and 
someone else drilled a hole in a workmate’s tin 
mug and screwed it to the bench. I also have a 
vague memory of a colleague being towed 
around the car park on a crawler board... 

‘In 1965 I moved to the Experimental shop, 
which was housed in an old cinema at the back 
of the works — the bodies for prototype cars 
were built on the cinema’s stage. I was still an 
apprentice, and occasionally we'd be allowed 
to go down to the Earls Court Motor Show 
where Healey had a stand. A chap called Ted 
Worswick lent me his 3000 to get home to see 
my fiancée, and I vividly remember doing “the 
ton” back up the M1 in the days when it had 
no speed limit. On another occasion I delivered 
a 3000 on Christmas Eve to a Captain in the US 
Air Force at Mildenhall - I had a hell of a job 
getting past the gate guard! 

‘The Big Healey really was something to 
aspire to, although I didn’t manage to own one 
until 1969, the year after I left the works. It was 
a 100-Six and for me those early six-cylinder 
cars were the best of all. They seemed like 
proper muscle cars.’ 


THE SALESMAN 
Derrick Ross 


...on selling Big Healeys when they 
were new cars 


DERRICK ROSS has been involved with 
Austin-Healeys most of his adult life, having 
started as a student apprentice at the Austin 
Motor Co in January 1954 before moving into 
sales in January 1958. Part of his duties was the 
allocation of Austin-Healeys around the UK 
dealers. A former chairman of the Austin- 
Healey Club, he remains the chairman of 
Healey Driver International, the overseas 
competition side of the Austin-Healey Club. 
He owns a 3000 MkI, one of the last MkIIIs and 
a Frogeye, just like the first Healey he owned. 

‘One of the Austin-Healey retailers was the 
Donald Healey Motor Co,’ he recalls, ‘and 
inevitably the call came from Geoff Price the 
sales director: “The Skipper wants to see you.” 
It was always first-name terms, except for 
Donald Healey who was “DMH"” or “The 
Skipper”. When I told one of the directors of 
Austin that I had been offered a job at Healey’s 
he said, “Go - you'll have a great time!” 

‘We used to sell cars to American 
servicemen in the UK, which was good 
business until 1961, when John F Kennedy 
insisted they bought American cars. We had a 
showroom off Grosvenor Square, near the 
American Embassy. We also had two salesmen 
covering the American air bases in the UK, and 
we even used to sell them to the Sixth Fleet in 
the Mediterranean. Mort Morris-Goodall 
would drive them down there. 

‘One time, Geoff Healey was preparing four 
3000s to race at Sebring, the famous UJB- 
registered cars. Since I was commuting to 
Warwick from Bromsgrove he asked me to put 
some miles on them — well, as a 23-year-old 
I thought that was alright! I’d take them back 
and forward and give Geoff a daily report and 
then we drove them down to Silverstone for 
Jack Sears to appraise them. In 2004 he drove 
UJB 143, later re-registered DD 300, on the 
Stelvio and Gavia passes during our second 
European Healey meeting and since then I’ve 
continued to meet up with him regularly. 

‘The first Healey I had was what I reckoned 
was the first Sprite ever registered, PBL 74, a 
left-hand-drive demonstrator. I kept it about 
six months and then got my first Big Healey, 

a 100-Six, then a 3000. It was a wonderful time 
—and people I met when I worked for Healey 
I’m still friendly with today.’ 


THE HISTORIC RALLYIST 


Mick Darcey 


...on demonstrating and competing 
in his works Big Healeys today 


MICK DARCEY believes in using his 'Healeys 
-and they include some of the most important 
cars, some owned jointly with friend Steve 
Hutchinson. A Goodwood Festival of Speed 
rally stage regular, he’s enthusiastic to the 
point of evangelism about these legendary 
cars, and says: ‘The important thing is to get 
them out there and get them used, so people 
can see them.’ 

The first ‘famous’ Healey he bought was XJB 
876, in which Don and Erle Morley won the 
1961 Tulip Rally — and he’s still got it, 33 years 
on. ‘What got me into them was watching 
them race and rally when I was a boy. Back 
then they weren’t a lot of value and I swapped 
XJB with Sid Segal for my standard 3000 MkIII. 
I started to get the feel of it, a fantastic car, and 
it’s been well campaigned. 

‘After that I bought BRX 852B, the 64 RAC 
Rally car that Timo Makinen drove to second 
overall. I later sold it to Jonathan Turner.’ 

Then there’s ARX 92B, which he bought 
from collector Arthur Carter. The Morleys took 
a second on the 62 Alpine Rally in this, and it’s 
the sister car to ARX 91B in which Paddy 
Hopkirk reckoned he had his best-ever win on 
the ’62 Austrian Alpine. 

More recently, the duo acquired 67 ARX at 
auction for a friend. It’s been re-chassised, but 
that kept the price down and makes the car 
more usable: ‘ARX 92B and XJB 876 only get 
used for demos now. You've got to be a bit 
more selective as they’re worth so much.’ 

There are two 100Ss: SNX 172 - ‘which has 
done loads of races in period, all over the place; 
Dundrod and the Niirburgring in its time’ — 
and OON 440, that did two Mille Miglias and 
two Sebrings, currently in the metallic green in 
which it finished the ‘56 Sebring. And, just in 
case you thought this small but blue-chip 
collection was too competition-orientated, 
there’s OAC 1, one of only two 100 coupés 
built. Donald Healey used the other one as his 
personal car but they didn’t see production. 

Surely Darcey doesn’t get time to use them 
all? Not at all: ‘T’ve collected them because 
Ilove them and they aren’t a lot of money to 
repair mechanically — bodily, yes. I’m in 
construction and sometimes I get back from 
work totally hacked off, so I get in one of the 
cars and go for a blast - and that sorts me out!’

STEPPING INTO the last incarnation of the Big Healey 
after some time at the wheel of the 100 built a decade 
earlier is rather a shock. It’s just so different. Gone is the 
oval instrument panel, with its Art Deco-figured dials; in 
its place a full-width, symmetrical dashboard with walnut 
veneer and - get this! — a lockable glovebox. Other mod 
cons include wind-up windows and a radio speaker... 
That last item tells you something about the way the 
3000 had evolved; no longer the fast but spartan sports 
car aimed at chaps who bought Motor Sport and spent 
their weekends at Silverstone or Prescott, but more the 
toy of the middle-aged executive who might have 
something of a paunch and thinning hair but liked to 
think he could still cut a bit of a dash with the ladies. 


MKIII 


The 3000s key attributes hadn’t changed. It was still a 
relatively fast car, and it was good value for money. But 
— like some of its owners — it was starting to age. Leaf- 
sprung rear axles looked distinctly old-fashioned now 
that Jaguars all boasted IRS. In fact, that didn’t seem to 
worry buyers too much: sales actually went up towards 
the end of production. The problem lay with forthcoming 
US safety and emissions legislation, due to take effect in 
January 1968. Making the Big Healey comply with it 
would have been just too expensive. 

Despite its vintage feel, the 3000 MkIII sold in greater 
numbers than any other Big Healey, and it’s impossible 
to deny the appeal of an ice-blue MkIII like the 1965

earlier, you sit rather high behind a fixed-rake steering 
wheel, but the first turn of the key tells you this is a very 
different animal: the straight six’s exhaust note is smooth 
and subtle, competing with intake hiss from the twin SUs 
— until you goose the throttle, when it suddenly releases a 
delightful and hitherto well-concealed snarl. The ride feels 
considerably less nervous on the road than the 100’s, too, 
helped (from mid-1964) by revised rear suspension that 
had softer springs. 

What hasn’t changed is the slightly ponderous, 
deliberate movement of the gearchange, and the heaviness 
of the steering at parking speeds — but of course, the Big 
Healey was always a man’s car. Wasn’t it, Ms Moss... 

Which to choose - early 100 or late 3000? Or something 
in the middle? The latter question is easiest to resolve, 
according to JME’s Chris Everard: the 100-Six is the slowest 
of the bunch, although it does have the smooth power 
delivery characteristic of an unstressed ‘six’. And there’s 
something very period about the oval-dash style of the 100- 
Six, particularly when combined with the (comparatively 
rare) fitment of steel disc wheels. 

It’s 100 BN2s that are the hot buys of the moment, Chris 
continues: ‘A BN2 built to Le Mans spec is the ultimate car 
for many. People really like the looks, you can put disc 
brakes on them and you get the four-speed ‘box that you 
don’t with the early cars. Prices for 100Ms have skyrocketed 
over the last couple of years.’ (The example in our feature 
was valued at £70,000, but that’s still cheap compared with 
the £750,000 needed to purchase an‘S’ in similar condition.) 

If you fancy a stock 100 or a 3000 — and the 3000 MkIII is 
as popular now as it ever has been — you should look at 
spending around £35,000-45,000 for a decent example, says 
Chris. ‘If you go much below that, the car is undoubtedly 
going to need some work, and the costs will soon add up,’ 
he explains. ‘Bottom line is £20,000 for something that 
drives and runs, but it will be bordering on needing a 
complete overhaul. 

‘Whether a car is a converted left-hand-drive or original 
right-hand drive doesn’t seem to affect its value much. 


Purists might turn up their noses at the former, but most 
buyers just want the Healey experience, and don’t care too 
much whether the steering’s been moved across. 

‘Lastly, it’s worth remembering that ‘Healey prices are 
very seasonal. They go up in summer and fall in winter. So 
if you're looking to buy one, you really should try to do it 
in the months from November to February.’ 

As the saying goes, good things come to those who wait. 
It might be best not to wait too long to buy yourself a Big 
Healey, though. The word is out.

The last of the Healey 3000 line, and outwardly 
almost identical to the MkIl - separate 
indicators are the new model’s giveaway — but 
with an all-new interior featuring a walnut 
dashboard and centrally positioned gearlever. 
With 148bhp on tap, 120mph is the new reality 
for committed drivers. Several projects 
involving coupés and alternative BMC/ 
Rolls-Royce engines are investigated, but come 
to nought, and the Austin-Healey joint venture 
is disbanded in 1968 during the formation of 
British Leyland Motor Corporation.

B OOstI ngs —— 
its ChanCCS sees 


Bentley Boy ‘Tim’ Birkin was convinced that supercharging was 
the way to win races. ‘Blower Bentleys might have-failed at Le Mans, 


but this unique single-seater notched up its own racing successes”

He described himself deprecatingly as being 
“,..quite small, and Ido stammer’, going on to say 
that ‘in business that does not interest me, I am 
hopelessly vague and inefficient but on a subject 
in which I am absorbed, just as hopelessly 
talkative and meticulous’. 

Then recently divorced, he’d worked upon a 
wealthy aristocratic lady, one of Britain’s leading racehorse owners: the 
Honourable Dorothy Wyndham Paget, daughter of Lord Queenborough and 
his American heiress wife Pauline Payne Whitney. When Birkin persuaded 
her to fund his ambitious supercharged Bentley programme for 1929-30, the 
Hon Dorothy was only 24 years old. Forgive me for being uncharitable, but 
she was a big girl — as much as 20 stone, or 280Ib — with the looks of a bag of 
spanners. She would enjoy enormous stature ‘on the turf’, her best horse — 
the legendary Golden Miller — winning five Cheltenham Gold Cups plus the 
Grand National. ‘Tiger’ Tim’s interest was confined to her money. 

She backed him and fellow racer Mike Couper in founding Birkin & 
Couper Ltd at Welwyn to produce the prototype 4/-litre ‘Blower’ Bentley in 
the summer of 1929. Years later, WO Bentley explained: ‘Tim had a constant 
urge to do the dramatic thing, a characteristic which I suppose had originally 
brought him into racing. His gaily vivid, restless personality seemed to be 
always driving him on to something new and spectacular, and unfortunately 
our 4'4-litre car was one of his targets... Tim used all his charm and persuasion 
to induce first Amherst Villiers to build a special blower for his 4%, next 
Woolf Barnato [company financier as well as leading team driver] to give it 
his blessing, and finally the Hon Dorothy Paget to put up the money for a 
works at Welwyn |just north of London] and to buy and modify the chassis.’ 

WO himself disapproved: ‘They would lack in their preparation all the 
experience we had built up in [our own] racing department over ten years. 
I feared the worst and looked forward to their first appearance with anxiety.’ 

Birkin ran his prototype tourer-bodied ‘Blower’ Bentley in the Brooklands 
6-Hour race on 29 June 1929. It retired. At Dublin’s Phoenix Park two weeks 
later the two ‘Blower’ Bentleys finished third and eighth. In the RAC Tourist 
Trophy, Bernard Rubin’s ‘Blower’ overturned while Birkin, who had 
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‘Birkin set the pace, lapping 
at over 121mph. A great duel 
ensued between his Bentley 
and Kaye Don’s V12 Sunbeam

challenged WO to act as his riding mechanic, placed second overall and won 
his class. The third ‘Blower’ broke its engine. 

Birkin then retired from the Brooklands 500-Miles and the entire team 
failed in the Brooklands Double-Twelve of May 1930. WO Bentley, embittered 
by the collapse of his company, summed it up as follows: ‘The supercharged 
4% never won a race, suffered a never-ending series of mechanical failures, 
brought the marque Bentley disrepute and incidentally cost Dorothy Paget a 
large sum before she decided to withdraw her support in October 1930.’ 

The sting in the tail was that: ‘Tim managed to persuade Barnato to allow 
him to enter a team in the 1930 Le Mans [in which none survived] and we 
were obliged, in order to meet the regulations, to construct no less than 50 of 
these machines for sale to the public.’ However, WO’s assertion that the 
‘Blower’ Bentley ‘never won a race’ is wrong. And the exception is this, 
Birkin’s Brooklands single-seater. It not only became a multiple Brooklands 
race-winner, but also holder of the prestigious Outer Circuit lap record there. 

After the 1929 Le Mans failure Birkin became determined to build a car for 
the BRDC Brooklands 500-Miles race, with the potential to break the Outer 
Circuit record. At Welwyn, the special track-racing ‘Blower’ Bentley was 
developed under Captain — later Lt Colonel —- Clive Gallop. The 10ft 10in- 
wheelbase chassis selected wore number HB 3402; engine number SM 3901. 

Engineering consultant Amherst Villiers had designed the supercharger, 
while the developed engine’s enlarged-diameter crankshaft (with 90mm 
journals) and special rods were drawn and detailed by his chief draughtsman 
Tom Murray Jamieson, later of racing Austin and ERA fame. The standard- 
cased Villiers supercharger for this ‘Track Car’ housed larger rotors to 
increase boost. Otherwise, according to Gallop, the engine was the normal 
four-cylinder with four overhead valves per cylinder, actuated by a single 
overhead camshaft. The ports were highly polished, any temporarily idle 
Welwyn engine fitter being put straight onto burnishing. As much of the 
cylinder head as possible was also polished, but not remachined. On track 
the finished car’s fuel consumption proved to be 2.07 miles per gallon. 

Initially a ‘1%4-seater’ body was adopted, with fabric skin stretched over a 
spring-steel lattice framework. Paint finish was a rich mid-blue. 

In 1929 the Outer Circuit was no minor challenge, thudding out a fearful 
pounding to cars running way above 100mph. Fuel tank troubles were 
anticipated, so the 42-gallon Le Mans 24-Hours design was adapted with a 
Le Mans-style cross-tube at the back, which passed through the tank, itself 
carried within a rubber-lined trunnion on each of the two main frame 
members plus a complex double-universal-joint flexible front mounting. 

Sadly the nickel-steel UJ mounting pin on the tank became brittle while 
being brazed into place and, during practice on the eve of the 1929 500-Miles 
race, it sheared. Gallop promptly drove the Track Car back to Welwyn for 
repair, without mudguards, lamps and starting handle and with a police car 
following him right into the factory yard! 

Overnight an adequately heavy new support could not be provided, but a 
quick fix using a normal steel strap packed with rubber and felt attached by 
welded-on reinforced angle plates was adopted. Just after dawn on race 
morning, Gallop drove the car back to Brooklands. He saw 120mph along the 
Barnet Bypass, before delivering the repaired car to the circuit just in time. 

As the 500-Miles race began, ‘Tim’ Birkin set the pace, lapping at over 
121mph. A great duel ensued between his ‘Blower’ Bentley and Kaye Don’s 
V12 Sunbeam. But as it hurtled round the punishing course, the new blue 
Bentley began to spray a thin mist of engine oil from its bonnet louvres, 
droplets coating the cockpit and Birkin’s head and shoulders. He tore into the 
pits to clean up, then struck further trouble. 
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THE BIRKIN BENTLEY

It's a ‘Blower’ Bentley but like no other. Single-seater bodywork clads a 1 Oft 10in-wheelbase chassis, 
while the specially developed engine produces 240bhp — about 65bhp more than standard. 
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A length of flexible steel tubing ‘as used in HM submarines’ in the exhaust 
system accommodated expansion and movement, but localised exhaust heat 
degraded it, and the insulation behind it. This left the coils of metal to vibrate 
and fracture, opening a hole from which violet flame blasted onto the Single- 
Seater’s fabric body skin and set it alight. Birkin arrowed back into the pits 
trailing flame and smoke. The fire was quickly doused, but his race was over. 

For 1930, Birkin decided to attack track-racing seriously with the Single- 
Seater. Its Villiers supercharger inhaled through two huge horizontal SU 
carburettors, the engine developing 240bhp on alcohol fuel, about 65bhp 
more than a standard ‘Blower’ Bentley on benzole petrol. Its rear axle 
featured a new nosepiece housing a special pinion for a final drive ratio of 
2.8:1. Fuel flow at full throttle was one Imperial gallon every 74sec! 

Reid A Railton had designed a new (fireproof) aluminium body, handmade 
by AP Compton & Co of Merton. The regulation Brooklands silencer now 
bolted directly to the exhaust manifold. Front-wheel brakes were deleted and 
the car rode on 32 x 6.50in Dunlop Racing tyres. 

Birkin finished second on handicap first time back at Brooklands, despite 
a slipping clutch and with Plasticine plugging freshly noticed cracks in the 
supercharger casing. He lapped at 123.89mph, then 124.51. In that day’s four- 
lap Kent Long Handicap, Birkin overcame his penalty, winning by a second 
at 119.13mph, and setting fastest lap at 126.73. This was the first race victory 
ever achieved by a ‘Blower’ Bentley — and while Sir Henry, the Hon Dorothy 
and their supporters were delighted, WO’s feelings were perhaps mixed. 

‘Tiger Tim’ won again at the Brooklands Easter meeting, averaging 
117.81mph and lapping at 134.24mph. As the late, great Bill Boddy recalled in 
his definitive History of Brooklands Motor Course 1906-1940: ‘The Bentley 
was in grand trim, roaring very high round the Byfleet banking, dropping to 
the Fork in a puff of dust, clipping the verge by the Vickers sheds and going 
onto the Members banking each time with that characteristic and disturbing 
little snake that those who saw the car in action are not likely to forget. From 
the notorious bump [where the Hennebique Bridge near the end of the 
Members Banking had subsided slightly into the River Wey] it leapt some 70 
feet, clear of the track, onto the Railway Straight. It was a grand sight, Birkin’s 
scarf flirting with the fairing behind his head as he held the car to its course. 
The ‘Blower’ Bentley certainly provided as great a thrill for the onlookers of 
the 1930s as had the V12 Sunbeam and the Chittys for the 1920s.’ 

Birkin’s heroic driving that day had seen the Bentley Single-Seater lap in 
Imin 13.4sec, 135.33mph, beating Don’s existing outright record by 0.73mph. 
On its standing lap the Single-Seater had lapped at 133.88mph, then 
completed its next three laps at 134.60, 134.60 and finally the new record 
135.33mph. Birkin promptly flew to Le Touquet to claim the dinner that 
‘Babe’ Barnato had promised him that morning if he could break the record. 
But Kaye Don equalled the new Birkin Bentley mark in his V12 Sunbeam that 
Whitsun, and then shattered it by lapping 2.25mph faster — at 137.58mph. 

The Hon Dorothy only loved competition if she was winning; that winter 
she withdrew her backing from the ‘Blower’ Bentley endurance racing team, 
but retained the Single-Seater. The 1931 Whitsun Meeting at Brooklands then 
saw Birkin’s best efforts overshadowed. He consulted George Eyston, who 
suggested fitting a PowerPlus vane-type supercharger. Not until that year’s 
August meeting would the Single-Seater return, but gusty winds foiled an 
attack upon the Kaye Don lap record - Birkin’s best being at 136.45mph. 

Before his great friend and fellow ‘Bentley Boy’ Dr JD Benjafield was 
entrusted with the Single-Seater for the 1931 BRDC 500-Miles (only for its 
engine to break a valve) Birkin ‘...was coming off the Byfleet Banking at 
about 130, [when] the auxiliary petrol tank caught fire and flames began to 
lick the legs of my overalls... the cockpit certainly did become rather hot. So 
I switched off the engine and put on the brakes; but before the car stopped, I 
had to climb out of the seat and, perched on the back of the car, steer as best 
I could from a crouching position. I jumped off once it was safe and put out 
the fire. But the cockpit and my hands were both burnt.’ 

With the original Villiers supercharger replacing the PowerPlus, the 
Autumn Meeting saw Birkin finish third in one race, after which he continued 
for two extra laps to attack Don’s record, again failing, at 136.82mph. For 
1932 the car was resprayed red and its engine was rebored to 100.5mm, for 
4442cc. Just before Easter, Birkin attacked the Outer Circuit lap record, and 
broke it at last, at 137.96mph, but the Easter Meeting saw John Cobb’s V12 
Delage just beating Birkin by 0.2sec before, in a second race that day, Birkin 
scored the Single-Seater’s third Brooklands win. Then, at the Guy’s Gala 
charitable meeting, he won a Long Handicap and equalled his former record 
of 137.96mph. In a later race that day the Bentley threw its right rear tyre- 
tread high over spectators’ heads round the Members’ Banking. 


‘Birkin was a brave man to

Brooklands’ August Meeting saw a three-lap invitation event for 100 
Sovereigns, Birkin’s Bentley confronting Cobb’s V12 Delage. Cobb led by 
3.8sec on lap one. But ‘Tiger Tim’ flashed round lap two at 135.70mph. Bill 
Boddy: ‘The crowd was on its toes... And round they came, the Bentley 
gaining, yard by yard, on the Delage. As Birkin hurtled off the banking the 
“bump” shot his car well clear of the track and the padded rest on the fairing 
behind his head came adrift, to fly, a small dark object, high into the air. In 
a supreme effort, Birkin caught Cobb and drew ahead, winning one of 
Brooklands’ most intense races by a mere one-fifth of a second, or about 25 
yards. He averaged 125.14mph and that glorious last lap was run at 
137.58mph (0.28mph below the record).’ Birkin completed the day with 
another second place. 

Despite such heroics, in 1932 Birkin wrote of Brooklands: ‘I think that it is, 
without exception, the most out-of-date, inadequate and dangerous track in 
the world... Brooklands was built for speeds of no greater than 120mph, and 
for anyone to go over 130, without knowing the track better than his own self, 
is to court disaster... The surface is abominable. There are bumps which jolt 
the driver up and down in his seat and make the car leave the road and travel 
through the air.’ He concluded this onslaught with the line: ‘If I could find 
anything true to shed an attractive blur over all Brooklands’ diseases, I would 
make use of it at once; but there is nothing at all...’ He was a brave man to 
unleash this ‘Blower’ Bentley Single-Seater there as fearlessly as he did. 

But early in the ’33 racing season ‘Tiger Tim’ burned his arm on a Maserati 
exhaust at Tripoli in Libya. Already ailing with recurrent malaria — first 
contracted during service in World War One - he was quickly overwhelmed 
by septicaemia. He died in a London hospital on 22 June 1933 - aged just 36. 

The Hon Dorothy Paget retained the Single-Seater, unused, until 1939, 
when Bentley enthusiast Peter Robertson-Rodger managed to charm her into 
selling it to him. During World War Two Robertson-Rodger then had it 
converted into a two-seat roadster, Bentley mechanic Bill Short doing the 
conversion using a Robertson-Rodger-designed body made by Chalmers of 
Redhill. VSCC luminary John Morley subsequently worked on the great car, 
and when Peter Robertson-Rodger died in 1958 he bequeathed the Single- 
Seater to Mr Morley.

Meanwhile, boyhood Birkin fan and Bentley enthusiast ‘Rusty’ Russ- 
Turner had been one of the car’s long-term admirers. ‘I had never lost my 
fascination for that car and one day I was at the Bentley Drivers’ Club 
Hendon driving tests meeting when a fellow member mentioned rumours 
that the Birkin single-seater was going to be sold to America. 

‘I went to see John Morley, who said that nobody in England seemed to 
want it. In fact, they all seemed afraid of it. So after long negotiations we 
came to an agreement and in the summer of 1964 I collected it from his garage 
at Colnbrook, west of London, and drove it home to Leatherhead. It carried 
the two-seat body but Morley had also sold me the original track body as 
part of the deal. When I climbed behind that wheel it was the realisation of a 
dream. Ha, I was wearing a white silk shirt, and by the time I got home I was 
soaked in oil from head to foot!” 

He painstakingly rebuilt the car and ran it for several years with its 
Robertson-Rodger two-seat body while the single-seater shell sat in his 
garage. ‘Its cockpit was just too tight for me,’ he recalled, ‘and one day I 
climbed into it, there on the floor, and couldn’t get out — I had to stand up, 
wearing the thing like a skirt. Eventually we found that by making a minor 
modification and cutting out just one spar behind the seat we could gain 
about four inches, and that was just enough for me to squeeze in.’ 

With this body remounted, front-wheel brakes replaced by Robertson- 
Rodger and some other minor concessions to road equipment, the Birkin 
single-seater emerged as a splendidly long-legged vintage motor car of the 
most colossal distinction. Gearing represented 36mph per 1000rpm, with a 
rev limit of 4000rpm, ‘although it can get very expensive around there’, he 
warned. Poor ‘Rusty’ suffered a fatal heart attack at Silverstone while racing 
the car, after which it was acquired by the watchmaker George Daniels (see 
over the page), enjoying his protection and preservation until his death last 
year. The great car is now to star in Bonhams’ Goodwood Festival of Speed 
Sale this summer — a truly British icon if ever there was one — its intrinsic 
value being so much more than mere money can ever reflect.

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BLOWN AWAY BY THE BIRKIN BENTLEY 


Robert Coucher follows ‘Tiger Tin’ into the cockpit 


THIS IS A LARGE and imposing 
contraption and wearing its cut-down, 
minimalist coachwork, it looks 
amazingly long. With that Villiers 
Roots-type supercharger jutting out 
front, it is purposeful and daunting, 
even painted in jolly fire engine red. 

Under the critical eye of VSCC man 
Roger Collings | am ordered to climb 
aboard and have ago. An honour. You 
place your right foot on the footplate, 
hoist your left leg over the seat and 
then slide it into the tight footwell 
under the big steering wheel, 
somehow followed by your right leg. 
Not elegant. The four-spoke steering 
wheel is huge, close and near-vertical. 
Behind it is a massive rev counter, 
redlined at 4000rpm. 

Turn the kill switch between your 
legs on the floorboard, flick the 
magneto on and punch the starter 
button. The supercharged 4% starts 
lazily and immediately emits that 
wonderful ‘bloody thump’ from its 
fintail exhaust: deep, mellow, typical of 
alarge-capacity four-cylinder engine 
running on low compression. The 
throttle pedal is located centrally and 
just feathering it elicits an instant 
response from this lusty engine. Hmm, 
maybe not quite so mellow after all. 

Now for the gearshift. The clutch is 
moderate but the large, exposed 
gearshift lever requires skill. Snick it 


back gently into second gear to slow all 
the cogs down and it will then click into 
first. Move off, noticing through the 
bound but bendy steering wheel that 
the heavy mechanism immediately 
lightens, and the Bentley pulls away 
eagerly. With the revs built up to about 
halfway on the rev counter, double- 
declutch slowly into second. Yes! It 
goes in with a lovely clack. 

Build the revs some more, then 
double-declutch again and go for third. 
GRAUNCH. Try again. GRAUNCH. 
Bugger! Now you have to come to a 
total and complete stop and start 
again. The private confines of the 
Goodwood Estate make a perfect 
location to learn the ways of this 
gearbox and the answer is to go 
even slower into third, whereafter 
fourth is acinch. 

On the move the Bentley belies its 
lorry-like dimensions and is fast but 
well-behaved. The engine spins with 
verve (it was heavily reworked in its 
day), the big carbs suck hungrily and 
the Villiers blower (of which WO 
disapproved) provides instant torque. 
The chassis is composed and the ride 
is surprisingly comfortable, while the 
brakes are strong and reassuring. 

But the Birkin is no short-track 
sprinter. It is set up to crack 137.96mph 
on the outer circuit at Brooklands. 
Rather ‘Tiger Tim’ than me.

Dr George Daniels was the custodian of the ‘Birkin Blower’ 
Bentley but he was far more famous as possibly 
the world’s Sreatest watchmaker

DR GEORGE DANIELS OBE - who died last year aged 85 —- was 
widely regarded as the world’s greatest living watchmaker and is 
thought to have been the only person to have fully mastered 32 of 
the 34 individual crafts deemed necessary to handbuild a watch 
from scratch. He didn’t engrave or make his own mainsprings, but 
he did everything else, even grinding his own glass. 

Perhaps his greatest achievement was the invention of the so- 
called Co-Axial escapement, which he began developing during 
the early 1970s. Designed to run unaffected by the deterioration of 
its lubricant and to keep accurate time for years without requiring 
attention, it represented the most significant step forward in 
watchmaking for more than 200 years. 

Dr Daniels was born one of 11 children on 19 August 1926, in 
London’s East End. His father, a carpenter, was violent, a heavy 
drinker, and the family existed in near-poverty. George was just 
five when he discovered the key to his future in the form of an 
inexpensive pocket watch that he found lying around at home — he 
opened the back and became besotted by what he saw inside. 

With his mind set on a career in horology, he left school at 14 and 
went to work in a mattress factory in order to boost his father’s 
meagre income. He left after a week to become a grocer’s errand 
boy, then found employment in a garage specialising in re-treading 
car tyres. It was not until after the Second World War and national 
service that Dr Daniels landed his first job with a watchmaker. 

He used to say that it took him a year to discover that the initials 
FBHI stood for Fellow of the British Horological Institute but, when 
he did, Dr Daniels enrolled for horological classes at Northampton 
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Institute — later City University, London — at a cost of almost £2 a 
year for a three-year course, which he attended three nights a week 
after work. He passed his final exams in 1953, marking the end of 
his only spell of formal training. 

He started his own watch repair business in 1956 and, after being 
introduced to the wonder of antique watches by the legendary 
collector Sam Clutton — who shared Daniels’ passion for vintage 
cars — he established a thriving business restoring early pieces, 
often making new components to replace missing or worn-out 
originals. Repairing a valuable Breguet for Clutton led Daniels to 
visit Maison Breguet in Paris and, in his own words: ’...with the 
introduction to his work my growing interest in antiquarian 
horology was suddenly and obsessively focused upon Abraham 
Louis Breguet, the most celebrated and admired of watch makers.’ 

It was an obsession that opened the doors to some of the greatest 
and wealthiest collectors in the world and encouraged Dr Daniels 
to begin making his own watches from scratch, always alone and 
often using unorthodox methods - invariably, for example, he 
created design drawings only after a piece was finished. 

Between 1969 and the mid-1990s he produced more than 20 
exquisite pocket watches, each one taking more than a year to 
construct entirely by hand. They included several grand 
complication models, including a tourbillon minute repeater with 
perpetual calendar, equation of time, phases of the moon, 
thermometer and power reserve display. 

His watches alone could realise in excess of £5 million between 
them when they come up for sale later this year.

THE SIGNAL FROM the Ministry of Defence 
arrived between an email alerting me to the fact 
that the Metropolitan line was suspended and 
there was no way home, and one from Prince 
Nimba Owenga in Nigeria telling me that if I 
contacted him he would share $50,000 that had 
been deposited in a British bank account. I binned 
both and read the message from the Royal Navy. 

It was short and to the point: ‘Report Her 
Majesty’s dockyard Portsmouth 0715 hours to 
embark HMS Diamond.’ 

It was a signal I’d been waiting months for, ever 
since I'd contacted the Navy and asked them if the 
captain of one of their latest Type 45 destroyers 
would like to road-test the new Carbon Edition 
Aston Martin DBS. The head of Navy public 
relations, Captain Andy Aspden RN, asked when 
he could have the car. ‘In a few days,’ I said. 
‘There’s one thing we'd like in return...’ 

A brief silence. ‘I would like to test the ship.’ 
Silence again. 


But then: ‘Well, I don’t see why not, although 
you realise that there is a vast difference between 
a £180,000 Aston Martin and a warship that has 
cost nearly £1 billion...’ 

A few days later, permission was given. I would 
take the DBS to Portsmouth and deliver it to the 
Captain of HMS Diamond, Commander Ian 
Clarke. He was particularly excited, having just 
sold his TVR Chimaera. He would test it for the 
day and then loan me his ship: the 8000-tonne 
Type 45 guided missile destroyer HMS Diamond. 
No mention of any further conditions. 

The DBS attracted so much attention on the A34 
down to Portsmouth, especially when other 
drivers noted the uniformed Naval Commander 
in the passenger seat. Was Commander Bond 
being driven back to base after a heavy lunch? 

In fact, it was Commander David Gordon RN 
who had travelled to the Aston factory at Gaydon 
and informed me that, right from the start, I was 
under Naval command. And on arrival, the car 


‘I had no idea what was going on, although I started 
to get an idea when the Lieutenant Commander said: 
“You do know youre going to war?” Gulp’ 
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was locked up in the Ministry of Defence Police 
garage. I was told to report to my ship at 0900 
hours to meet the Captain. 

So the next morning, two MoD Police 
motorcycle outriders and a police car turned up 
to take me to my ship. Even James Bond doesn’t 
get that treatment. As we swept through the 
dockyard, two Naval officers driving to work did 
a double take and nearly ran into each other, and 
a rating on a bike shouted: ‘Nice one!’ 

Then, hoving into view, I saw two icons: 
Nelson’s flagship, HMS Victory, and the menacing 
form of HMS Diamond, which was to be my 
home for the next couple of days. 

I reported to the Captain, gave him the key to 
the DBS and he set off on his mission to travel to 
Goodwood, where we were to meet for lunch. It 
had taken me all of three minutes to run through 
the controls of the DBS. It would take slightly 
longer for the ship’s company to explain how 
Diamond works. 

There is no doubt that the latest DBS looks 
stunning with its carbonfibre embellishments. 
Mechanically, however, it’s little different from 
the car I took on the Beaujolais Run, just after it 
had been introduced. But the V12 turns heads 
wherever it goes, as Ian Clarke was to find out. 

Tan spent the next hour or so getting used to the 
car on the way to Goodwood and for the last few 


miles I joined him. Despite being in command of 
the latest high-tech warship, which employs more 
technology than has ever gone to sea before in a 
destroyer, he was really impressed. 

‘Now I have had the opportunity of driving 
two British icons and two pieces of machinery 
that use the latest technology. We even have 
carbonfibre brakes on the ship,’ he said, as he 
pressed the accelerator further towards the floor. 

As we approached Goodwood, a helicopter 
rattled low overhead. ‘It’s one of ours,’ said Ian. 
No, it wasn’t planned; the Navy Lynx had spotted 
the car as it approached the Goodwood airfield to 
refuel, which they do when other airfields are 
busy, and had decided to take a closer look! 

We were allowed to park right outside The 
Kennels at Goodwood, where we were to have 
lunch. Lord March joined us for coffee and to chat 
to Ian about the Type 45 destroyer. 

That afternoon Ian turned heads all over the 
South Downs. He was reluctant to hand it 
back when we returned to the ship for dinner. But 
I was looking forward to driving the ship the 
following morning. 

It was not to be. The ship, which was just at the 
end of its training and handover procedures, was 
having some engine problems and wasn’t going 
anywhere. ‘We will shortly be in a position where 
we can be deployed anywhere,’ said Ian, ‘So 


everything has to be 100%.’ I went 
home and awaited the signal that 
was to come a few days later. 

So at 07.15 ona foggy Thursday, 
I arrived in Plymouth. Rear 
Admiral Clive Johnstone Flag 
Officer Sea Training (FOST) was 
due to carry out his final inspection of the ship 
and sign it off after ten years of build and training 
since she was first laid down on Clydeside in 
2002. It seems incredible that it takes so long to 
build and test a ship like this, but that’s the story 
of the world’s most sophisticated warship. 

I soon found myself on board a Naval tender 
heading into Plymouth Sound through dense fog 
to find HMS Diamond - I still had no idea what 
was going on, although I started to get an idea 
when Lieutenant Commander Lindsay Ashwood, 
who was escorting me, said: ‘You do know you're 
going to war?’ Gulp. 

Dozens of sea training experts were on board 
the tender, all with the task of testing the warship 
to her utmost, and after some 20 minutes she 
loomed out of the gloom at anchor. 

I transferred on board, but gone was the chatty 
informality I’d seen before: sailors were manning 
the general-purpose machine guns on the flight 
deck. I got a cursory ‘Hello’ from the second-in- 
command, my kit was taken to the Captain’s

cabin, and I was told to report to the 
Admiral’s briefing. 

All then became clear: we were not 
in the UK any more, we were part of a 
task force that included seven other 
NATO warships, and the situation in 
‘Freeport’ was worsening. Not only 
were the ship and its crew going to be signed off, 
they were going to war and, while it was a training 
exercise, this was to be no picnic. 

Minutes later, Diamond, which was to 
command the task force, slipped its anchor and 
we were called to action stations as we moved out 
into the Channel. 

I headed for the bridge with the Admiral’s 
words ringing in my ears: ‘Don’t bump my ship!’ 
We were zigzagging through a minefield with an 
enemy submarine somewhere off our port bow, 
and the German frigate Bremen was signalling us 
that she had picked up other enemy on her radar. 

Then the words that no commander wants to 
hear: ‘A missile has locked onto to us.’ A few 
seconds later over the ship’s communications 
system came the words: ‘Brace! Brace!’ And then 
BANG - we had been hit. The bridge filled with 
smoke; we were on fire. A compartment had been 
breached and seawater was pouring in, thousands 
of gallons every second. 


There had been casualties and then we came > 
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under attack from enemy jet aircraft that screamed 
overhead. The rattle of the general-purpose 
machine guns on the port and starboard bridge 
wings was deafening as they engaged the aircraft. 

Down below, a gaping hole in the side of the 
ship was being repaired with bits of timber. Heavy 
pumps were being carried down almost vertical 
ladders and a petty officer from FOST was 
shouting at a group of sailors. ‘If you don’t get 
those **ing pumps down here now, the 
compartment will be lost!’ 

As the pumps went down, the casualties were 
hauled up using spare canvas hoses. Then the 
lights went out, so medical teams used LED 
headlamps to treat the injured wherever they 
could. And while all hell was breaking loose on 
board, the ship was still fighting: she had engaged 
and shot down one of the aircraft. And the galley 
was still providing food. No sophisticated lunch 
today; just lasagne and cakes. 

It was hard to take on board that this was 
simply an exercise, with other ships in the task 
force sometimes near and sometimes just on the 
horizon taking on the enemy. Everything was 
being thrown at us and, in the meantime, it was 
decided that, despite the risks, we had to take on 
fuel from a tanker. 

Some of the other warships came in close to 
give us protection as we came within yards of the 
tanker. A line was shot towards the tanker, and a 
hose was hauled back. Within minutes, thousands 
of gallons of diesel were being pumped into our 
tanks. From empty it costs about £1.2 million to fill 
Diamond, with fuel economy of 80 gallons per 
mile. And I’d thought the DBS was thirsty! 

HMS Diamond and her ship’s company 
acquitted themselves extremely well and _ the 
Admiral signed them off. She had passed her 
ultimate test and was ready to serve the British 
public anywhere, anytime she might be needed. 
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As we all had dinner in the wardroom, the ship 
slipped anchor and, in gathering darkness, we 
said goodbye to the other ships of the task force to 
make our way back to Portsmouth. 

After breakfast I was told to report to the 
Captain, and then the moment I had been waiting 
for: ‘You have the ship’. The command rang out 
across the bridge and I took the wheel. They used 
to call destroyers ‘the greyhounds of the seas’ and 
now I understand why: 8000 tons and a speed in 
excess of 30 knots is impressive. You can feel the 
power coursing through the ship. 

‘Port 10’ came the order. I can tell you that 
Diamond, in her own way, is just as responsive as 
the DBS; in fact, she can turn faster than anything 
of her size built before. 

Everything about this ship is state-of-the-art; 
there is more computing power on board than has 
ever been taken to sea. Her gas turbines and two 
generators provide enough power to light the 
whole of Leicester. The engine ticks over at 
17,500rpm; slightly faster than the Aston Martin's. 

Butit’s the sheer size of the ship that grabs your 
attention and the fact she doesn’t look like your 
traditional warship. She is slab-sided, for stealth. 
There has been the suggestion that when Diamond 
shows up on radar, she resembles a fishing boat. 
She has huge radars, a flight deck to take a Lynx 
helicopter, and more military capability than ever 
thought possible a few years ago. 

Both Aston Martin’s latest carbonfibre- 
bedecked DBS and the Type 45 destroyer are at 
the cutting edge of technology in the way they are 
constructed. They are British icons in their own 
right but, while one offers fabulous properties of 
evasion on land, only the other has the might to 
fight the enemy. Anywhere in the world.

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over the years, not just because of motor el aks oli 
racing and his work with Ford and the AC Sealer in 1971, No 70 is 
Cobra, but because he is a really enthusiastic the first of five proposed 
cook,’ says Basil Green. ‘He and my wife ‘continuation’ Peranas.

dishes when he came to stay with us here in 
Johannesburg.’ 
Basil Green and Carroll Shelby are the 
only two individuals who were ever authorised to modify Ford motor cars 
and offer them for sale — in Green’s case through official South African Ford 
dealerships - with a full Ford sales warranty. Shelby is a great showman 
and has always made a hoo-ha about his cars; Green is the total opposite. 
Still living in the same house where he entertained Shelby in the 1960s, he is 
a self-effacing engineer who created one of South Africa’s most successful 
and charismatic racing cars: the Capri Perana V8. 
The cars you see photographed here, at Cape Town’s Killarney race track, 
are the only surviving ‘works’ Team Gunston Capri Perana A2 (to Group 2 
specifications) and a Team Gunston Perana A2 Continuation — it has a white 
Redwood sun visor across the windscreen — which is one of only five built 
with Green’s sanction by racing driver Peter Lindenberg, this one on original 
Capri Perana chassis number BG0349 of 1972. 
Inessence the Perana is a lightweight Mustang with all the benefits (power) 
and none of the drawbacks (it’s lighter). Some 560 Capri Perana V8 road cars 
were built, plus six for racing. 
The story began in the 1960s. Green was apprenticed as a mechanic and 
went to Rhodesia (now Zimbabwe) to run a Formula 1 car. Returning to 
South Africa with valuable racing experience, he set up a petrol station and 
workshop on Commissioner Street in Johannesburg. From there he raced 
Minis and did V8 engine swaps into Big Healeys and developed tuning kits 
for Fords and later GM cars, founding BG Speed Equipment, which became 
highly successful. 
FoMoCo was impressed with Green’s engineering work and gave him a 
Cortina to develop as a racing car. He fitted it with an Essex V6. ‘We began to 
beat the Lotus Cortinas, so our Perana was quickly moved out of the 
Production racing class and into Sports Cars,’ remembers Green with a 
chuckle. This was mid-1968 and the first Perana, the Cortina Perana V6, was 
unleashed as one of the quickest four-door saloons of the day. 
‘The Gunston cigarette brand was sponsoring motor racing and joined 
forces with Ford. I then got an order to supply all the Gunston sales reps with 
Peranas, painted in the distinctive Gunston Roasted orange. The 9-Hour race 
at Kyalami in Jo’burg was very popular with all the leading international 
drivers and teams and I got to know them all when I opened my Edenvale 
workshop for them,’ says Green. ‘T really liked the GT40 then and, with my 
close association with Ford, I managed to gather a whole load of GT40 parts. 
Front suspension, Gurney Weslake engine, wheels, brakes and all that. Of 
course I could not resist building all these components into a Capri and this 
became the first Team Gunston-sponsored Capri Perana V8,’ says Green. 
Known as Z181, the Perana was built to Group 5 regulations and was 
essentially a Ford GT40 with natty production coupé bodywork. With ace 
driver Bob Olthoff behind the wheel the outrageous Perana lapped the old >

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Kyalami circuit in 1min 36sec. That was just 15 seconds slower than current 
F1 cars, with a top speed timed at 170mph - serious pace in 1970. Needless to 
say, it went on to dominate the Championship by winning 12 of the 13 races, 
sometimes by up to 30 seconds ahead of the next car. The one DNF was due 
to a broken crankshaft. 

Some say the Peranas were the reason the rules were changed (to ban 
them!); some say the rules were going to change to more production-based 
cars for 1971 anyway. Whatever, Bob Olthoff won the 1971 Championship, 
too, in the team A2 Perana you see here, alongside the Continuation Perana. 

Only six Group 2 cars were produced: this works car and five customer 
cars, and this is the only surviving original A2 Perana. The Group 5 Z181 also 
survives and is owned by South African powerboat champion and racing 
driver Peter Lindenberg. The Z181 and this A2 must be two of the most 
important South African racing cars in existence. As Green says: ‘We used to 
sell the roadgoing Perana for R4400 [£2000] but today they go for around 
R500,000 [£38,000].’ The surviving racing cars are worth many times that! 

Anthony Corin, owner of the Perana A2, says: ‘What is not well known is 
that the two factory race cars were built on Capri 1600 chassis and were not 
based on the 3000XL like the road cars. Rumour has it that mine was acid- 
dipped to steal a few kilos in body weight — not entirely legal, of course — but 
Iam not sure. But the A2 is very vulnerable to surface dents at the slightest 
applied pressure! 

‘It still has the original BG engine block from the ’71 season and, 
importantly, the customer cars were not quite the same as the factory cars as 
Basil was too shrewd to pass on all the perceived improvements, because 
they were mostly racing in the same championships.’ 

Pressing Green as to exactly how he made his Capri Peranas so effective is 
met with polite evasiveness. It is clear he is a brilliant engine and chassis 
engineer and Ford had him do some experimental work on its racing cars, 
positioning the engine and drivetrain to optimum effect. Think what Giotto 
Bizzarrini did at Ferrari, turning the crude 250SWB into the superb GTO. 

‘With the changes in the rules to A2 in 1971, we were not allowed to flare 
the bodywork more than two inches,’ says Green. ‘So I came up with the idea 
of C-shaped rear leaf springs that allowed the fitting of the wide wheels 
within the regulated bodywork.’ 

At one of the first races, without telling the other customer drivers about 
this development, Olthoff practised and timed the works car on the normal 
wheels. Then, while they were lining up for the start, Green swapped to the 
wider rear wheels, and the car ran away from the opposition, much to the 
annoyance of customer racer Basil Van Rooyen, who protested the mod. 
After the race the scrutineer agreed Green's car was well within the rules. 

The second Perana you see here is one of five proposed Continuation A2 
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Peranas engineered by Lindenberg. Built on an original Perana chassis, it is 
up to full A2 spec and is providing its current owner, Charles Arton, with 
great on-track amusement. ‘It is just so much fun to drive with all that grunt 
in a very forgiving chassis,’ he says (see below). 

Green created one of South Africa’s most sensational racing cars from a 
simple package. In the 1970s, the Peranas were so popular they used to hold 
their race after the F1 GP at Kyalami to ensure the enthusiastic crowd would 
remain to watch their heroes Olthoff, Van Rooyen and Swanepoel pulverise 
the opposition in the bright orange Team Gunston Peranas. Basil Green is the 
Carroll Shelby of the Highveld, but he doesn’t shout about it.

traction on the slicks so you soon find 
yourself at the front of the field. 

Into the first heavy-braking corner 
and the discs are epic. The car is no 
lightweight at 1200kg, but there is no 
fear of not being able to stop it in time 
and no hint of fade. There is a hint of 
understeer on turn-in, but the light 
steering and its positive feel are 
slightly surprising. The car has some 
body roll but soon settles. 

The Peranais particularly strong 
through the Kink and accelerates 
strongly out of Quarry corner; you can 


THE PERANA is great fun to race at 
Killarney, where the track has not 
changed since the 1960s. There is a 
deep bark from the exhaust anda 


rumble from the motor and intakes, 
but no harsh rattles or vibration.

PORSCHE GOT IT WRONG. Not horribly, terribly wrong, 
but just not quite right enough. And so the 959, once the 
world’s fastest road-legal production car, and theoretically the 
greatest-ever iteration of the 911, isn’t generally regarded as, 
well, the greatest-ever iteration of the 911. 

Why not? Because Porsche tried to make the 959 too good, 
but then cut development before it was as good as it should 
have been. Developed partly as an exercise to see how far the rear-engined 
layout of the 911 could be taken, and eventually released to customers in 
1987, the 959 ended up with aluminium and composite panels on a steel 


shell, torque-adjusting four-wheel drive, speed-sensitive height-adjustable 


suspension, improved aerodynami 
flat-six that used water-cooled cylir

electronic engine management, to produce 444bhp and 369lb ft of torque. 
The result was a true supercar capable (in Sport form) of reaching 60mph 
from rest in 3.7 seconds and a top speed of 197mph. The Gruppe B — the 
competition car that spawned the road car — was never given a chance to 
prove itself in the planned Group B racing series, because only Porsche and 
Ferrari actually built viable contenders, but one finished seventh overall and 
won its class in the 1986 Le Mans, while clever (and rather unlikely) 
development turned it into one of the all-time great rally cars, resulting in

first and second on the 1986 Paris-Dakar, in Rothmans livery. 

There were problems, though. The 959 was never approved 
for the crucial North American market, and niggling flaws in 
the 959’s design took the edge off ownership for those who'd 
paid the £150,000 asking price. Still, as the 959 is rightly revered 
as a collector’s item, with just 263 built, not all current owners 
are too worried about that — but if they are, there’s a holy grail 
of 959 development, and that’s what we’re here to see. 

This is where we introduce the main protaganist in this story, race driver 
Bruce Canepa — a veteran of the 24 Hours of Daytona, Pikes Peak, Laguna 
Seca and much more, mostly in Porsches. He co-drove the famous MOMO 
team Porsche 935 with Gianpiero Moretti, and the March GTP ground effects 
prototype with Bobby Rahal and Jim Trueman. He also drove a 7-ton race 
truck up the Pikes Peak hillclimb in 13min 57sec, a record that still holds 
today. Now he competes in historic racing. 

Bruce is also CEO of Canepa, a massive automotive company in Scotts 
Valley, California, that restores, maintains, builds and re-engineers everything 
from historic race cars to scratch-built hot rods. Back in 1987 Bruce bought a 
959 but was unable to bring it into the USA due to crash test and emissions 
laws. Microsoft’s Bill Gates and Paul Allen did the same, and the three of 
them hired a law firm to pass a bill that would allow cars of special interest 
into the States on a ‘Show and Display’ basis — a landmark ruling.

But, of course, once he’d finally got his 959, Bruce found there were certain 
shortcomings caused by the lack of development time that he wanted to 
rectify. ‘Once Porsche got the 959 into production they realised that they 
would be losing money on the car, and then cut off development,’ explains 
Bruce. Where this shows is in the detail: the clutch is heavy, the heater and 
air-con switches tend to fail, the oil pump is prone to leaks. But it was obvious 
that the basics were really strong, and that was even more frustrating to Bruce 
because he could see there was so much potential for higher performance — 
and he wanted to drive it for more than just ‘show and display’. 

The 959’s engine, based on the 911 flat-six of the time, had first been 
developed for the ‘Moby Dick’ 985 race car, then further developed for 
Porsche's short-lived Indy car project, before being tweaked to comply with 
Group B racing. It used water-cooled four-valve cylinder heads on top of the 
more recognisable air-cooled block and was built to 2850cc, rather than the 
usual 3.2 litres of contemporary 911 engines, to keep it within Group B rules 
(which stipulated a maximum 4-litre capacity but imposed a multiplication 
factor of 1.4 for turbocharged engines). 

‘The 959 road car runs what is basically a race engine,’ confirms Bruce. 
‘Because of that it’s hard to get emissions legal, but I wanted a car that would 
meet California and Federal emissions standards. We tried EGR [exhaust gas 
recirculation] and cats but that lost us 100bhp — some people tried the same 
and lost 150-200bhp! We realised it was going to need serious development. 

‘Porsche worked with us, especially with the sequential turbos. We found 
the engine didn’t get to full boost until 3700rpm. The first turbo would boost 
up, then bleed air to the second turbo, which would stall the first turbo 
causing a drop-off of about 100bhp, then it would start all over again. We 
spoke to the guys at Weissach [Porsche factory] and they just laughed and 
said “Yes, we never did that again!” 

It’s easy to understand the thinking back then, though, because the first- 
generation 911 Turbo had developed a fearsome reputation, coming into 
boost with a bang (after a frustrating lag) and gaining a name for sending 
heavy-footed owners off the road mid-corner, usually backwards. 

Turbo technology moved on and the lag was reduced, but a sequential 
set-up, coupled with unusually sophisticated engine management systems 
for the time, seemed to be a way of overcoming the lag problem altogether. 
Of course, since the 1980s turbo technology has evolved still further, and the 
Canepa team decided to use this to its advantage, switching to a conventional 
twin-turbo set-up but using state-of-the-art Garrett ‘Disco Potato’ ballbearing 
turbos. (Not heard of the Disco Potato? It was a Nissan Sentra race car, 
painted in a pyschedelic brown, which ran a new design of compact 
turbocharger, using a ballbearing cartridge that gave much greater reliability 
and responsiveness, for reduced turbo lag.) To the twin turbos, Canepa 
added redesigned wastegates with special diaphragms from TiAL Sport, and 
titanium heat shields. 

To complement this new set up, the cam timing was optimised, new intake 
runners matched to K&N air filters, the fuel system upgraded, and modern 
engine management fitted. The engine wiring was replaced, using Formula 1

specification harnesses, plus new sensors, connectors and 


What! Well over 200mph? I have to ask Bruce for the 


shielding and a new high-output ignition system - 369 new 
components in all! Add to that a new stainless steel exhaust, 
using original Porsche catalytic convertors and a bypass valve 
to allow a more aggressive note controlled by a switch on the 
dashboard, and you can see how extensive the redevelopment 
was. The finishing touch to the powertrain is a new clutch 
assembly for better feel, using a redesigned pedal mechanism 
and improved pressure plate. 

Bruce has chosen to give the first demonstration of just how 
well all this works, trundling smoothly out of the built-up 
areas around the Canepa HQ and then gunning it down a 
sharply curved slip-road onto the highway. He’s taking no 
prisoners, while in the passenger seat I’m doing my best to 
peel my face off the side window. It’s not just the sheer 
acceleration that’s impressive but the grip — the phenomenal 
grip — and the way it sticks to its line regardless of the bumps. 

This particular 959 is one of only 29 Sport models built, so 
it doesn’t have the height-adjustable suspension of the

schoolboy figures. He knows them off by heart, of course: 
0-60mph in 2.9 seconds, top speed of 222mph, 640bhp, 580Ib ft 
of torque. There’s a short pause while I take that in. 

Later, when Bruce has had his fun in the 959, we drop him 
off back at HQ and head out to the canyon roads. The tarmac 
is rough and the sun is now beating down mercilessly, but 
the 959 is unfazed and we make swift progress — with the 
exhaust bypass valve in ‘quiet’ mode, this is an incredibly 
civilised machine, riding the bumps, cruising effortlessly at 
high speed and reacting to every driver input, yet providing 
neck-straining acceleration and grin-fixing thrills on demand. 
What a machine! 

It’s reckoned every Porsche 959 was sold for just half of 
what it cost to build, but the technology developed for it can 
be credited for the against-the-odds survival of the 911, 
proving that the eccentric rear-engined layout could be made 
to work — and 20 years on we know the 911 is still a force 
to be reckoned with. 


Komfort model (‘a marketing gimmick’ says Bruce), but all 

959s have a double wishbone set-up, totally different from the 

911’s. In fact, Canepa strips out the Komfort model’s suspension and — to 
both Sport and Komfort — fits a modified version of the Sport’s much simpler 
coilover suspension, using titanium springs and dampers, built in-house 
with three-way valves to Canepa’s specification. That cuts 70kg from the 
Komfort, much of it in crucial unsprung weight, which helps with the 
Canepa car’s remarkable composure, as do modern-specification Z-rated 
Michelins (Canepa modifies the 959’s magnesium 17in wheels to take 
conventional tyres in place of the original runflats). 

‘Tt just squats, rips, grips and goes!’ grins Bruce as we catapult down the 
highway at such ridiculous speed that the fortunately sparse traffic seems 
to be travelling in reverse. ‘It really is the most manageable car in the world. 
It’s totally stable at well over 200mph.’ 
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The Canepa cars only demonstrate how good the 959 was 

in the first place. Sure, had Porsche stuck with the development 

a little longer, it would have produced an even better machine, but it’s the 

application of more modern turbocharging, fuelling and engine management 

technology — as well as some really thoughtful engineering — that’s made the 
Canepa 959 such an improvement on the original. 

Sometimes, with a car as rare as a 959, it’s best to stay away from 
modifications; but in this case the changes simply show what the 959 should 
always have been capable of, and really add to the driving experience. If I 
had any doubts, they were dispelled every time the 959 accelerated, the flat- 
six spinning-up fast, the tyres gripping hard, and the landscape passing by at 
warpspeed. The greatest-ever iteration of the 911? Could be.

The list of extraordinary designers, 
builders, engineers, painters, self-publicists and 
racers is long and fascinating. Yet the name that is 
perhaps least known, of this select band of 
brothers, belongs to a man whose career has 
arguably been the most varied and the most 
colourful. That man is Dean Jeffries. 

Another list: James Garner; Steve McQueen; 
Elvis; Jayne Mansfield. Jeffries’ friends and clients 
make up a Hollywood roll call. Yet his exploits 
run wider and deeper than a script writer could 
conjure: did he really build one of the world’s 
most famous customs from a 1939 Maserati 8CTF 
Grand Prix chassis? Was he really given Ford 
GT40 no. 109 by Jacques Passino (head of Ford’s 
racing programmes)? For free? Yes, on all counts. 

Dean Jeffries’ workshop perches on the edge of 
the Hollywood Freeway. It’s a prime piece of Los 
Angeles real estate and it’s been Jeffries’ home- 
from-home since the mid-1960s. He’s been offered 
many millions of dollars for this parcel of the 
world but he’s turned down every dime. Money 
and fame are not his motivators. He enjoys his 
shop and it’s where he’s staying. 

From the outside Jeffries’ HQ looks slightly 
incongruous. Once it sat comfortably in its 
surroundings, but the world outside the door has 
rebranded itself several times over. The freeway 


traffic roars relentlessly, Prius drivers juggling 
iPhones where once people tugged on Marlboros 
at the wheels of their Falcons and Impalas. 

Yet step through the workshop doors and all is 
calm. The hiss of Goodyears on blacktop drifts 
away to nothing as the cavernous interior of 
Jeffries’ world opens up and draws you forward. 
Unlike many of his contemporaries he has 
managed to hold on to the highlights of his career. 
To the left is the Maserati-based Mantaray custom, 
to the right Jeffries’ GT40 (one of only four 
roadsters built). 

Jeffries himself is a ball of energy with a smile 
a mile wide. Born in Lynwood, California, on 
25 February 1933, he was the second of three 
children. ‘When I was a kid my dad was a 
mechanic and truck driver, he says as he settles 
onto a stool in the middle of his workshop. Jeffries 
never took to school, something that still bothers 
him to this day. ‘Through my dad I would work 
on cars. But I didn’t like all the greasy engine 
work, which is why I learnt how to design. 
I always preferred to draw rather than read. That 
helped me understand and learn.’ 

In addition to his truck driving and general 
auto mechanics, Jeffries’ dad also spent his nights 
and weekends working on midget racers at tracks 
such as Ascot Park and Lynwood. And this is 
where Dean first got his taste for the races. He 
grew up across the street from 1952 Indy 500 
winner Troy Ruttman. 


Following high school Dean found himself in 
the Army and was sent to Germany, where his 
love of drawing and design saw him made a 
mapmaker. And his good fortune continued when 
he met and befriended a German gentleman who 
painted stripes on furniture and pianos. Such was 
Jeffries’ introduction to custom painting. 

Back in California and out of the Army he took 
a job in a machine shop, learning how to use 
lathes and milling machines. His custom skill-set 
was on the rise and he was keen to keep it that 
way. Enter Kenneth ‘Von Dutch’ Howard: ‘I knew 
Kenny from school and he was there in Compton 
and I was in Lynwood. The same area. A bad area 
now. He started to do pin-striping and I learned 
through him; it was a big thing at the time.’ 

Pin-striping gave Jeffries his start in business, 
and his rapidly rising star soon attracted the 
attention of customiser George Barris. Barris 
talked Jeffries into relocating next door to his shop 
and the arrangement worked well for a long time. 
Dean would paint the cars that came out of 
Barris’s shop, many of which were then featured 
in magazines. And it was during this Barris 
period that Jeffries’ good-natured tenacity and 
enthusiasm began to attract the great and the 
good of Hollywood, James Dean included. 

‘It didn’t seem like such a big deal at the time,’ 
he says. ‘I usually met James at the racetrack. He 
liked sports cars and so did I.’ Back then Jeffries 
had a Porsche and James Dean had a 550 Spyder. > 
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One day Jeffries overheard Dean refer to himself 
as a ‘little bastard’. Jeffries offered to paint the 
slogan on the Spyder along with the number 130. 
A couple of weeks later James Dean crashed it. 

Jeffries and Barris have long had a fraught 
relationship; the cracks appeared when Barris’s 
workshop burned down in 1957. Jeffries was 
across the street having a bite to eat when the 
blaze started and rushed over. Despite warnings 
from fire crews he went into the building to rescue 
his girlfriend’s '56 Chevy — the only car to escape 
as the shop burned down. But the issues between 
the two go deeper. Jeffries asserts that Barris 
claimed credit for building cars he had created, 
most notable of which is the Monkeemobile. The 
feud has been ongoing for 40 years. 

Following the fire Jeffries decamped to 
Hollywood and set up shop on Sunset Boulevard, 
then in Hollywood itself before winding up on 
Cahuenga Boulevard, where he remains. It was 
this decision to relocate that saw Dean Jeffries’ 
career take off. Enter one Carroll Shelby. 

The financially challenged Shelby built the first 
Cobra prototype — CSX 2000 — in 1962. The car was 
put together in Dean Moon’s hot rod shop. ‘Shelby 
dreamed up that car and put it together with two 
or three other guys,’ says Dean. ‘It turned out to 
be one hell of a car. Shelby was trying to tie up 
deals at the time but he only had one car, and he 
had to get that car to Detroit to show it to Ford to 
secure his engine deal. He told me he wanted the 
body to be the best it could be and that I could 
pick out the colour. So I said pear! yellow. But he 
couldn’t pay me, he had no money. 

‘The car was pretty rough, the whole body was 
crude. But it ran and I mean like a son of a gun. So 
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I got it painted up real nice. At that time Shelby 
had a shitty old trailer and a station wagon that 
was just as beat. We loaded up the Cobra and off 
he went to Detroit. Well he got there and it just 
knocked the socks off everybody. This car really 
worked. So light and powerful, and it functioned. 

‘After the trip he called me and said: “Anything 
you need just holler and I'll get it for you.” Our 
friendship is there to this day.’ 

Since his start with Von Dutch and Barris, Dean 
craved recognition as one of the best car stylists 
and builders. But how to do it? The answer came 
on a trip to Seattle. From his hotel window Dean 
could see the ocean and in it a manta ray. ‘I 
wanted to come up with something that nobody 
had done,’ says Jeffries, ‘and the key to that was 
a non-symmetrical design.’ 

Taking his design cues from that fish, Jeffries 
needed a base vehicle. But not just any base 
vehicle. He chose a 1939 Maserati 8CTF Grand 
Prix car. ‘My ex father-in-law shipped two 8CTFs 
from Europe to the States. He raced them a few 
times but they weren’t powerful enough, so they 
just sat in his backyard with weeds growing 
through them. I said I could make something out 
of these cars and he let me take them.’ 

Jeffries stripped the Maseratis and used the 
chassis, suspension and brakes, building a 
birdcage-like substructure out of “%in tubing on 
which to hang aluminium body panels. Carroll 
Shelby supplied the 289ci Ford V8 and T-10 four- 
speed transmission, and the Mantaray won at the 
1964 Oakland Roadster show and sealed Jeffries’ 
reputation as a genuine player. 

Despite his success with hot rods and customs, 
what is dearest to Dean Jeffries’ heart is racing.

One of his earliest visits to Indy was in 1952 with 
Troy Ruttman and it wasn’t long before Jeffries 
started to pinstripe and letter Indy cars. In fact it 
wasn’t long before teams would bring their cars to 
the track unpainted. ‘I got $200 per car!’ exclaims 
Dean. “$25 and I would have been happy.’ 

His workshop was a garage right there on 
Gasoline Alley and so in demand were his skills 
that one year he painted 22 cars of a 33-car field. 
Among those he painted over the years in 
Gasoline Alley was AJ Foyt’s Indy-winning 1961 
Trevis Roadster. But it was another Jeffries / Foyt 
endeavour that wrought one of his signature cars. 

‘was doing some wind-tunnel testing with AJ 
Foyt at Ford’s Detroit facility,’ says Dean. ‘I was 
wandering around and I found a GT40 roadster in 
storage. Well I asked Jacques Passino if I could 
buy it. He told me I didn’t want a roadster and 
that I would be far better off with a coupé. I 
wanted something different and so he said “Just 
take it”. He then said I should also take whatever 
parts I might need. I got a couple of four-cam 
255ci Indy car engines and a 427ci V8. 


‘I've been offered $10,000,000 for it, and many 
people have talked to me about buying the 
running gear from the Mantaray. But I’m not 
going to tear that car apart. I don’t care whether it 
is worth $5 or $50,000,000, it stays the way it is.’ 

For many, a life of racing and groundbreaking 
customs would have been more than enough, but 
Jeffries had a third, equally impressive dimension 
to his career: movie cars. His credits include Death 
Race 2000 (1975), Romancing the Stone (1984), 
Who Framed Roger Rabbit (1988) and Diamonds 
Are Forever (1971), for which he built the moon 
buggy. ‘We filmed that out in Las Vegas. They 
asked me to build the vehicle, ship it out there and 
stay throughout filming to make sure it was OK. 

‘Well, they had these fibreglass and magnesium 
wheels that came from the military and they 
wanted them putting on. The wheels were curved 
like a cup. They worked fine in the desert until 
you really got going and then the buggy just got 
sucked down. These wheels were $6000 apiece.’ 

To fix the problem Dean loaded up the moon 
buggy, drove back to Hollywood, built a new set 
of wheels and was back on set within a week. 

‘Yd never worked on a film that big before,’ he 
smiles as he hands me a framed picture of him at 
work on the buggy, complete with that first set of 
cup-shaped wheels. ‘And Sean Connery was a 
super-nice guy. The whole movie was really neat.’ 

Sitting here in Jeffries’ Cahuenga Boulevard 
workshop, it would be so easy to see it as a piece 
of history, a museum. But it isn’t. This is a vital, 
living place. Dean comes here every day to work 
on his projects, to design and build. He’s not 
interested in money and fame. It’s the cars he 
loves, and the people that go with them. 
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Dean Jeffries is not professionally associated with Chopard 
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T WOULD BE FAIR to say that things aren’t going 
entirely to plan. Chuntering behind, the camera car 
has taken its toll on both our Ferrari and its pilot. As 
of right now, the only emotion the 250LM manages to 
engender is frustration, the cabin being triple-digit 
hot as the starter is thumbed and pedals are danced 
on.

is buried, relief and joy coalescing as 
bellow from the purebred V12 intensifies. 
to mild annoyance at the comedy ergo 
old-school supercar experience, then. 
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It holds true in broad outline that Lamborghini invented 
the supercar. The term was coined for the Miura, after all. As 
legend paints it, Ferrari concluded that there was little to be 
gained in striving to push things forward compared with 
serving the here and now; hence it fired back — eventually — 
with the altogether more conventional 365GTB /4 ‘Daytona’. 
Blazing trails is an easy way to get burned, as those upstarts 
in Sant’ Agata discovered. 

Except, as we all know by rote, the media were quick to 


heap scorn on Ferrari for not shooting for the stars and 


following Lamborghini's lead with a mid-engined, multi- 
cylinder blunt instrument of its own. That would have to 
wait for the 365GT4 BB, which arrived in production-ready 


form in 1973, by which time Lamborghini had already 
uprooted the goalposts with the Countach. Ferrari had 
missed the zeitgeist - again. 

Well, that’s one theory. Leaving aside the fact that the 
Miura wasn’t the first supercar in the accepted sense (the 
short-lived ATS 2500GT preceded it by two years), Ferrari 
had already beaten it to the punch. It’s just that few took the 
firm’s claims that the 250LM was a road car seriously. There 
was every reason to be sceptical, yet the example you see 
here spent its early life cruising The Strip in Las Vegas 
instead of blasting down the Hunaudieres straight. 

Launched at the 50th anniversary Paris Automobile Show 
in October 1963, the 250LM was beyond exotic, Road & 


Track’s Henry Manney III reporting: ‘Casting a sidewise look 
over his shoulder at the ATS coupé, [Ferrari] got Pininfarina 
to clap a dish-cover body on the 250P Le Mans winner and 
ecco! A 250LM for Le Mans. This is to replace the normally 
disposed 250GTO of sainted memory... Performance figures 
are, of course, shattering, but there is no reason that they 
shouldn’t be.’ The factory estimated a top speed in excess of 
180mph, not that independent road testers would be allowed 
anywhere near this brave new world. 

Powered by a dry-sumped, all-alloy 2953cc (ultimately 
3286cc) V12 with Testa Rossa ‘heads, and with a five-speed 
close-ratio transmission, the LM’s front and rear ends were 
suspended by double wishbones and coils, while favoured

least the CSI - that the

styling house Pininfarina provided the outline and Scaglietti 
crafted the bodyshells. And Ferrari did its level best to 
persuade everyone — not least the Commission Sportive 
Internationale (CSI) organising body — that the 250LM was a 
GT car, despite it being in essence a 250P sports-racer with a 
roof; this being the same model that won the Le Mans 24 
Hours outright in 1963. The 250GTO was still the dominant 
force in its class, but the Shelby Cobra was clearly a major 
threat so Ferrari needed a new weapon in its arsenal. There 
was, however, one rather obvious obstacle to overcome: in 
order for the 250LM to be eligible for the GT category, a 
manufacturer needed to prove that a minimum number of 
cars had been constructed — 100 cars, to be precise. 

Ferrari was a past master when it came to homologation 
chicanery, having already hoodwinked the CSI over the 
250GTO’s eligibility. So certain was I] Commendatore that 
his new car would be rubberstamped that 250LMs bore odd- 
numbered chassis tags — in Ferrari-speak, that meant road 
cars; even numbers being allocated to racers. Except this time 
the CSI saw through the smoke-and-mirrors act and refused 
to sanction it: the 250LM would have to race as a sports- 
prototype. The homologation saga raged into 1964, during 
which time Enzo had one of his customary hissy fits and 
withdrew the factory team from the US and Mexican Grands 
Prix which rounded out that year’s Formula 1 season. It 
would prove a hollow gesture, as the firm’s close ally NART 
(North American Racing Team) fielded cars by proxy. 

The 250LM was simply too heavy to run up front 
competitively, success being largely confined to local sprint 
races and Continental hillclimbs. That said, the 250LM did 
famously win the Le Mans 24 Hours in 1965 (see separate 
story), this victory being of the against-all-odds variety. 
While the CSI would in time relent and recertify the model, 
it never was the class benchmark Enzo envisaged. But see 
past all the pretext and subterfuge, and you could legitimately 
claim that the 250LM was a pioneering supercar. 

The example here — chassis ‘6045’ and the 19th of 32 cars 
made — was bought new in 1965 by Reno casino magnate Bill 
Harrah. A renowned car collector, the seven-times married 
billionaire was a long-time cheerleader of Italian exotica, 
owning among others a 410 Superamerica and a Ferrari V12- 
engined Jeep Wagoneer. Harrah retained the LM until April 
1966, by which time it had covered all of 800 miles — and 
none of them was racked up trackside. Fast forward to 1969 
and its second owner, Dr Hart Isaacs of Beverley Hills, was 
involved in a road-traffic accident. One of the centrally 
mounted fuel tanks ruptured and the car caught fire thanks 
to a stray cigarette, damage being largely limited to one side. 


As is so often the way with cars of this ilk, the story then 
gets rather convoluted. The abridged version is this: in 1971 
the LM went under the hammer at an insurance auction. It 
was acquired by Donald Simpson of Bellflower, California, 
following a tip-off by collector and historian Ron Kellogg, 
and was then partially dismantled while a replacement body 
was fashioned out of glassfibre. In 1972, Kellogg took over 
the project, but a year later the engine was sold to 250GTO 
owner Dr Stuart Baumgard; the chassis, transaxle, wheels 
and body passing to Dr Hamilton Kelly as spares for his LM, 
chassis 6023. Except that when he collected the frame, it 
proved too long to fit onto his truck’s flatbed — so part of the 
rear portion was sawn off until it did. Crucially, the severed 
section included the chassis identification number. 

And it’s at this juncture that the narrative becomes even 
more tortuous. Kelly sold the largely complete chassis to 
college professors and arch-Ferrari restorers Charles Betz 
and Fred Rodgers, who in 1980 moved it on to Lancia works 
driver Giorgio Schén via an Italian dealer. He in turn had the 
chassis inspected by Gaetano Florini of Ferrari’s Assistenza 
Clienti department who confirmed it was original. Legendary 
fabricator William ‘The Plumber’ Vaccari, whose firm had 
made the spaceframe first time around, was then employed 
to restore it, Schén selling the completed item to Swiss broker 
Ulrich Guggisberg, who had coachbuilders Franco Bacchelli 
and Roberto Villa of Carrozzeria AutoSport hammer out a 
new body while also sourcing a period-correct engine 
(possibly from a 250P). The completed car then pinballed 
between Japan and the US before arriving with a client of DK 
Engineering in the UK in 2007. 

However, it had picked up a doppelganger along the way, 
a second car being created in the USA around the small 
section of framework which had been hacked off the original 
6045 more than a decade earlier. Into this was inserted the 
V12 from 6045. This replica was then sold to an enthusiast in 
Arizona. So there were now two cars: one with the original 
chassis minus the factory stamp and original engine, and a 
facsimile which shared its identity and had the period unit. 

Not content to let things end there, DK Engineering 
acquired the ‘other’ LM, removed the V12 and dismantled 
the car. In September 2011, the engine was reunited with the 
original chassis some 38 years after they had parted. The 
car’s owner has since invited Ferrari Classiche to carry out 
the transfer of the last remaining part of the frame — along 
with the correct serial number — from the replica structure to 
the original item. 

The restored and reconfigured 6045 has belatedly found

its way trackside, too, with appearances at the Goodwood >

Revival Meeting and Le Mans Legends, among other events. 
However, it is still a road car (sort of) and a compelling one 
at that. What you tend to forget about the 250LM is just how 
small it is, at least by modern-day standards. It marked 
Pininfarina’s first attempt at clothing a mid-engined 
production car, even if was to all intents and purposes a 
sham one. In period, some commentators were averse to the 
cab-forward cockpit, short snout and long tail proportions. 
But then Pininfarina’s hand was forced somewhat by the 
acreage of engine and gearbox which dominate the car’s 
layout. However, when viewed today, the LM is rightly 
considered a work of artistry. The days of coachbuilders 
shaping racing cars was drawing to a close after all, sports- 
prototypes in time becoming more mathematically geometric 
than curvy, while Borrani wires would soon make way for 
wider, cast magnesium wheels. 

The LM is, however, a pig to get into, to the extent that you 
wonder how quick driver changes were ever possible. You 
have to unnaturally stoop and contort your legs until you’ve 
cleared the huge Nardi tiller. Once in, the curved windscreen 
offers an uninterrupted panoramic view, but you're very 
much aware of being seated far forward and with your feet 
well ahead of the front axle line. Trim is basic, as is to be 
expected, while the main instruments — large Veglia tacho 
flanked by smaller oil and water gauges either side — are 
housed in a binnacle partially visible from behind the wood- 
rim wheel, with minor gauges mounted to the right, just 
above the next-to-useless parking brake. 

And then the good bit. Push in and turn the ignition key 
and there’s a clack-clack-clack from the fuel pumps — then 
you press the starter button. What follows is a brief whir 
followed by a noise that, from a distance, probably sounds 
like the end of days. Loud doesn’t come near to describing it 
and, having adopted a lower, more manly tenor, you feel 
compelled to tell anyone within earshot who can still hear 
that the 250LM is simply the greatest thing ever. 

The clutch isn’t as heavy as expected, but the non-synchro 
"box requires you to double-declutch on the way up and 
down the gears. The five-speeder here features factory 
internals — the whole car being very much period-spec, the 
change from first to second a mite clunky, but once within 
the ‘H’ of the H-gate it snicks between cogs with precision. 
That said, let the revs drop and they will graunch in protest. 
You simply cannot drive the LM slowly, cleanly — it won’t let 
you. The rack-and-pinion steering is also much lighter than 
you might imagine. There is a degree of nervousness from 
the front end at lower speeds, the nose darting ever so 
slightly, but this all but disappears at higher velocities. Push >

harder into tighter turns and there’s mild understeer, but 
some way south of ten-tenths the handling inspires 
confidence. It merely demands a heightened degree of co- 
ordination from the driver than is customary with most 
supercars, even those from the Jurassic era. 

But it’s the engine that dominates the LM experience. The 
car weighs only 850kg, but packs 320bhp. Period figures 
quote a 0-100mph time of 12sec so acceleration is mighty; 
certainly enough to give a 458 Italia a scare during our shoot. 
With revs comes thrust, and once up and moving you're 
never left wanting. It’s heady, addictive stuff. But you are 
also mindful of the many shortcomings for what is 
purportedly a road car. Leaving aside the fact that it slow- 
bakes its occupants, the gearlever rests on the passenger’s 
right thigh and the ride quality is of the molar-rattling 
variety. But it is, whisper it, a racing car... 

In so many ways the 250LM isn’t far removed from the 
many homologation specials that have appeared in recent 
years. And while it doesn’t have the same road manners of, 
say, a Ford GT40, it ticks all the right boxes for looks, 
performance and pedigree. Ferrari may have played the 
road-car card for the sake of convenience, but the LM really 
is a supercar in the literal sense. It might have aged a little, 
but it certainly hasn’t diminished.

Against all odds 


When a Ferrari 250LM won the 1965 Le Mans 24 Hours, 
it wasn’t without controversy — to this day, there are 
questions about whether a third driver helped it to victory

THE 1965 LE MANS 24 HOURS has long since 
passed into legend. It’s a story of how a privateer 
team upheld Ferrari’s honour as Ford’s big- 
money bid foundered; of alleged sleight-of-hand 
trickery which contributed towards an upset 
win that surprised everyone, not least those 
receiving the garlands. Except when you scrape 
away the mythology, not all of what’s left is 
factually compatible with the truth. 

Or at least the truth as we know it. The build-up 
to the 1965 running of the Quatre-Vingt Heures 
du Mans was not without incident, American 
Lloyd ‘Lucky’ Casner crashing fatally during the 
April test weekend. Tommy Spychiger had been 
the fastest Ferrari runner aboard the Scuderia 
Filipinetti 365 P2, only to be decapitated that same 
month after crashing out of the Monza 1000km. 
Come the race itself, it would be Phil Hill on pole 
— by five seconds — aboard his Ford GT40 MkII, 
while aft of more fancied hardware were five 
250LMs fielded by various entrants. They would 
at best contribute covering fire, logic suggested, 
and fastest among them was the North American 
Racing Team’s car driven by Masten Gregory and 
Jochen Rindt. 

Luigi Chinetti’s squad had hedged its bets by 
also running a 365 P2 for Pedro Rodriguez and 
Nino Vaccarella, but predictably it would be the 
GT40 army leading the charge come 4pm on 
Saturday, 19 June 1965. However, it wouldn't last, 
a transmission problem blighting the Ford 
challenge: Ferraris would blanket the top six 
positions as darkness fell, with the NART 250LM 
running in third by the early hours of Sunday. 

Come midday, just 14 of the 51 starters were 
still lapping, with the Franco-Belgian partnership 
of Pierre Dumay and Gustave Gosselin seemingly 
on target to take a fairy-tale win. The factory 
challenge from Maranello had now faded and the 
NART 250LM was running second, with Rindt 
lapping faster than Dumay. And then the leader’s 
luck took a tumble: Dumay somehow managed to 
control his car as it picked up a puncture while 
travelling flat-chat down the Mulsanne Straight, 
but five laps were lost effecting repairs. There was 
no way the deficit could be overcome so Rindt 
and Gregory emerged triumphant, Chinetti 
adding a win as an entrant to the three he had 
famously garnered as a driver. 

However, the race has since taken on a 
credibility-stretching life of its own. Nowadays 
the 24 Hours is a flat-out sprint to the chequer, but 
back then cars tended to be nursed, coaxed and 
cajoled into completing the distance —- and the 
250LM’s transmission was a notoriously weak 
link. Some state as gospel that Rindt and Gregory 
fully expected their car to retire early, so chose to 
thrash it as there was little point in prolonging the 
inevitable. An additional aura of intrigue also 
surrounds talk of a third, unheralded American 
taking to the wheel of the winning car. Experienced 
sports car driver Ed Hugus claimed in later 
years that he had picked up the slack during a 
night-time stint, his involvement being glossed 
over because it would have led to the car’s 
disqualification. Hugus was not one for self- 
promotion, according to many _ respected 
historians who knew him, but his precise role in 
NART’s victory remains a much-gnawed upon 
bone of contention to those who didn’t. 


Save for Hugus’ own testimony, there is nothing 
other than the slenderest of anecdotal evidence to 
suggest that he drove. Nonetheless, some authors 
appear to accept his account, with one renowned 
masterwork stating his version as fact. 

Luigi Chinetti Jr, who was part of the NART 
team that year, offers some potent opinions: ‘It’s 
hard to believe’ he says. ‘First of all, talk of 
Gregory and Rindt wanting to break the car 
makes no sense. Had he suspected as much, Dad 
would have broken their asses. Masten had driven 
for us on several prior occasions and I knew he 
wanted to win at Le Mans. You have to remember 
just how big the 24 Hours was back then. I mean, 
it’s big now, but in the 1960s it was one of the three 
races a driver wanted on their resumé, along with 
the Indy 500 and the Monaco Grand Prix. To 
suggest that they just wanted to go home early 
makes no sense to me. 

‘That said, our car was the runt of the litter: the 
250LM’s gearbox was always an issue, but those 
guys kept the car alive for 24 hours which shows 
their commitment. As for Hugus driving the LM, 
I don’t remember seeing him in the car at all. In 
the many hours I spent there [the pits] I never saw 
him wearing race overalls or looking like he had 
just driven. As I remember it, he was there to help 
manage the team. Dad never talked about Hugus 
driving, even in private, nor do I recall anyone 
else mentioning it for that matter. You know, 
anything is possible, but I think Dad would have 
said something. 

‘As for Hugus taking over because Masten 
didn’t want to drive at night... Sure, he wore 
glasses, but he’d raced after dark on several other 
occasions. I shared a Daytona with him at Le 
Mans in 1972 and, while it perhaps wasn’t as 
quick as the 250LM, there wasn’t much in it — it 
was still pretty damn fast. During that race 
Masten never once complained about his eyesight 
or having to drive at night. It just wasn’t an issue.’ 

A lack of proof doesn’t mean something didn’t 
happen, but without corroboration you have to 
question the legend surrounding ‘The Third Man’ 
and his role in NART’s victory. But what is really 
telling isn’t so much that the 250LM triumphed at 
Le Mans in 1965, more that Ferrari hasn’t won 
there since.

MGB IN 
RALLYING 


HAD PADDY HOPKIRK and Henry 
Liddon not sensationally won the 1964 
Monte Carlo Rally in a 1071cc Morris 
Mini-Cooper S, the reputation of the 
MGB as a rally car would undoubtedly 
have been better known. Instead, the 
outstanding performance of Donald and 
Erle Morley in bringing their works MGB 
home to outright victory in the GT category was almost 
overlooked in the Mini mania that followed. 

Yet the achievement of the Norfolk farming twins — in an 
event whose equivalence formula seriously disadvantaged 
the GT competitors — must be rated among their all-time 
great drives, against a field that included Ford Falcons, 
Mercedes-Benz, Saab and Volvo, all contenders for outright 
victory. The MGB had reached Monte Carlo unpenalised 
from the Oslo start and acquitted itself well on the special 
stages and the thrash around the Grand Prix circuit to finish 
17th overall -— that would have been fifth place on scratch. 

The Morleys regarded the MGB highly, describing it as 
‘lovely to drive, comfortable, spacious and very forgiving’, 
and a complete contrast to the rugged Big Healey that had 
brought them so much success. However, the MGB was not 
regarded as a front-line rally car by BMC ‘Comps’, the 
emphasis being on the Mini-Coopers and, to a lesser 
extent, the Healey. It made its rally debut in the 1963 Tour 
de France in the hands of Andrew Hedges and John 
Sprinzel, where its strong performance only ended when 
Hedges fell asleep at the wheel... 

Further 1964 appearances in the Scottish Rally, the Tour 
de France, the Spa-Sofia-Liége and RAC Rally failed to 
repeat the Monte success. 1965 saw a class third for 
Andrew Hedges and Jack Scott on the Nordrhein-Westfalen 
Rally, while the 1966 Monte marked the MGB's final rally 
appearance; sadly, the Tony Fall/Ron Crellin car, which was 
on course for a GT class win, had to retire when an oil 
cooler pipe chafed through on the steering column.

HE CONVENTIONAL wisdom that 

Germany’s Grand Prix dominance of 

the 1930s flowed directly from the 

Propaganda Ministry’s chequebook 
might come complete with satisfying moral high 
ground, but I still ain’t buyin’ it. Granted, it takes 
money to win races; it nonetheless also takes more 
than money alone, and besides, state funding was 
the barest of patches on the actual outlay. In reality 
it was, as always, the talent that mattered, and 
while Auto Union engineer Dr Robert Eberan von 
Eberhorst may never have received the plaudits 
given to some other stars of Team Deutschland, in 
the long run he would prove to be the true motor 
sport visionary of the entire lot. 

He wasn’t, however, what you'd call totally 
besotted with motor racing. He didn’t flourish 
like Neubauer, throwing his hat in celebration 
under the victorious wheels; in fact, he often 
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avoided races. Nor was he an Uhlenhaut-ish 
super-engineer/test driver, although he once 
nearly broke his back in an Alfa GP car at the 
‘Ring trying to be. He never exhibited any 
particular racing fixation at all, beyond some 
motorcycle hillclimbing during his schooldays 
and a general desire to see his efforts succeed. 
Eberan was rather by temperament and 
intellect a natural research scientist, and it was an 
academic position that led to his first serious 
motor sport involvement. Born in Vienna in 1902 
to, as the name implies, a family of aristocratic 
roots (he would later swap the ‘von’ for a less 
patrician hyphen, becoming Robert Eberan- 
Eberhorst), he earned his engineering master’s 
degree in 1927 and moved to Dresden Technical 
University as an automotive research assistant 
and PhD candidate. In 1933, Ferdinand Porsche 
headhunted him for the Auto Union GP project. 


Robert Eberard von 
Eberhorst lost the ‘von’ but 
never the plot: he’s best 
remembered for his work 
with the Auto Union racers, 
but also pioneered data 
logging and race simulation. 


He became the development engineer who 
turned Porsche’s ideas into workable solutions. It 
was Eberan, for instance, who added side skirts 
and belly-pans to the Auto Union speed record 
streamliner and in so doing basically invented 
ground effects, and after Porsche left in 1938 he 
headed design for the new three-litre cars. During 
the war he did extensive fuel consumption studies 
back at Dresden, among other creative things - 
creative enough that the occupying Soviets in 
1945 suggested he consider being creative in 
Russia. He absconded that very night for the West 
with a dodgy border pass and a borrowed car 
painted with impromptu Red Cross stripes. 

Immediate post-war achievements included 
engine contributions on the Porsche 356, and 
work for Porsche in Italy on the Type 360, aka the 
legendary Cisitalia 360 GP car. Following 
Cisitalia’s collapse (for which some blame his 
colossal, Auto Union-style spending), Eberan 
came to Britain, to do chassis design for ERA’s 
proposed single-seater. 

The stiff, light, tubular frame did 

hapless ERA little good, but subsequent 
evolutions greatly benefited the Le 

Mans class-winning Jowett Jupiter and 

Bristol 450. Following a short spell 

with Aston Martin, mostly on more 

chassis development, he returned to a 

revived Auto Union in 1953 and did 
production car design for DKW. Eberan 
never worked in motor sport again and, 
after leaving DKW in ‘57, also left the 
mainstream car industry. Until his death in 1982, 
he was predominantly engaged in research at the 
forefront of automotive technology. 

But it wasn’t any of the career highlights above, 
clever though they were, that made him a 
visionary. From his earliest Auto Union days, 
faced with the certainty that Mercedes could 
outspend him ten to one, Eberan was a disciple of 
learning through cheap lab experiments in place 
of expensive on-track failures, and equipped his 
shop with every test device conceivable, including 
vibration and friction rigs, the first electronic 
engine monitors and a pioneering four-roller 
chassis dyno of his own design. 

And painfully aware after the Alfa episode of 
his personal unsuitability for high-speed analysis, 
he adapted a trucker’s tachograph to record revs, 
shift and braking points, speed, brake pressure 
and g-forces on a paper print-out, on-board and 
in real time. Robert Eberan-Eberhorst, in short, 
fathered the concepts of automatic data logging 
and race simulation: the accurate, repeatable 
experimental tools that changed motor sport 
engineering from a craft into a genuine science; 
and if he remains largely unacknowledged, well, 
good fathers don’t let that bother them.

No, not a misprint, but the codename for a 
chrome-and-glass piece of 1920s Modernist cool 


HE NAME SUGGESTS a _ food 

additive rather than a chrome and 

glass height-adjustable side table, but 

E.1027 has become one of the most 
widely recognised and reproduced artefacts of 
the 20th century’s Modernist movement, and 
that stark code-number really is a code, hiding a 
story that’s both romantic and sad. 

Kathlene Eileen Moray Gray was born into an 
aristocratic Scottish-Irish family in Enniscorthy, 
Southern Ireland, in 1878. Her wealthy painter 
father imbued a love of art in Eileen, and in 1898 
she enrolled at the Slade School of Art to study 
painting. For the next five or six years she moved 
between Paris, London and Ireland, still studying 
but clearly restless. In 1905 she became fascinated 
by then-fashionable lacquer work and worked 
briefly in a Soho lacquer repair shop before 
moving back to Paris, where, apart from during 
WWI, she would reside for the rest of her life. 

Working with a Japanese colleague, Gray 
concentrated on mastering the difficult process 
of lacquering and began to design and make 
pieces for sale. Encouraged by commissions from 
the fashionable avant-garde, in 1922 Eileen 
opened a gallery in the Rue du Faubourg Saint- 
Honoré. Mischievously she gave it a man’s name, 
Jean Désert, which led to some confusion among 
clients who frequently addressed letters to the 
entirely fictional Monsieur Désert. 

A pivotal moment in Gray’s life came when 
she met Jean Badovici, a dashing and talented 
architecture student 14 years her junior. 
Badovici would make his name as a 
critic and promoter of modern 
architecture in the magazine 
LArchitecture Vivant, as well 
as contributing to other 
important magazines of the 
period. Eileen decorated several 
small apartments for Badovici 
and travelled around Europe 
with him meeting the most 
influential modern architects of 
the day, many of whom became 
friends — including perhaps the most 
influential of all, Le Corbusier. 

Badovici finally persuaded a doubtful Eileen 
that she possessed the skill to design something 
more challenging than furniture and rugs. They 
travelled to the south of France and, while 
Badovici returned to Paris, Eileen scouted for a 
site on which to build a holiday retreat, finally 
settling on an almost inaccessible ledge above 
the Bay of Monaco, at Roquebrune. Eileen began 
building the house in 1926 and for the next three 
years rarely left, personally supervising every 
tiny detail of the construction. Badovici arrived 
intermittently to see how his money was being

spent and now and_ then 
requesting a modification, but 
the project was Eileen’s vision. 
By now Eileen’s style embraced the 
minimalist, machine-age ethic and she not only 
created the simple volumes of the house but 
designed every interior fitting, often using 
industrially sourced metal sheeting for cupboards 
and surfaces. Each piece, constructed by local 
craftsmen, was seen by her as a prototype for 
future production, including the now-famous 
side table. The finished project was a masterful 
tour-de-force, much admired, and some say 
envied, by the grand master Le Corbusier. 
Eileen acknowledged that without Bradovici’s 
encouragement she would never have made the

move into architecture and the name she chose 
for the house was a celebration of their 
relationship. ‘E’ for Eileen, ‘10’ for the tenth letter 
of the alphabet (J), ‘2’ for B and ‘7’ for the G in 
Gray: the architectural equivalent of lovers’ 
initials carved into a tree. But eventually Eileen 
walked away from her beloved E.1027 and the 
hard-drinking, womanising Bradovici. 

After World War Two, almost inexplicably but 
perhaps because she was a woman in a male- 
dominated profession, awareness of Eileen Gray 
and her work almost completely evaporated. It 
was not until the 1970s that she was rediscovered, 
and her ‘prototypes’, including the E.1027 table, 
finally went into volume production. She died at 
the age of 98 in 1978.

20th century — and is all the better for that 


HERE ARE MANY brands 

that were around at the 

beginning of the last century 

which are still with us today, 
not least some of the most storied 
of automotive marques. The horseless 
carriages of Messrs Rolls and Royce 
can still be found on 21st-century 
roads, but you don’t have to be 
Robert Coucher to tell the difference 
between an Edwardian Ghost and 
the contemporary iteration. 

However, take a Cartier Tank from 
the early 20th century and put it next 
to one made in any decade after the 
First World War and it is only when 
you look closely that you will be 
able to tell them apart; only subtle 
differences in numerals, case size and 
dial colour give a hint as to their age. 
The Tank is a genuine design classic 
and is one of very few products that 
have barely changed in appearance 
since launch. It would have looked 
more or less the same on the wrist of a 
Rolls-Royce driver in the 1910s as it 
does in the 2010s. 

The straight-sided architecture of 
the watch was apparently inspired by 
the eponymous armed vehicle that 
made its debut in the Great War. But 
while the classic Tank remains readily 
identifiable as its early-20th-century 
self, there were, in the years between 
the two world wars, variations galore. 
Chinoise, Cintrée, Obus, a Guichets, 
Savonette Basculante and even a 
quirky parallelogram known as the 
Tank Asymetrique were the models 
that poured out of the Paris and later 
London and New York workshops of 
the famous French jeweller. 

But much as old cars were 
coachbuilt, so old Tanks were not 
series produced as they are today, but 
made individually, often to order and 
in tiny quantities. During the half- 
century from 1919 until 1969 a mere 
5829 Tank watches were made, which 
means that an old Cartier is among the 
most undervalued of vintage watches 
(although buying old Tanks is, to use a 
bellicose metaphor, a minefield of 
pernickety detail, where a restored dial 
or the wrong winding crown can 
seriously affect value). 
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Since the 1970s Cartier has grown to 
become the most powerful luxury 
jeweller on the planet, a name that is 
globally known and yet which 
manages to maintain its mystique, at 
the heart of which are products such as 
the Tank. After the fecund period 
between the two world wars there 
have only been two new Tanks: the 
Americaine (really a beefed-up version 
of the Tank Cintrée) and the Tank 
Francaise, launched in the late-1980s 
and mid-1990s respectively. 

Since then Cartier has taken its time 
but this year it is launching the Tank 
Anglaise, a 21st-century tank that 
carries the family resemblance but 
with noticeably softened corners and a 
winding crown accessed through a slot 
in the right brancard. This is not the 
first time that such an arrangement has 
been adopted by Cartier: it appeared 
on the Ceinture, a watch that first 
appeared in the mid-20th century and 
which was revived during the 1970s. 

It will be interesting to see how this 
latest generation of the Tank family 
will bed down — it must be viewed in 
the context of the historical canon of 
Cartiers and for that the patina of time 
needs to settle on the design. But from 
my point of view it was high time that 
Cartier made an English, or rather 
more specifically a London Tank, as 
Cartier London has a history that is 
almost as glorious as the Paris original. 

It is no secret that I am a huge fan of 
Cartier London timepieces and they 
are wont to exhibit a little more 
eccentricity than most. For instance, it 
was for the British market that Cartier 
modified a number of shutter-fronted 
Art Deco purse watches to turn them 
into wristwatches; and during the 
1960s and early 1970s the creative 
output of Cartier London was exquisite 
- the dials had a boldness that was 
unique to the Swinging Capital and, as 
well as classic Tank models, some of 
the wildest Cartier watches were made 
in London, including the Crash and 
the Pebble. 

It will be interesting to see if the 
launch of the Tank Anglaise stimulates 
the market in vintage pieces made by 
Cartier London.

F YOU'RE A VETERAN racing driver, can 
you confirm that racers perform better on a 
diet of baked beans? That’s what we were 
told most evenings in 1960, through the 
persuasive medium of commercial television. 

A Formula 1 car pulled in for a pit stop, an 
urgent voiceover declared ‘Racing drivers eat HP 
Baked Beans!’, a glimpse followed of the bean- 
fuelled driver (no-one I’ve asked can recall who), 
and the car roared off to rejoin the fray. The 
inference was that beans give you race-winning 
stamina. Don’t ask about side-effects. 

The ad is lost in the vintage TV firmament but 
its message survives in collecting automobilia 
because, as for many national ad campaigns from 
the 1950s to the early 1990s, giveaway badges 
made from cheap, pressed tinplate were essential 
to the slogan-spreading enterprise. 

HP Foods’ high-powered image-builder was 
typical. A great series of three 1%4in badges were 
given away, featuring neat depictions of the 
contemporary BRM, Lotus and Cooper. They 
were numbered 2, 3 and 4 respectively, so no 
dominant favouritism was implied, and the red- 
and-white design also gives, weirdly, HP in Morse 
Code. You probably had to send off tin-can labels 
to get them, as surely they can’t have been found 
floating in the orange beanfeast itself. 

Today they’re worth £1 to £3 individually, £8-15 
as a set, and they’re scarce in bright condition. 
They made, for me, a great shoe-in to badge 
collecting. Not of any noble enamelled or brass 
military or NGO issues — nothing that august — 
but of the throwaway varieties that are doubtless

scorned by true historians yet whose 
ephemeral nature is their very appeal. 

At this size, and the smaller lin and 
0.8in diameters, there was an explosion 
of such badges from 1954, when 
wartime ‘Pool’ petrol belatedly ended 
and competition between BP, Shell, Esso, 
Cleveland Discol, National Benzole and Mobil 
was re-ignited and the innocent children of 
drivers were turned into walking adverts. 

Few were as competitive as newcomer Jet 
Petroleum, founded by Yorkshire entrepreneur 
Willy Roberts and deriving its name from JET 855, 
the registration number on his first AEC tanker. 
Wily Willy sold his cut-price fuel through 
independent forecourts, giving them cartons of 
pin badges to dole out and spread the word. 

Meanwhile, the oil giants used badges to push 
other merchandise. Some, like Get Lost Frost for 
Shell Anti-Freeze, used cute characters, in this 
case a penguin; Bluecol anti-freeze employed a 
robin, and still does. The more endearing the look, 
the more they’re worth, so you'll pay just £2 for a 
plain oil logo like Castrol and up to £15 for the 
cheekiest Esso Tiger specimens. 

Loyalty clubs were another source. By joining, 
say, the I-Spy Club or the League of Ovaltineys,

you'd become a proud tin badge 


owner; same for the Matchbox 
Collectors’ Club, whose 1955-60 badge 
carried the A Moko Lesney legend 
that signalled the early partnership 
between toy carmaker Lesney Products 
and its distributor Moses Kohnstram. 

At motor shows, car-related badges were 
showered on wide-eyed children, and agricultural 
shows provided gratis badges from David Brown, 
Massey Ferguson or Land Rover. 

Many collections of these flimsy freebies have 
survived in shoeboxes but, with the campaigns 
long gone, establishing a logo-only badge’s 
relevance can be hard. A tiny Keep Britain Tidy 
badge was only identifiable as a National Benzole 
promotional from a sticker under the pin. 

Devotees at www.badgecollectorscircle.co.uk 
are building a recognition guide. I learnt that 
information about the badge maker (Gaunt, for 
instance), date, issuer or rights holder is often 
tucked under the ‘curl’ — the edge where the tin is 
pulled in to hold the pin. It’s a valuable record of 
a world usurped by free apps and viral downloads. 
Rather like baked bean consumption as race- 
winning technique, the advertising world has 
moved on, leaving old tin badges to nostalgia. 


THERE’S A SAYING that ‘those who can't do, teach’. Robin 
Bark has taught design and technology for some 20 years, most 
recently at Goldsmiths University, but is now busy disproving the 
old saw by working full-time as an artist and sculptor. 

With a background in graphics and advertising, Robin is an 
accomplished painter, but more recently he has been focusing on 
cast automotive sculpture. ‘I used to have a little foundry at 
home but am now working with a foundry in Hastings, East 
Sussex, which is able to make sand moulds for my castings —- something | could 
never do at home,’ he says. ‘I've also been experimenting with different types of 
metal plating and have achieved some interesting results with nickel.’ 

Most of Robin's car sculptures, which are cast in aluminium, have so far been to 
a size convenient to pick up one-handed but his latest works, a Mercedes-Benz 
W196 streamliner and an Auto Union Type C, are much larger, at 300mm long. 

A certified batch of the latter will be cast from the same alloy being poured for 
Crosthwaite & Gardiner replica cylinder heads and crankcases this August. Keep up 
to date with developments through his website, www.robinbark-motorart.com.

Racing car transporters at work

‘| WOULD NOT NORMALLY be introducing a book about lorries,’ writes Charles, 
Earl of March and Kinrara, in the foreword. And we would not normally make one 
our Book of the Month. But racing car transporters are different and, as Lord March 
goes on to say, now a prized element of events such as the Goodwood Revival. 

This book should find a ready audience, therefore, although US readers should 
note that it concentrates exclusively on the European scene, so there’s nothing on 
Stateside transporters such as the fabulous 1961 Mercedes-inspired Cheetah 
(surely another book opportunity here?). The authors have also taken a very loose 
definition of what constitutes a ‘racing car transporter’, extending this to include 
the occasional ship and even teams of factory workers manhandling cars! But 
these digressions only enhance a fascinating book that's produced to Dalton 
Watson's usual immaculately high standards. 

The format is simple: transporters are dealt with in alphabetical order of race 
team or individual, from the biggest names such as Ferrari to the less well-known 
privateers — one of our favourite entries is Lotus racer Mike Anthony's stretched 
and streamlined 1956 Standard Vanguard flatbed, also inspired by the forward- 
control Mercedes-Benz SLR transporter; with a TR2-spec motor and overdrive, it 
could do 100mph. The book includes a few modern F1 transporters but majors on 
those from the 1960s and earlier; it’s interesting to see what prestigious marques 
such as Bugatti used to shift their race cars - in 1935 that meant a Citroén U45 
lorry named ‘Adolf’ following Bugatti’s victory at the 1933 Avusrennen! Alfa Romeo 
clearly didn’t do things by halves, and one of the most evocative shots is of a 
paddock full of Scuderia Ferrari 8C-2300s, Enzo himself in the foreground, backed 
up by a hefty Biissing NAG lorry and a host of smaller Fiat trucks. 


David Cross says that he’s already planning a follow-up book featuring other 


vehicles associated with race circuits. We can’t wait.

SOMETHING OF A CLASSIC in its own right, MGB: the 
illustrated history was first published in 1988, when 
many of the key players in the MGB story were still 
around to be interviewed and when memories were, 
perhaps, fresher than they will be another 24 years 
later. So the first-hand accounts by men such as MG 
general manager John Thornley and body stylist Don 
Hayter are a valuable ingredient in this third edition.

Engine in! 


SLOW BUT STEADY progress on the Citroén SM: in 
between Caterham racing, Octane, a house restoration and 
occasional MGB fettling, | sometimes manage to sneak out 
to the garage, cup of tea in hand, for a late-night SM session. 

So what have | achieved? Well, the engine and gearbox are 
in - a real landmark — but before the engine could even 
dangle near the bay, there were heaps of panels and brackets 
to paint in Citroén’s original black, brown and green. 

Then there were a few bits that are much easier to fix with 
the engine out. The steering column bush on the bulkhead 
was a mess, as were the gearchange linkage bushes, so SM 
guru Andrew Brodie brought up replacements and we spent 
well over an hour just easing out the steering column to 
replace the bush. Andrew has taught me to take more time 
(and care) to get things absolutely right — it was also him who 
pushed me to spend £80 on bags of new nuts, bolts and 
washers, and what a difference that has made. 

Andrew wasn't around when | decided it was time to fit the 
engine and ’box, but | had a spare couple of hours so | thought 
why not? First, though, the hardest part: mating the 
transmission to the gearbox — a new clutch plate was fitted 
using the alignment tool | bought years ago at an autojumble, 
and | ‘wheeled’ the 'box into place on the new inboard brake 
discs that Andrew fitted during the transmission rebuild. 

Using the transmission crossmember as a handle, | 
manoeuvred the ’box into place and then heaved it back and 


forwards until the splines finally aligned. | managed to get 
a couple of bellhousing bolts into place before the sheer 
weight of the ’box could drag it out of position again. 

Then out came the engine crane (borrowed from 
photographer Matthew Howell), and | carefully hovered 
the engine and transmission over that immaculate paint 
and lowered them into position, desperate not to scratch 
my perfectly polished aluminium bulkhead panels. 

You know what? | did it. It's tight, and in hindsight | 
should have fitted the gorgeous new exhaust manifolds 
first, but that's not disastrous. The best bit? How amazing 
the engine, so clean and shiny, looks in the repainted 
engine bay. Wow! Shame a crazy workload and a touch of 
manflu have slowed progress since, though Andrew has 
visited again to help me plumb in all the hydraulics (big 
task!). I'm hoping to fire up the engine soon — and I'll video 
it for our website and iPad edition.

The chassis was apparently sold to a 
R-R dealer in Birmingham in August 
1937 and then driven to Mulliners on 
4 November. It was delivered to Sir 
Joseph Reid in January 1938. 

Sir Joseph was a press baron from 
Northumberland, but he was also a 
director of Mulliners Limited of 
Birmingham, not to be confused with 
HJ Mulliner & Company of London or 
Arthur Mulliner of Northampton. But 
our Derby has always worn Thrupp & 
Maberly badges and plates, so we 
assumed that was the coachbuilder.

SEVENTEEN MILES per gallon, that 
is. lt may not sound a spectacularly 
good mpg figure, but it’s what | was 
hoping to wring out of the Bentley in 
day-to-day driving. Okay, it might only 
be one-quarter the fuel economy | get 
from my first-generation Honda 
Insight, but it’s in Jaguar XJS HE 
territory, at least. And on the third 
tank of fuel, | finally recorded a 
brim-to-trim average of 17.02mpg. 
For a car that’s covered hardly any 
miles in the last few years, the Turbo 
R has proven remarkably trouble-free 
now that I’m using it regularly. My 
main difficulty is trying not to use it 


too much. Partly because doing so 
would bankrupt me, but also because 
every time | slip behind the wheel it 
feels special, and | don’t want to lose 
that feeling through over-familiarity, 
even though the car seems to thrive 
on regular exercise. 

Buying this car (£9995 from The 
Spinning Wheel in Chesterfield, 
www.spinning-wheel.net) is one of 
the best decisions I've ever made. I’ve 
been fortunate, too, in making the 
acquaintance of a really good 
specialist. The people at Hillier Hill, 
based in Olney, Buckinghamshire, are 
the kind you feel happy entrusting 
your car to. They welcome owners of 
older Rolls-Royces and Bentleys, who 
- it seems — are generally easier to 
build a relationship with than the 
typical buyer of a modern Continental. 
The latter have to be surreptitiously 
‘vetted’ first!

‘THIS IS WAR,’ | thought, leafing 
through the Cholmondeley Pageant of 
Power time sheets and realising my 
Triking three wheeler had been 
comprehensively beaten into a 
nowheresville pulp by Morgan Aero 
trikes built 80 years before Tony Divey 
picked up a pencil to design his 
brilliant and charming recreation. My 
machine, the last built by Divey at his 
Marlingford base in Norfolk, uses a 
Moto Guzzi V-twin motorcycle engine 
up front, driving the rear wheel. 

What Morgans have, of course - 
apart from a ferocious JAP engine and 
a cadre of owner who strolls 
nonchalantly alongside fear and risk 
- is an open cockpit, which allows the 
driver to slide across and lean out on 
left-handers while driving with an 
outstretched arm. With its higher 
mounted driveline, my Triking has a 
transmission tunnel, which means | 
can only lean on right-handers — 
guess which corners are the most 
prevalent at Cholmondeley... 

As ace race snapper Jeff Bloxham 
said: ‘Wish I'd been at the next corner, 
Andy. You were trailing the inside front 
at least ten inches off the ground.’ 

I'd prefer he hadn’t told me that, but 
| did swoon with pride when | met 
five-times Le Mans winner Derek Bell 
walking back to the drivers’ pavilion. 
‘You're in that blue thing? My 
goodness, Andrew — wheels in the air, 
sliding all over the place; that looked 
very hairy.’ Impressing Derek Bell! 
Now that doesn’t happen every day.

‘You can put some weight in the 
passenger footwell,’ said Alan Layzell, 
fount of all Triking wisdom, who has 
taken up the mantle of building new 
models once more. ‘But you'll need a 
bit more power to move it around.’ 

My current 1050cc Guzzi Le Mans 
IV unit, extricated from a binned, 
ex-works production racer, struggled 
to muster more than 80bhp, but now 
I'm the proud owner of a Guzzi 1100 
Sport Carb engine from Reboot Spares 
— last of the analogue bruisers before 
digi sparks and fuel injection took 
over. Nigel at NBS has rebuilt the unit 
with new bearings and a new Sachse 
ignition system. The result should give 
it a whisker under 100bhp, and in a 
320kg Triking that's the sort of 
power-to-weight that some Ferraris 
would envy. Add in racing rubber, a 
weight-trimming exercise (I’m ona 
diet), and we might be a little bit more 
in contention at this year’s event. 

Word is the new Morgan Three 
Wheeler will be there as well, so 
watch the sparks fly.

importantly, with 300 racing cars in 12 races — and with top 
SUCCESS drivers - it’s now clearly established as a mainstay in the 
race calendar, despite this being only its second year. 

The spectacle of the Group C racers tussling into the first 
corner will leave an indelible mark on everyone who saw it. 
The top three cars — Meyrick’s Aston Martin AMR1, followed 
by Donovan's Spice SE89, and Clevely/Berridge’s glorious 
Lancia LC2 - reflect the eclectic mix that marks out the 
height of the early-80s Group C era. Close racing also 
marked the Jaguar E-type race, which delighted crowds at 
the Melbourne hairpin as a swarm of Browns Lane's finest 
drifted their way through. Alexander Buncombe took a pair 
of well-deserved wins in both E-type races. 

The weekend was marred by indifferent weather on 
Saturday, but the miracle of sun (on a rainy Bank Holiday) 
meant that Sunday saw the crowds flooding in. They were 
treated to Sir Stirling Moss taking to the track for 
demonstration laps in Jaguar C-type XKC005 — the one he 
drove to victory in the '52 Reims Grand Prix for sports cars. 

‘After driving with drum brakes, there was an amazing 
difference to driving with discs,’ said Sir Stirling, reminiscing 
about his win 60 years ago, while signing autographs. 

Frank Sytner returned to Donington for his first race 
since suffering a heart attack while driving his Lola T70 at 
Donington last year. ‘The marshals were unbelievable - 
how do | ever thank them for that? When the doctor got to 
me, my heart had stopped and they had to defibrillate for 
2¥2 minutes.’ He was bouncing with health and ‘dead 
chuffed’ to finish third in Saturday's ‘1000Km’ for pre-’72 
sports-racing cars — driving that same Lola T70, its rebuild 
finished only three weeks before the Festival, leaving no 
time for testing. “My first time back in it was for the practice 
session. I'd obviously had loads of serious health tests 
before | could regain my race licence, but even so, | had 
myself linked up to a heart monitor while | was driving in 
practice, to check everything was okay.’ 

Event organiser Duncan Wiltshire said: ‘We could hardly 
have hoped for a more successful meeting.’

Formula 500 


Think of them as being more affordable F1 cars in miniature...

POST-WAR AUSTERITY threw up a new way of 
going racing. Take a 500cc motorcycle engine and its 
gearbox, add lightness, and gel with the inventiveness 
of men working in sheds on little budget. Result? A 
new racing formula, and the start of great things. 

The 500 movement began in 1946 as a way of 
encouraging cheaper forms of motor sport, and the 
new Formula 3 was adopted in 1950. These cars, 
often masterpieces of ingenuity, are the basis of the 
modern single-seater, with the engine behind the 
driver, all-independent suspension and sequential 
gearchange. A host of names you'll recognise started 
their careers in 500s — Ecclestone, Tyrrell, Leston, 
Russell, Collins, Parker, Lewis-Evans... and a young 
chap named Stirling Moss. 

As well as a historic championship about to be 
ratified for the MSA for these cars, with each race 
costing £120-140, there's a lively and competitive 
sprint and hillclimb scene for them. And there's 
strong worldwide movement, particularly in France, 
Germany, Sweden and Australia: ‘What's nice is that 
we're seeing a battle between the Coopers and the 
swing-axle cars such as Kiefts and Martins,’ says 
500 Owners’ Association chairman Nigel Challis, 
who races a Cooper Mk8, ‘just as there was in period, 
when Stirling Moss changed to Kieft, started winning 
and became a director of the company.’ 

There’s a huge variety of cars to choose from, for 
as well as hundreds of one-offs, from Petty to 
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Trenberth, this was the start of the ‘production’ 
racing industry. Cooper was the most prolific, 
building around 300 of its revolutionary rear-engined 
single-seaters, so there are more on the market than 
any other make at any given time — but because they 
are proven winners they are also at the top of the 
price range. The Cooper 500 story was one of gentle 
evolution and, though the tube chassis are all 
basically the same, the Mk8 has outboard rear 
drums and the Mk? used a single inboard rear disc. 

‘A top-line Cooper with solid provenance will be 
up to £30,000,’ says Challis, ‘with fair cars in the high 
teens and perhaps an unloved one-off that needs a 
bit of help for £7000 as a bottom line.’ 

Power is usually from Norton or JAP singles or 
sometimes Triumph twins, though there's at least 
one Vincent Comet. A Manx Norton on methanol is 
reckoned to be the hot set-up: think 50bhp to propel 
500lb. A new Manx 500 ‘single’ costs £10,000, says 
Challis, available as either long-stroke from 
Summerfield or Molnar, or short-stroke from C&R. 
A reconditioned JAP single costs £3500-4000. 
Freshening up costs £800 every couple of seasons, 
or after every three or four races for the JAP, as it’s a 
speedway motor that was only designed to run for a 
few minutes at a time, although running on methanol 
keeps them cooler. ‘A 20-minute race is quite an 
enduro for a JAP. Quite a few don’t make the end,’ 
says John Chisholm, who races one. 
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Transmissions are also motorcycle-derived, 
usually four-speed Nortons or later AMC pre-unit 
"boxes, and a rebuild costs £80 or so every other 
season, with final drive chains about £70. 

‘Tyres usually go hard before you have to change 
them,’ says the 500AC’s racing secretary Gordon 
Russell, who campaigns a Mackson. Challis adds: 
‘Tyres are about £120 acorner, so a set is about £500 
and they should last a season — though in hillclimbing 
| have seen them up to five years old.’ 

Though Coopers have transverse leaf springs, 
several of the swing-axle cars have suspension by 
rubber bands, and are therefore adjustable. Brakes 
are usually proprietary, so you need to find out which 
car they were taken from, and steering racks tend to 
be the same, or home-made. Cooper famously cast 
its own alloy wheels with integral brake drums, 
made from slices of marine engine cylinder liners. 

‘One thing to bear in mind,’ says Challis, ‘is that 
a lot of 500 racers tend to be from the motorcycle 
world and you'll ideally need to have some 
background somewhere in mechanicals — these cars 
need five or six hours of maintenance between 
meetings, and you're going to get pretty fed up if 
you're paying someone to do it. These are not “arrive 
and drive” cars.’

FOUR-WHEEL DRIVE: IT HAS ITS USES, EVEN ON TRACK 


OR A WHILE I've been using 
an Audi A4 Quattro diesel as a 
track coaching tool: the twin 
compromise of diesel power 
combined with the unfair 
advantage of four-wheel 
drive. | can almost hear eyebrows raising at the 
notion. The diesel part might be easier to justify 
than it was, especially since oil-burners began 
winning Le Mans, but four-wheel drive? Surely 
that takes away much of the management which a 
student should be learning? 

There was a time when | would have subscribed 
to that view, and | am on record saying that four- 
wheel drive is only a tractive advantage and 
probably won't make a car any faster, except 
off the line and in the wet. | still think there's 
truth in that, and | probably wouldn't have 
chosen the Quattro ahead of the experience 
but, a bit like ABS versus a skilled and 
attentive driver in the stopping contest, | 
now have to admit that there may be some 
benefits from technology that | didn’t expect. 

Attentive readers will know by now that 
for me, weight distribution, both dynamic 
and static, are fantastically important in the 
art of driving fast and, done successfully, is 
the tool with which a driver is most likely to 
find an advantage over someone driving something 
similar. Brakes shift weight to the front, power 
shifts it to the rear. The addition of weight is likely 
to increase the tyres’ grip (and remove it from the 
other end of the car at the same time). 

We should also be aware that asking the tyre to 
do another job when it’s already busy — like 
transmit power, or slow the car down - will 
compromise its ability to do what you have already 
demanded. The tyre can only share out its 
capability among the tasks it is given. It is how we 
influence that capability and at what point in the 
cornering process that affects the balance of the 
car. Success here is very much a moving target and 
involves so many ingredients, all of which are 
changing by the millisecond. Nobody ever achieves 
perfection, not even Sebastian Loeb. What matters 
to the rest of us is how close we can get. 

At the end of the Donington pit straight, a driver 
of a front-drive car brakes very hard, slowing the 
car ready for Redgate Corner. The weight 
transferred to the front adds a huge amount of 
weight to the front tyres, which are nevertheless 
just on the point of locking. Driver heaves the 
steering to the right. Tyre says: ‘I’m fully occupied 


with slowing the car, to the point where I'm almost 
losing the battle. | can’t do any more.’ The front end 
of the car doesn't point nicely into the corner, but 
by then the driver is beginning to release the 
pressure on the brake pedal. Tyre says: ‘Thank you, 
now | can help you turn right.’ 

The driver now adds a load of extra steering lock 
in search of an apex. Tyre says: ‘| was doing my 
best to point the car towards Hollywood and 
bullying me like that is no help so I’m going to 
make a lot of noise as a protest.’ Driver is aware by 
now that he’s not as fast by the mid-point of the 
corner as he'd like to be, so he resolves to get on 
the power. The tyre says: ‘Il was doing my best, and 
even if you have removed a bit of that extra lock,

now you are asking me to transmit a load of power 
while I’m still trying to salvage the corner for you. 
It’s the same when you asked me to brake and 
turn, now you want me to turn and power. | can’t 
do both, especially now that all that weight has 
gone back to the rear when you got on the gas.’ 
None of this will be anything that you don't 
know by now but the attempt at personification 
hopefully suggests that a better result is a question 
of degree (if the driver didn’t brake quite so hard, if 
he made the steering input more gently), and of 
timing (if he waited a fraction for the car to turn a 
bit more before getting on the power and so on). 
Technology can assist; fitting a grippier tyre moves 
the point at which any problems start, and makes 
the car faster round the lap. Several million

watchers of the Grand Prix circus can’t be in any 
doubt but it is still surprising the difference it can 
make at a lower level. 

Some years ago, at Anglesey, | drove two 
variations on the Seven theme courtesy of Dax, 
both of them fitted with a turbocharged Suzuki 
Hayabusa motorcycle engine. One was fitted with 
top-of-the-range low-profile road tyres and was 
all but undrivable. The engine installation was 
hugely impressive but, whenever the turbo chimed 
in, the rear tyres would light up in the middle of the 
corner, spinning the engine faster still, which gave 
more power, which gave more wheelspin... There 
was no choice but to lift, so the boost immediately 
collapsed and the engine went back to sleep. 

The guys who brought the car were a bit 
glum about that but it was a contest 
between tyre, turbo and track which they 
couldn’t possibly win. They said that on 
Silverstone’s wide open spaces, the car was 
very impressive, and I’m sure it was. Their 
slick-tyred option was mechanically very 
similar, but proved a totally different animal. 
The boost would spike in exactly similar 
fashion but the race tyres had enough in 
reserve to cope with it and the car just 
squatted and powered out of the corner, 
well enough at the time to get close to a 

Radical SR3's time round the lap. 

Four-wheel drive should, in theory, have a 
similar effect because sharing out the available 
power between four tyres rather than two must 
make a lesser demand on the rubberwear when 
our driver gets on the gas in the middle of Redgate. 
It hasn't always been like that, however, and all the 
other things still apply. If you brake too late or 
steer too much, 4WD won't help. And it won't help 
if you have boosted your Mitsubaru to infinity and 
are asking a set of 888s to deal with 600bhp. In the 
case of the A4 Quattro, though, it does, because 
there is only 170bhp to handle but the Quattro is 
faster and better balanced than the two-wheel- 
drive version | used previously. 

It is certainly still a question of degree, but | 
would never have expected it to make much 
difference to a car like the Audi - this one is a 
diesel, it’s not the sporting option and it’s not a 
lightweight - but four-wheel drive sort of calms 
the car's progress and it is astonishing how fast 
you can make it go as a result. Which only goes to 
show that technology goes on improving, and you 
should keep an open mind. Even the obvious isn’t 
always what you think.

Monster money for rusty Mini 


Unrestored, rusting but utterly complete early Mini sells for triple its pre-sale estimate 


IF IT’S PATINA you're after, you need look no further 
than the 1959 Austin Mini Se7en De Luxe at Bonhams’ 
30 April sale in London. ‘The roof is about the only solid 
panel on that,’ one Mini aficionado wryly observed. 

He had a point — the patina looked, well, structural - 
but that wasn’t the point. This trinket of fine filigree work 
is reckoned to be the oldest surviving unrestored Mini on 
this or any neighbouring planet. Indeed, it’s believed there 
are only three earlier Minis in existence: 621 AOK is in the 
BMIHT collection at Gaydon; the two others — one of 
which was converted into a cabriolet - are in Japan. 

Then there's XLL 27 (you can always tell a car’s verging 
on religious icon status when it's referred to in hushed 
reverence by its number plate), entered in the Bonhams 
auction by a syndicate who'd bought the car in 2011. With 
all the bits that early Mini devotees lust after, such as the 
coveted glass washer bottle, the car (showing 30,041 
miles) was pretty much complete despite being derelict. 

Estimate was £12,000-15,000, but that meant nothing. 
With the phones alight this BMC bauble was eventually 
sold in the room for a monster £40,250; word is it’s going 
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to America. What then? If it’s restored, how much of the 
original will you be able actually to touch? Perhaps it’s to 
be preserved in suspended animation, a pure artefact like 
a pre-historic fly frozen in its death throes in amber. 

The price paid is in line with what Mini collectors will 
pay for a significant, restored early car. But if this car was 
restored, would it be worth more, or less? Dave Selby

RM Auctions, Aalholm, Denmark 12 August 


IF 2011 LOOKED like the year of the 
collection sale, this year's rapidly turning into 
one for museum auctions. Following on from 
Artcurial’s Heuliez sale (Octane issue 108), 
RM Auctions has managed to pick up the sale 
of 175 vehicles from the Aalholm Automobil 
Museum — and the Canadian company will be 
selling them all at no reserve. 

The museum, founded in 1964, is located 
just west of Nysted on the Island of Lolland, 
and set against the magnificent backdrop of 
the Aalholm Castle. And between 1964 and 
2007, its founder, Baron JO Raben-Levetzau, 


built-up a 200-strong collection. 

Topping the sale is a pair of pair of pre-war 
Bugattis. The first, a 1938 Bugatti 57C Stelvio 
Drophead Coupé by Gangloff (below), has 
been in the collection since 1965. Its 
companion is a 1931 Bugatti Type 40A Tourer, 
one of just 32 built. The undoubted star for 
fans of the museum will be the 1911 
Rolls-Royce 40/50hp Silver Ghost Roi des 
Belges Tourer, which is the first car of the 
collection and the example that inspired the 
Aalholm museum. 

Other stars include a 1928 Mercedes-Benz 


Nurnburg Limousine; a 1932 Hispano-Suiza 
HS26 Cabriolet Victoria; and a rare surviving 
1938 Maybach Zeppelin DS8 Roadster. 

As with all museum sales, the lot list is 
wonderfully varied, and although the Bugattis 
and Rolls-Royces will attract the big bidders, 
the pair of pre-war Adlers (including a 
wonderful Karmann-bodied convertible), and 
BMC twins of an early 1962 Morris 1100 and 
1964 Wolseley 6/110, mean that there's 
something for all bidders, regardless of 
budget — and all at no reserve.

1954 Bentley R-Type 
Continental Fastback

WE’RE TALKING here about the sublime alloy-bodied HJ 
Mulliner fastback that, in its day, was the fastest full four-seater 
on the road and the world’s most expensive ‘production’ car at 
an almighty £7608. 
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Back then there were only 207 people with the means to buy 
one. One such was Frank Taylor, founder of Taylor Woodrow 
construction, who, as a regular customer, was given a 5% 
discount on the blue-grey R-Type delivered to him in March 
1954. After less than a year it passed to its second owner, then 
in 1975 was acquired by the late watchmaker George Daniels. 
He recalled: ‘I dismantled and rebuilt the Continental... The 
results... were celebrated by a tour of France and Switzerland in 
the car, which behaved impeccably.’ 

This is a three-owner, 34,700-mile R-Type Continental with 
fabulous history and glorious patina. Its desirability is 
heightened by the manual transmission and lightweight seats. 

R-Type Continentals have lately been climbing a gradient 
that's steeper than their sloping tails. In 2011 meaningful UK 
auction prices ranged from £290,000 to £360,000; the fact 
that a disassembled car made more than a fully 

functioning one less than two months later shows 

how much people want in. In the US last year a 

project made £505,000, while recent private 

transactions have taken place above £550,000. 
Estimate for this one is £380,000-450,000. 

Interested parties should be thrilled to make it 

theirs at that price.

Prince Albert will be selling 
a selection of them, to make space in which to reorganise 


the museum's remaining exhibits. 


Every car in the collection offered for sale will come with 
Monégasque paperwork that’s in HSH the Prince of 
Monaco's name, and will be offered without reserve. It’s 
undoubtedly a superb opportunity to acquire a royal car at 
what could possibly be a very sensible price. 

Having said that, there’s no obvious stand-out car in the 
sale. The royal family has naturally decided to keep its star 
cars in the collection, which includes such niceties as a 
Ferrari F40LM, Bugatti Type 57, McLaren Mercedes-Benz 


SLR 722 Edition, and a selection of Group B favourites. 
Those being disposed of are rather more prosaic. 

Upper estimates range from €5000 for a 1976 Honda

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'M GETTING out of touch. It seems like only 
yesterday that ‘originality’ was the next big 
collector thing: everyone was eulogising cars that 
were ‘run in, but not worn out’ and muttering 
the new-age mantra that ‘cars can be original 
only once’.

The 
fact that the object can’t be driven purifies both the artefact 
and the owner, elevating the collector to ‘custodian’ level, 
selfless heritage gate-holder for future generations. The 
fact that they have paid a shedload of money for a shedload 
of rust is a neat conceit. While mere mortals may have 
base thoughts like ‘l could educate a child and run a 
mistress on the side on that sort of 
money’, of the purchaser it speaks of a 
near Zen-like higher state of being

£150,000. How wrong | was. It sold to an internet bidder 
for £13,560. It seems that what we had here was a car 
rather than an artefact. So | just don’t know where they 
draw that line - and who decides? Beats me! 

In the same sale there was a 38,800-mile Aston Martin 
DBé Mk2 Vantage still wearing its really brave and 
fabulous you-have-to-see-it-to-believe-it original Bahama 
Yellow livery. If you need help visualising it, it’s the colour 
of Roger Moore's DBS in The Persuaders TV series, like 
Dijon mustard that Heston Blumenthal had whizzed up 
with liquid gold, sunshine and daffodils. 

All-round, the car looked really solid beyond its years. 
True, the paint was micro-blistered but I'd have liked it less 
if it hadn’t been. This car had soul; see, all this originality 
stuff is getting to me. The car was bought in the room for 
£210,000 and is thought to have been acquired on behalf 
of amiddle-Eastern Aston collector. The sum is consistent 
with recent DBé auction realisations, but what's to 
become of it? | just hope it stays 
Bahama Yellow, whether or not it's 
resprayed. It'll brighten up any Aston 


altogether beyond material interest. world’s fourth-oldest Martin gathering it attends. 


Well, there isn’t a lot of actual physical 
material in the car. 

That’s my take, but | can’t help 
feeling someone missed a trick with 
XLL 27: the world’s third-oldest Mini. If 
only it had been left in Regent's Park 
boating lake for 30 years it surely 
would have been worth immeasurably more. It works for 
Bugattis, but maybe it’s just a Swiss lake thing. 

That's why I'm in search of the world's fourth oldest 
Mini. When | find it, even if it’s done only three miles and 
is time-warp perfect, I'll augment its value by pushing it 
into a quarry pond and leaving it to mature for 30 years, 
just like a good wine (as you can probably tell, | do like a 
good whine). Then, if I’m not dead, | just hope | can 
remember where | left it. 

The thing is, I’m confused about where the line is drawn 
between artefact and car. At Bonhams’ April auction at 
Duxford air museum in Cambridgeshire, there was a barn- 
find 1973 BMW 3.0CSL, one of just 500 right-hand-drive 
cars. Although it was originally finished in Fjord Blue 
Metallic, there was no sign it had ever been in a fjord. 
Instead, in 26 years of ownership, it had been stored to the 
point of needing total restoration. 

For rust romantics it ticked all the boxes; better yet, 
every time someone opened and closed the doors the 
lightweight Beemer became lighter still as rust floated 
down to form little pyramids beneath the car. On the basis 
that stunning right-hand-drive CSLs can retail around 
£50,000, | reckoned this one had to be worth at least

Another of the great variables of 
classic car values is celebrity 
ownership. The Bonhams Hendon 
auction included a 1950 Pontiac 
Chieftain convertible that had 
belonged to Keith Richards for more 
than a decade from 1971. That was 
one of the most productive and colourful periods for the 
Rolling Stones and, needless to say, if cars could talk this 
one would be served with an injunction. Looking lived-in, 
although not literally, the straight-eight Pontiac was 
estimated at £18,000-22,000, a figure that by my 
reckoning, and also judging by the condition, allowed for 
some Keith Richards-ness. | even went on radio saying 
that the Keith Richards connection would encourage 
interest but probably not augment the price that much. 
Well, blow me down if this great rock-and-roll artefact 
didn't go and sell for £37,950. 

Probably best if | leave cultural commentary on 
artefacts to others and concentrate on cars. Here, on rare 
occasions, | sometimes get things right and when | do I'm 
not going to pass up the opportunity to proclaim ‘I told you 
so’. In Octane 107 | did a bit of punditry on the 1957 Lancia 
Aurelia B20 GT coming up at Bonhams. It was a nice car, 
but in need of recommissioning and | ventured that the 
£25,000-30,000 estimate was a huge ‘come and get me’ 
enticement. Thankfully it sold for £46,000. 

If I'd got that wrong I'd have bought a Jensen Interceptor 
and driven it off Beachy Head. Come to think of it, that 
might make it worth more - in time.

Although this sale took place 
before the restoration project 
third-oldest Mini sold for £40,250 
at Bonhams, the 48,000-mile 1960 
Mini De Luxe sold by Barons gave 
useful context.

By contrast, this 
MoT-failure 1981 Ferrari 308GTBi 
seemed quite a brave punt when 
the hammer dropped at £22,000,

£10,000 or more in the blink of a 
retracting headlamp. 


When a fixed-head E-type goes 
for the kind of money decent 
roadsters are fetching at auction 
you know it’s beyond the ordinary. 
This was a 1961 flat-floor 
example, the most desirable 
incarnation, in sympathetically 
restored and uprated condition; 
mileage was stated as 66,000. 
That translated into £56,500, while 
a trio of E-type roadsters in the 
same auction sold for prices 
ranging from £28,175 for a Series 
2 to £40,000 for a Series 1/2 

car converted from left- to 
right-hand drive. 


Pound for pound there’s little 
comes close to the quad-headlight 
belligerence of the Jensen C-V8, 
yet this glorious glassfibre bastard 
6.2-litre Chrysler V8-powered 
coupé with seating for four 
lantern-jawed prize fighters still 
remains the cheapest and most 
enjoyable means of frightening 
Aston Martins. This 1964 C-V8 at 
the Bristol Classic Car Show was 
really lovely, fully restored and 
uprated in period to best MkIill 
spec. All that attitude added up to 
£27,500 — and that's the most ever 
paid for one of these underrated 
bruisers at auction.

US COMMENT 


ITH THE auction focus in North 
America about to shift to the 
Midwest, the approach of summer 
gives us a bit of time to revisit what 
we've learned so far this year. 

Like the broken records of old, 
the value march for the expensive and exotic continues to 
play the same series of notes: the great stuff is bringing 
excellent, and at times unheard of money. 

What better time than while the sun is shining to 
investigate just how good your umbrella is. The contrarian 
view to this market is not only obvious, it’s easy to find as 
well. If the market is climbing, is the greater fool the one 
who invests or the one who stands on the sidelines? Have 
values risen so far and so fast as to be unsustainable? 

So far, and thankfully, buyers and bidders have largely 
been end users. In the case of brokers, what | have 
witnessed has been those buying not for speculation, but 
rather for the preordained home for 
their purchase. The spectacular Ferrari 
bubble of the post-Enzo era was 
not only different, it was terrifically 
different, with anything emblazoned 
with the Prancing Horse being subject 
to a daily fluctuation in price, almost 
always upwards. 

Compare the Ferrari fiasco with 
what we have witnessed in the past 
three years of Mercedes-Benz 300SL 
Gullwing and Roadster sales. It's been a slow and steady 
upward pace in auction prices, with a few steps backwards 
as well as a few giant leaps forward. In other words, an 
orderly ascent. 

If this market is an unsustainable one, where will the 
cracks appear? A stock market tumble or political 
upheaval are always great places for uncertainty to take 
root. There's quite a bit of ‘been there, done that’ which 
markets have made adjustments for. Is the threat coming 
from those who prefer that cars in general be banned or 
restricted in use? I'll still take the Sammy Sunshine 
approach when it comes to everything from vintage to 
classic cars: only a blanket ban would be so onerous as to 
deny us access to our collector vehicles. 

I'm optimistic: the increases in values we have seen in 
the past few years on top-end cars is sustainable. When 
we start to see brokers trading among themselves and a 
plethora of ‘as quoted’ or ‘POA’ pricing on rather 
pedestrian cars, I'll start worrying more and let you know. 

The small town of Branson, Missouri, is dead set in the 
heart of the Bible belt as well as the Ozarks, an area as 
famous for its hills as its hillbillies. Branson took a one- 
two punch recently with a tornado hitting downtown as

well as many of its tourist attractions. Branson is also 
home to a long-running twice-yearly auction held by Jim 
and Kathy Cox. Despite long odds, they hosted a spring 
sale and will have another event this fall. 

A few recent sales of note include Barrett-Jackson in 
Palm Beach, Florida, as well as Mecum in Houston, Texas, 
and Auctions America in Carlisle, Pennsylvania. 

Barrett-Jackson turned in an almost 100% sale in 
South Florida; it was more auction event than collector- 
cars-only. Lots of automobiles of a 1995-and-up vintage 
crossed the block, either adding to the diversity or diluting 
the interest, depending upon your viewpoint. In the end, 
however, the auction posted a very impressive 
$17,500,000-plus result and managed to entertain all in 
attendance with its unique combination of show and sale. 

Next up was Mecum in Houston, Texas. Mecum has 
established itself as an auction powerhouse. Along with 
Auctions America, it has stepped into the role once 
played by the now-defunct Kruse 
organisation, and has notched things 
up to well beyond the next level. 
Mecum's 660-car sale resulted in 
$18,250,000 in revenue; the sell- 
through rate for this event hovers 
at 80%. Mecum'’s emphasis on 
American iron means you'd have to 


find an MG, but once you've found it 
you can expect it to be fairly 
represented and occasionally even well-priced. 

Auctions America works the hammer for Carlisle 
Events twice per year at the Carlisle, Pennsylvania, sale. 
For some reason it has always proved to be a difficult 
event at which to get the excitement flowing. This spring's 
results were true to form with 267 cars offered, just a tad 
under 50% finding new owners, and the take for the 
weekend was $2,530,000. 

Reports of an already filling Monterey/Pebble Beach 
calender came early this spring - bear in mind that this is 
for August sales. Top events need top cars, and the 
pressure is on for the major houses to find and consign. 
Gone are the days when you could ring up a few days 
before catalogue deadline and consign your semi- 
desirable entry. Like the best tables at a hot restaurant, 
the known clients will get the best placement, the best 
deals and, quite likely, the best results. The expensive real 
estate also dictates that auction companies will want to 
continue advancing the quality of the consignments. 
With that will come a higher average price. 

About that bubble market? If you are willing to sell your 
perfect late 300SL Roadster for £300,000 or less, I’ve got 
a guy who can totally hook you up.

Its former owner, 
a well-known Branson entertainer, 
is also a car guy who kept it stored 
in a climate-controlled warehouse 
when it wasn’t in use. E-type 
prices continue to bounce up and 
down but one thing remains true: 
the good cars sell quickly, the 
exceptional cars even quicker. 


Triumph Spitfires established a 
reputation early on in North 
America as being temperamental 
in such a way that they would only 
leave you stranded if you were on 
your way to a very important 
appointment. Truth be told, they 
were inexpensive and often owned 
by those without the means to 
take care of them. This very nice 
1967 convertible with both 
overdrive and a hardtop sold at 
$10,530 — a bargain.

Much-reduced 
sales of Aston Martin DB9, Bentley 
Continental GT and Porsche 911 
have been evident for the past 
three years. 

Anumber of buyers are taking 
two cars instead — an M3, C63AMG 
or Range Rover for daily use, and 
aweekend classic car such as a 
Ferrari 355, Corvette, Mustang or 
Jaguar E-type.

This really is 
a growing market as the buyers are 
usually mature and creditworthy 
and we have some finance houses 
willing to finance this sector.

IF YOU’RE CONSIDERING buying an 
"80s supercar, such as a Countach QV, 
Testarossa, 711 Turbo or Aston Martin 
V8 Vantage, the message from dealers 
is that you should not hang on too long. 
The so-called hypercars — F40, 959, 
GTO — have already gone into the 
stratosphere. Tom Hartley, top-end UK 
dealer, says: ‘The 959 was going for 


£90,000 three years ago, now they're 
£250,000.The 288GTO is £600-650k, 
and was £145,000 ten years ago...’ 

DK Engineering's Jeremy 
Cottingham explains the Testarossa 
market: ‘Mint examples are £50-60k, 
up to £80k for a512M. They're on their 
way up, from £20,000 three years ago, 
and they are going to follow the Boxer.’ 


David Inman — consultant at Bramley 
Garage - is currently selling a Countach 
Anniversary for £125,000: ‘These were 
£70,000-80,000 three years ago, and 
are moving ever upwards — there aren't 
many of them, and it’s an iconic car.’ 

Mark Mullen of Specialist Cars of 
Malton echoes this for the 911 Turbo: 
‘They're all good news — absolute best 
is the five-speed — and are going for big 
money now.’ Think £45,000 today, yet 
the concours-winning example on the 
cover of Octane’s March 2009 issue was 
for sale then at £20,000. 

Richard Williams of RS Williams 
concludes: ‘I believe the V8 Vantage will 
follow the six-cylinders — they've crept 
up because they are classics, the parts 
situation is good, and they're nice cars.’ 

But let’s not forget why we buy these 
cars — they are exciting to drive. Tom 
Hartley sums it up perfectly: ‘The 
Countach and Testarossa and certain 
late-1980s Porsche 911s are rising on 
the back of an appreciative audience.’

LOTUS BROKE the mould in 1974 
with the Elite. So nearly a landmark 
car, the Norfolk company's first full 
four-seater was also its last - and the 
Elite was not simply a four-seat GT, 
but a true four-seat sports car with 
sublime handling and a glass tailgate. 
There’s never been anything like it 
before or since. 

All of which must have seemed like 
a good idea at the time, but no-one 
was running a sports car race series 
for cars with driver plus three riding 
mechanics. The point was that Lotus 
was riding high on a wave of Formula 
1 constructors’ titles and wanted to 
capitalise on that success with a car 
that was more costly and luxurious 
than earlier road cars, a premium 
product to create separation from the 
DIY home-build perceptions.

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Colin Chapman's boys just couldn't 
help themselves making it handle and 
ride in true Lotus sports car fashion. 

It was based on a double-Y steel

GENERALLY PEOPLE here are 
fascinated by British roadsters 
and American convertibles from 
the 1950s and ‘60s, American 
muscle cars from the 1960s and 
early '70s, and vintage cars — of 
which not many have survived the 
cutting torch. Sadly, our customs 
duty structure and the restriction 
on the import of used cars area 
major deterrent to enthusiasts 
who would like to bring vintage 
and classic cars into the country. 
Some of the major issues faced by 
owners of classic cars in Pakistan 
are the non-availability of parts 
and non-existent classic car 
restoration facilities, as well as 
the high rate of duty on imported 
spare parts. 

Even so, because enthusiasts find 
it almost impossible to find a good 
classic car to buy, they are keen to 
get their hands on a project car. 
Since the Government has put an 
embargo on the import of cars 
more than five years old, there is 
no way that the young enthusiast 
could enter this hobby as there are 
not many cars for sale and those 
which do become available are 
very expensive. This has led to 
people looking at saving 
Volkswagen Beetles, which is 
the closest they can get to 
classic motoring. 

We have appealed to our 
Government on various forums to 
allow the import of cars more than 
40 years old as they would not bea 
threat to the local automobile 
industry but, to date, nothing has 
been done in this regard. 
However, in spite of these 
problems, the vintage and classic 
car scene in Pakistan is 
extremely excting.

LINTRODUCTION 

The A110 is a true enthusiast's car. 

To look at it, you'd never guess that it’s 
based on a humble family saloon, and 
it’s just as competent and exciting 
whether on road, track or rally stage. 

Jean Rédélé founded Alpine and 
began his motor racing career building 
heavily modified and lightened 
Renaults. The A106 was his first 
bespoke offering, with rugged Renault 
ACV running gear in a lightweight 
glassfibre body. An upgrade to 
Dauphine-power produced the A108, 
with Alpine starting to pick up awards 
in important competition events. 

The A110 stuck with the same 
formula, initially using Renault 8 
running gear to make for a buzzy, 
agile and thrilling car to drive - and 
famously taking 1-2-3 finishes on the 
Monte Carlo rally in 1971 and "73.

It was 
the entry level car for a number of 
years, and offers great value today, 
with usable to good condition cars 
ranging from £28,000-38,000. 
£40,000 is absolute top money. 

‘The one everybody lusts after is 
the early swing-axle 1600S [pictured]. 
Top, original cars regularly fetch 
between £70,000 and 80,000. 

‘People generally assume that 
bigger engines are best, but as a 
driver's car the 1440cc 8 Gordini 
engine is sublime, and is easily my 
favourite. It combines about 140bhp 
with a much more free-revving nature. 
The five-speed ‘box is also one of the 
most desirable options.’ 

Strong market values stem from 
great competition provenance, with 
genuine rally cars commanding over 
£120,000. The demand for well- 
prepared rally cars for events like Tour 
Auto has pushed up the cost of both 
French- and Spanish-built road cars. 

The Dieppe-built cars always 
command a premium, and you can 
save money by buying a Spanish 


example. Alpines were also built 
under licence in Bulgaria, Brazil, 
Mexico and South America, but it is 
difficult to locate these in the UK and 
few people import them. 

The A110 is increasingly difficult to 
buy, due to a very limited supply. 
Chris: ‘France and Germany are still 
the best places to find Alpines, but I've 
got customers who've been waiting 
up to four years for the right car, and 
they have the money ready.’ 


tIN A NUTSHELL 

Although glassfibre bodywork has two 
huge advantages - it’s lightweight and 
impervious to corrosion — it can be the

cause of further complications. As 
with TVRs, electrical problems are 
common and often difficult to trace. 
‘Dieppe-built cars have a particularly 
interesting all-brown wiring loom, 
with coloured sheaths at each end,’ 
explains Chris, ‘but these can fall off 
— that's when the fun really begins.’ 
Glassfibre is generally rugged on 
road cars and, although panel fit is 
average at best, you'll rarely find 
stress fractures or major quality 
problems. On the other hand, genuine 
rally cars were often built using much 
thinner panels, making them easier to 
damage and more difficult to fix. Older 
repairs might not be up to scratch.

The body consists of two major 
mouldings (top and bottom), which 
are bonded together to form an 
extremely strong and light bodyshell. 
If a car has been fully restored, these 
two sections should have been 
separated, repaired and then 
re-bonded correctly. Repair sections 
are relatively cheap and readily 
available for most areas. 

‘It depends on how far you want to 
go,’ comments Chris. ‘There are 
always two extremes, but an A110 is 
not the simplest car to restore. 
Glassfibre cars generally get respray 
after respray, and over the years all 
that paint builds up and actually spoils 
the delicate lines of the car. The only 
way to do the car justice is to strip off 
all the old paint, repair the glassfibre 
and start from a clean base. £8000- 
9000 is the starting point for a proper 
body-off restoration.’ 

Thanks to Alpine’s relationship 
with Renault, much of the running 
gear is basic and easy to service, 
although access on the early 1600s 
is tight. Renault engines are usually 
strong and easy to maintain, but the 
seemingly endless array of different 
configurations can be somewhat 
overwhelming. This is further 
complicated by the number of 
modified cars with more modern and 
powerful Renault engines fitted. 


Although the engines are pure 
Renault, A110 gearboxes are unique. 
The casings on pre-73 cars feature 
mounting points for the swing-arm 
suspension, and until recently were 
virtually irreplaceable. ‘The parts 
situation is actually better now than 
ever before, and there are at least ten 
different outlets | deal with in France 
and Germany. Everything is being 
remanufactured and, although not 
always cheap, parts are plentiful.’ 

Underpinning the A110 is a stiff 
backbone chassis, which remained 
virtually unchanged throughout the 
career of the car. The main section, 
which runs from front to back, is 
actually surprisingly resistant to 
corrosion, but the front supporting 
tubes tend to rot quite quickly, so 
should be thoroughly checked. 

Chris is wary of actually replacing 
the chassis if you can avoid it. ‘Chassis 
replacement is possible, and new 
chassis sections can be bought 
off-the-shelf, but it really opens up a 
whole can of worms. The original is 
often repairable, even in the event of a 
crash, and you should carefully weigh 
up the cost.’ 

The rest of the suspension is basic 
Renault 8, with wishbones and coil 
springs at the front and swing arms 
at the rear. The rear suspension was 
subsequently changed to the newer 
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Alpine A310's double-wishbone 
set-up. ‘Mechanical rebuilds are not 
expensive. All the components are 
cheap and simple,’ says Chris. 

Much of the interior is bespoke, and 
with different suppliers over the years 
it can be difficult to work out what is 
original or not. The seats are unique to 
the A110 and, although leather was an 
option, most will be the standard cloth 
or vinyl. The rest of the interior is 
trimmed in a distinctive diamond- 
stitched foam-backed vinyl, which 
covers the central tunnel, rear 
compartment and inner sills. It’s 
relatively hard-wearing but, if it needs 
to be replaced, can be recreated by 
any competent trimmer. Most 
switches, handles and lamp units 
were taken from the French car 
industry parts bin, so many spares are 
even cheaper than you might expect. 


I1CONCLUSION 
The A110 celebrates its 50th 
anniversary this year and, whether 
you want an all-out rally car or just a 
capable sports car, the A110 is a less 
obvious alternative to a 911. They 
ooze French charm and character. 
Values have risen strongly in the 
past 15 years. Finding one is tough but 
excellent parts supply from the 
Continent ensures that the remaining 
Alpines are well served.

INTERNATIONAL VEHICLE MOVEMENT 
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DAY IN THE LIFE 


INTERVIEW CHARLES ARMSTRONG-WILSON 


DON’T DO BREAKFAST. For that matter, 
I don’t do lunch either. So when the alarm 


goes off at 6.30am, Annette, my wife, sees 

to the kids and feeds them before they go to 
school. That means that, barring congestion on the 
landing, I can pretty much head straight for the 
computer to catch up on any overnight activity. 
Annette leaves me a large cafetire of coffee and 
that keeps me going through the day. 

What I do is so obscure that I seem to attract 
clients from all round the world. That means that, 
while I’m sleeping, they are often still obsessing 
over their projects and sending me information to 
work with or asking more questions. 

I think it’s the passion from my customers that 
makes my job such a great pleasure. A few years 
ago I was an insurance broker. I was good at it 
and it was well paid. But I hated it because I was 
always trying to sell people something that they 
resented having to buy, even though they knew 
they needed it. 


HT 
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Eventually I bailed out and retrained in 3D 
design engineering because I could see the 
potential of the technology to transform the way 
classic cars are documented and restored. I’ve 
always had an enthusiasm for classic cars and 
particularly V8s like the Aston Martins I’ve 
owned: a coupé, three Vantages and a Volante. 

As a showcase project I originally wanted to 
digitise the DB4 but the drawings were just not 
available. Then I discovered the Bugatti Trust’s 
vast archive of factory drawings and decided to 
do the Type 35 (see Octane 91). It snowballed into 
something far bigger than I intended and took 
years to complete, but the Bugatti Trust was very 
supportive and the exercise taught me skills I 
might never have mastered otherwise. 

Once I’ve cleared my mailbox, I decide what 
I’m going to work on that day. My clients all come 
to me because they have especially challenging 
restoration or, sometimes, recreation projects. 
What I can do is to create the car in a virtual 


environment, so we can see 
whether parts are going to 
fit and their idea is going 
to work. 
; One speciality is creating 
y body shapes for cars. These can 
: be completely new designs or very 
accurate recreations of actual cars. 
For these I use a sophisticated scanner 
system that can capture the shape of the car and 
save it as a three-dimensional model. From this I 
then design a wooden buck that a body builder 
can use to build the finished item. I recently 
supplied one customer with the design for a buck 
to create a child’s DB2/4 taken from the scan of a 
full-size car, Another customer is recreating the 
Jaguar XJ13, but in its original form rather than 
the way it is now. 

I supplied the design for an Aston Martin DBR1 
recreation using data from the original plans, and 
I’m also helping a father and son recreate the 
body for a Tojeiro that burned out in period. The 
ambition of my customers always inspires me. 

Within the agreed schedules with my 
customers, what I decide to work on tends to be 
what I’m most enthused about on the day. I might 
be in a Jaguar mood or I might choose a job that 
lets me try out a new technique. The trouble is, 
once I’m at my computer I get so engrossed I tend 
to lose all track of time. Apart from the occasional 
stroll around the office to fend off deep vein 
thrombosis, I find I don’t look up until I hear the 
family coming home again about 5pm and I'm left 
wondering what happened to the day. 

Then there are the days when I’m out seeing 
clients. It can be anywhere in the country or in the 
world. Whether I have to measure up a chassis or 
scan a body shape, I just love spending time with 
my customers. They are so enthusiastic and are 
chasing fantastic dreams that I help them turn 
into reality. Sometimes we'll spend hours in the 
garage with a mug of tea just chatting. 

Occasionally I can be lying on the garage floor 
in the middle of winter with the doors open and 
a tape measure in my frozen hands. But I think 
back to how things used to be and know it could 
be so much worse. 

Back at home we eat about 6.30 as a family, 
which I think is very important, and maybe I'll 
have a glass of wine. Then, when the kids are 
going to bed, they'll usually find me on the 
computer again. We often share something on 
YouTube or they'll show me what they’ve been 
doing. The older one already sketches three-view 
drawings, and he’s only six. 

I finally knock off around 11pm, although I 
have been known to slip into the early hours if 
I’m particularly gripped. Finally I fall into bed 
listening to LBC on my iPhone before I drift off. 
It’s a nice life and I feel very lucky.
